One of America’s most beautiful and historic Protestant 
churches today stands closed and dark. Once the church of 
Brooklyn’s fashion and society, the 110 year old Church 
of the Holy Trinity today represents no communion. Its 
parish has been declared “extinct.” The spectre of this 
fine old Anglo-Gothic structure now dark and silent is a 
dramatic rebuke to the National Council of Churches -of 
Christ contention that charges of Communist infiltration 
into American churches are “nonsense.” 

Indeed, the N.C.C.C. with a temerity long associated with 
left-wingers and Communists, had the gall to demand that 
Chairman Francis Walter of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities apologize for even intimating that there 
had been the slightest discernible trace of Red infiltration in 
the churches. Mr. Walter promptly invited those signing the 
officious telegram of the N.C.C.C. to come to Washington 
and tell their story under oath to the American public by 
way of an open Congressional committee hearing. The 
paladins of the N.C.C.C. declined the privilege as might 
have been expected. 

The long, depressing, and sordid story of what happened 
to a fine old church is now no longer sensationalized in the 
press. Victors and vanquished have gone their separate 
ways, each side no doubt filled with righteous indignation 
after the long battle was over and the Church of the Holy 
Trinity closed perhaps forever. NEWS AND VIEWS, howr 
ever, after studying and reviewing court records, partisan 
booklets, and a mass of material available on the bitter con- 
troversy feels that there is a lesson and warning in the 
death of the Church of the Holy Trinity for every Protest- 
ant determined; to guard his own church against a similar 
fate. This, then, is the story of how Communists killed _a 
church. 

Contrary to widespread misunderstanding, the Commu- 
nists did not invade Holy Trinity in very recent years to 
destroy an old conservative congregation for pure malice 
or mere atheistic deviltry. They were apparently called in 
as badly needed auxiliaries by a faction of liberal and radi- 
cal “social gospelers” long active in the church. The Church 
of the Holy Trinity enjoyed a liberal reputation as far back 
as the ’80s or within twenty-five years after its founding in 
1847. 

When the Rev. Algernon Crapsey of Rochester was 
charged with heresy because of his unorthodox views on 
the Virgin Birth, Brooklyn’s Church of the Holy Trinity 
welcomed him with open arms and he later became a mem- 
ber of the parish. A parish member, Edward Shepherd 
later conducted Crapsey’s legal defense. 

One of the most scandalous religious books ever to ap- 
pear in this country, ‘The Call of the Carpenter,” by Bouck 
White, published in 1911 by Doubleday, Page & Co., which 
depicted Jesus as a social revolutionary, was written in the 


parish house of Holy Trinity unbeknown to the rector. 
White, at the time, being superintendent of the church’s 
club work. ' 

With a long record of liberalism going back to the 19th 
century it was not surprising that Holy Trinity looked for 
another liberal rector in 1904 when the post became vacant. 
A millionaire Wall Street investment banker, George Foster 
Peabody, was on the vestry. Peabody was a fervent disciple 
of Henry George despite the fact that he owed all of his 
enormous wealth to the very Wall Street manipulations so 
fiercely denounced by George. The so-called “social gospel” 
was sweeping through liberal Protestantism and Peabody 
also worshipped at that false altar. He knew “just the man 
we want,” out in Cincinnati. 

The chaplain at the University of Cincinnati was a 
“leading exponent of the social application of the Christian 
Gospel.” His name was John Howard Melish. At the age of , 
thirty he had already made quite a name for himself in the 
Midwest. The Cincinnati Times-Slar had denounced him as 
mere “muckraker.” It carried cartoons showing young Mel- 
ish hurling handsful of mud at the fair name of Cincinnati. 

Holy Trinity extended an invitation to the young red- 
haired “muckraker” to become its new rector. Melish laid 
down two conditions to his acceptance. One, pew rents would 
have to be abandoned in favor of a “free church” open to 
all worshippers. Two, he would have the sole right to de- 
termine policy and not simply carry out conditions laid 
down by the vestry. The vestry agreed to both of Melish’s 
demands and the ground was laid for a long series of bitter 
and humiliating incidents which were to culminate 44 years 
later in his ouster and 53 years later . in the extinction of 
Holy. Trinity. _ ... \ _ k 

The Brooklyn Eagle , now itself refunct, happily wel- 
comed the new rector as “the young Dr. Parkhurst from 
the Middle West,” Melish’s social crusading fame having 
apparently preceded him. A former football star and ath- 
letic coach, the new rector quickly built up one of the best 
church athletic teams in Greater New York. It was an era 
when modernist churches were branching out into every 
field of social activity in order to hold the younger element 
and to attract others to whom religion was merely a sec- 
ondary matter. 

So-called “higher criticism” of the Bible developed by 
a whole school of German philosophers and religious critics 
had crossed the Atlantic and was also seeping through the 
ranks of many Protestant clergymen. In his sermons, Dr. 
Melish leaned consistently to the modernist position. He 
set up a common radical device of the time, a Sunday eve- 
ning forum where radicals, Socialists, and pacifists could 
hold forth in the warmth and prestige of a church basement 
rather than on a windy corner soapbox. Issues a bit too 
“hot” to handle from the pulpit at the Sunday morning 


service were merely routed to the evening forum. When 
some of the vestrymen and parishioners began to have 
doubts about Dr. Melish, Wall Street Croesus Peabody 
brought, balm from Gilead in the form of a nice fat check 
for the budget and all was serene and lovely again. 

Although Dr. Melish frequently denied that he was a 
Socialist he readily admitted his close friendship for and 
high admiration of many leading Socialists and radical 
pact lists. Among them were Rabbi Stephen Wise, John 
Haynes Holmes, and the “atheist Bishop McConnell.” He 
said that he preferred to call himself a “Social Christian.” 

His opposition to America’s entry into World War I 
naturally created a wave of criticism within his own parish. 

A friendly biography relates that a serious accident con- 
fining Dr. Melish to the hospital for several months prob- 
ably saved him from being fired. By the time he came out, 
still partly crippled, the resentment against his unpatriotic 
stand had been Jargely dissipated by his long hospitalization. 

With the end of World War the century old social and 
racial pattern of fashionable Brooklyn Heights, where the 
Church of the Holy Trinity stood, began to change or de- 
teriorate. Business houses moved in and stately old sand- 
stone homes of Brooklyn society were converted into room- 
ing houses. Porto Rican and non-white elements began to 
crowd into the fringes of the “Heights.” As older families 
of Holy Trinity moved* to estates on Long Island the social 
pattern of the church also began to change. 

An assistant pastor, Dr. Bradford Young, openly joined 
the Socialist Party and campaigned for the Board of Aider- 
men from a corner soapbox. Dr. Melish pretended to be 
embarrassed when his assistant rector was jailed overnight 
in Paterson, New Jersey, in connection with some non- 
sacerdotal strike activity. This happened to be one of the 
very first textile strikes in which Communists insinuated 
themselves and tried to take over direction. After serving 
with Dr. Melish for thirteen years, Dr. Young departed for 
New Hampshire in 1939. 

Once more Holy Trinity went all the way to Cincinnati 
to find a new assistant rector. The young pastor of Cin- 
cinnati’s Christ Church certainly had a unique claim on 
Holy Trinity’s consideration — he had been born in the 
parish house of the Church of the Holy Trinity in 1910. 
He was William Howard Melish, the second son of Dr. John 
Howard Melish! 

THE RISE OF WILLIAM H. MELISH 

The younger Melish, a graduate of Harvard, alsocstudied 
at Harry Ward’s Union Theological Seminary. A true chip* 
off the old block, the junior Melish had long been closely 
associated in Cincinnati with Rabbi Abraham Cronbach in 
various pacifist endeavors. Cronbach has one of the longest 
Communist front records in the country. 

In order to “induce” the younger Melish to come to 
Holy Trinity, the vestry saw fit to offer him a most un- 
usual contract of tenure. He would enjoy the royal right of 
succession to the rectorship upon the death or retirement 
of his father. With life tenure at a substantial annual 
honorarium, William Howard Melish stepped into a pastor- 
ate which would be a dream to most devoted and poor 
clergymen. 

The elder Melish, now 65, confined himself mainly to 
ministering to the older parishioners while his son took 
over the church school, office, side activities, and welcoming 
“new people” to the century old parish. The “new people” 
turned out later to be largely of ultra-liberal if not radical 
persuasion. The political coloration of the parish, long a 
light tea rose pink, began to deepen to a dark vermilion. 


During World War II Melish the younger busied him- 
self setting up Russian War Relief chapters in Manhattan 
and Brooklyn because “he foresaw that the future would 
be largely shaped by the post-war relations between the 
United States and the Soviet Union.” A friendly biographer 
states that “in his leisure hours he read the best materials 
available on the Soviet Union and learned to read Russian.” 
He became a leading and highly vocal advocate of peaceful 
coexistence with the U.S.S.R. Indeed, he was quite proud 
of the fact that “the War Department asked him to speak 
at a number of army posts in the New York area where he 
addressed thousands of servicemen.” 

Mr. Melish believed that in order to live peacefully to- 
gether both the United States and the U.S.S.R. would have 
to build an effective United Nations. Every form of cul- 
tural and intellectual exchange would have to be fostered 
between the two countries. To secure a wider public under- 
standing and acceptance for such peaceful coexistence Mr. 
Melish joined with several other New Yorkers in founding 
an organization devoted to that objective — the National 
Council of American-Soviet Friendship. 

The same pro -Melish source claims that only one vestry- 
man voiced any strong opposition, “nor did any criticism 
come to the ears of the rector,” his father. In the findings 
of the Subversive Activities Control Board that the National 
Council was a Communist front, William Howard Melish is 
listed as an incorporator and founder. Appendix B to the 
Final S.A.C.B. findings published in 1955 lists William H. 
Melish as “having been a member of the Communist Party 
on the record.” 

In 1946 Corliss Lamont resigned as chairman of the 
N.C.A.S.F. and the board asked Mr. Melish to take over 
the chairmanship. After conferring with his father, the 
younger Melish accepted the chairmanship of what was 
then the largest and most important front set up by Com- 
munists. As luck would have it, shortly afterwards President 
Truman set up the first loyalty security program for gov- 
ernment employees and asked the Attorney General of the 
United States to supply the government with a list of organ- 
izations which were Communist, fascist, or subversive. 
Needless to add, Melish’s National Council of American 
Soviet Friendship was on the list. 

Both Melishes naturally denied that they were Com- 
munists, 

“but they were concerned with the meaning of 
communism and the reasons for its increasing 
spread. Remembering the long struggle between 
religious institutions and Darwinism, they ask- 
ed if here might not be some parallel in this 
matter of Marxism. Here was a body of thought 
containing at least sufficient truth that in the 
course of a hundred years it was winning wider 
and wider acceptance until now it was motivat- 
ing whole governments under which consider- 
able sections of the Christian church must live. 

It was not possible to dismiss these new ideas, 
nor could their implications be evaded. There 
was the double task confronting the Christian 
Church of finding a strategy to maintain worthy 
religious institutions and clarifying intellectual- 
ly the true relationship between two ideological 
systems of thought.” 

(The Melish , Case — Challenge to the Church, page 20, 
an undated publication but printed in the union label 
shop #412, New York, which did considerable Com- 
munist front printing.) 
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“Their friend, the Arctic explorer Vilhjalmar Steffan- 
son” had also pointed out to them a profound theological 
observation that there was a striking similarity between the 
current impact of Communism on western Christendom and 
the 16th century impact of Protestantism upon Roman 
Catholicism. . (Stef fanson, has a long front record and was 
also a board member of Melish’s National Council on Amer- 
ican-Soviet Friendship.) 

In 1947 Tito’s planes shot down an unarmed American 
plane slightly off course and briefly over Yugoslavian terri- 
v tory. Six Americans died needlessly. The arrest and Com- 
munist fake trial of Archbishop Stepinac by Tito’s secret 
police also aroused widespread anger in America. To add 
to his difficulties Tito was also heading for serious trouble 
with Stalin which was to lead to an open break between the 
two Communist dictators a year later. 

The Yugoslav Ambassador to the United States there- 
upon decided that it was high time to whip up some favor- 
able publicity for the Tito regime. Six Protestant clergymen 
and two laymen were invited to Yugoslavia on an all-ex- 
penses-paid tour to report first hand on : religious freedom 
under Communism. The delegation was as fine a handpicked 
crew of pro-Communist apologists, or simple dupes, as it 
would be possible to assemble in all Christendom. 

Counterattack , a newly founded anti-Communist weekly 
newsletter, and the American Legion’s “Summary of Trends 
and Developments,” devoted several issues to exposing this 
cynical swindle. Nevertheless, millions of innocent Protest- 
ants were taken in by the phony religious facade presented 
by six well known Protestant ministers journeying to Yugo- 
slavia to learn the truth about religion under Communism. 
The Rev. Emory S. Bucke, editor of Zion's Herald , came 
back to report: 

“We found absolutely no evidence of any restric- 
tion by Tito upon religious freedom.” 

This whitewash mission anticipated by nine years a 
similar fraudulent enterprise pulled off by top N.C.C.C. 
hierarchs in 1956. William Melish not only backed up 
Bucke but added that he had seen “documents” which con- 
vinced him not only of Stepinac’s guilt but also that other 
Roman Catholic priests were guilty of plotting against the 
state — Communist state that is. To work against Communism 
obviously was a crime in Melish’s mind. 

MELISH ON TOWN HALL OF THE AIR 

As a result of this whitewash junket Melish was invited 
to appear on the radio Town Hall of the Air program. The 
subject to be discussed by a four man panel was “How to 
Combat Anti-American Propaganda in Europe.” As Melish 
had been long engaged in anti-American propaganda in 
this country, Town Hall certainly picked the right man! 

The other participants were Rep. (now Senator) Case of 
South Dakota, then a member of the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities; Senator Henry Cabot Lodge; and 
General William “Wild Bill” Donovan of World War I and 

O.S.S. fame. 

Unfortunately for Melish just one week before the pro- 
gram was to go on the air, the U.S. Attorney General issued 
the first of the Department of Justice’s lists of Communist 
and subversive organizations. This put Town Hall of the 
Air in a pickle. It did not like the idea of publicizing the 
chairman of an officially cited Communist front, the Na- 
tional Council of American Soviet Friendship. On the other 
hand quietly removing him and putting in a pinch hitter at 
such a late hour would naturally raise a storm of questions, 
protests, and public derision. There was also the unpleasant 


possibility of costly legal action — Communists and Com- 
munist fronters have a nasty reputation for quick and costly 
lawsuits. To make matters worse Gen. Donovan also hap- 
pened to be chairman of the board of Town Hall of the Air 
and some one had slipped him the bad news that he had a 
Communist on his panel. And, “Wild Bill” enjoyed a 
reputation of never pussy-footing or beating about the bush 
as far as Communists were concerned. His moral aversion 
for Commies was deep-seated and implacable. . 

General Donovan bluntly asked Melish four direct 
questions: 

1. Was he a Communist? 

2. Had he been a vice president of the 
Communist Civil Rights Congress? 

3. Had he been a board member of the 
Communist Jefferson School? 

4. And if he was not a Communist why 
had he accepted the chairmanship of 
the Communist front National Council 
of American Soviet Friendship? 

Running true to Communist form for such situations 
Melish ignored the questions and wrapped himself up in a 
defense of peace and civil liberties which was loudly cheered 
and applauded by a claque of Communists and sympathizers 
who packed the studio audience. The ratfio carried his glib 
and evasive replies and the claque’s loud applause to millions 
of listeners all over the United States. 

This was too much for Counterattack . Its December 12, 
1947 issue flatly charged that the Rev. William Howard 
Melish was a “traitor”, “Fifth Columnist” “Quisling” and 
a “member of the Community Party.” Melish never sued 
and apparently did not even demand a retraction. 

A freezing atmosphere began to set in against the as- 
sistant rector of the Church of the Holy Trinity, particularly 
among the vestrymen. A pro-Melish writer admits that “a 
formerly friendly attitude on the part of the vestry now 
changed to cold and implacable hostility.” In December 
1947 one of the vestrymen was designated by the others to 
call upon Mr. Melish and invite him quietly to resign as 
associate pastor. This Mr. Melish refused to do and a ten 
year war to get rid of him was on. 

More and more members of the parish failed to attend 
services or transferred to other Protestant Episcopal 
churches. This merely served to strengthen the pro-Melish 
faction numerically against a dwindling opposition. The 
,, two Melishes blamed deep snow and long hard winter for 
the dwindling attendance. The spiritual atmosphere inside 
the venerable old church dropped with the thermometer 
outside but not for the same reason. 

THE GATHERING STORM 

Dr. John Melish naturally stood by his son and assistant 
rector — after all the boy was merely parroting ideas planted 
in his head since childhood by his father. Nevertheless, the 
younger Melish decided to bend slightly to the storm and 
he gave up most of his outside speaking engagements. How- 
ever, like all fanatical radicals, he could not resist the 
temptation to take an occasional sly pot-shot at the hated 
“class enemy.” 

When the anti-Communist motion picture “The Iron 
Curtain” was released the Communists threw picket lines 
in front of theatres showing it. The film was based on the 
sensational espionage activities of Russia in Canada and the 
United States as disclosed by a defecting Soviet code clerk, 
Igor Gouzenko. The National Council of American-Soviet 
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Friendship naturally spearheaded the attacks on the film so 
Melish soon found himself in hot water with his vestry once 
more. His defense was quite simple — and typically commie: 

As a minister he was dedicated to peace. “The 
Iron Curtain” and all other anti-Soviet films were 
' “ deliberate ly fanning the flames of suspicion and ill ■* ' 

will ” This in turn could easily “fan the war psy- 
chology of the country ” He therefore could not 
retreat from the issue of war and peace “ without 
compromising the spirit of the parish” 

It was just as simple as that! 

Having unburdened himself of these noble thoughts he 
went on to add' that he would not be intimidated by the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities or the U. S. 
Attorney General’s list of subversive organizations. He did 
concede that when his term as chairman of the N.C.A.S.F. 
expired he might feel constrained to resign for the sake of 
the parish. But to salve his conscience this would have to 
be entirely an act of free will on his part without any 
coercion or pressure. 

In the spring of 1948 Henry Wallace began his third 
party campaign for the presidency. The younger Melish 
was on hand as a delegate at the founding convention in 
Philadelphia. That summer his father delivered the invoca- 
tion at a giant rally of the Progressive Party in Yankee 
Stadium. Informed observers estimated that at least half 
of the 40,000 wildly cheering Wallaceites were undoubtedly 
Communists. There was abundant evidence later that the 
whole Progressive Party idea was strictly a Communist en- 
terprise designed to ensnare and manipulate a large bloc of 
liberal, labor, and radical votes. However, most Socialists, 
Trotsky ites, and smart radicals shied away from the Wallace 
bandwagon. Some were even so ungracious as to yell “Com- 
mie!” at the Red parade. 

THE RED DEAN OF CANTERBURY 
VISITS HOLY TRINITY 

If there is one characteristic of which the Melishes can 
never be accused it is timidity or shyness. Not satisfied with 
their foray into partisan politics of a radical hue, the elder 
Melish decided to really thumb his nose at the congregation 
of the Church of the Holy Trinity. After some difficulty with 
the Immigration authorities, the notorious Red Dean of 
Canterbury, Hewlett Johnson, came to the United States 
for no apparent good reason. The Communist press gave 
away his importance to their cause by the fervor of their 
welcome. Only Stalin himself would have received a wilder 
Communist welcome. f- 

Dr. John Melish invited the Red Dean to preach in Holy 
Trinity. There was, of course, a perfectly rational explan- 
ation for this outrage. Years before when he had visited 
England as an exchange preacher, the elder Melish had 
been received by the Red Dean. Inviting him to the pulpit 
of the Church of the Holy Trinity was therefore nothing 
more than a gracious return courtesy! 

Knowing full well that all ariti-Communist parishioners 
would stay away, the Melish supporters resorted to an old 
Communist tactic of “packing the meeting” with that type 
of rabid radical so familiar to Madison Square Garden in 
the good old days. The Daily Worker crowed that the line 
of those seeking to enter Holy Trinity to hear the Red Dean 
“extended four deep around the block.” The police had to 
close the doors when 1,500 Red Dean worshippers had 
crowded into the famous old church. Most of them had 
probably never seen the inside of a church in their lives! 

This outrage appears to have been the last straw to 
break the long suffering patience of both congregation and 


the bishop of the diocese. After a long inquiry Bishop 
James Pernette DeWolfe ordered the severance of the pas- 
toral relationship of Rector John Howard Melish. Melish 
promptly denounced his bishop as having “violated Protes- 
tant Episcopal law” and said that he would stay on as long 
.as„.the ^congregation wanted him. It was all “a struggle to 
maintain democracy and freedom of speech in the church”, 
Melish added. It was obvious that the pro-Melish faction, 
tightly organized and fanatical, had a safe majority of the 
parish. Melish announced that 70% of the parish supported 
him. 

The anti-Melish vestry contested this claim. They had 
conducted a referendum and found that 156 parish mem- 
bers felt that the activities of the Melishes had been detri- 
mental to their church, 136 supported the two ministers, 
and 14 were neutral. The remaining 200 parishioners did 
not bother to reply, they were probably already on their 
way out to other churches. 

The Melishes also boasted that they had plenty of out- 
side support in the Protestant Episcopal church. At least 
four bishops were in their corner: the Right Rev. Theodore 
R. Ludlow, Suffragan Episcopal Bishop of Newark, N. J.; 
The Right Rev. William Scarlett, Bishop of Missouri; the 
Right Rev. Donald B. Aldrich, Dean of the chapel at Prince- 
ton and formerly Bishop of Michigan; and the Right Rev. 
William Appleton Lawrence, Bishop of western Massachu- 
setts. This was a startling development in the history of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church as bishops traditionally avoid- 
ed interfering in each others jurisdiction. 

THE YOUNGER MELISH BRANDED 
A COMMUNIST 

At this point the New York World-Telegram Pulitzer 
prize - winning columnist and anti - Communist crusader, 
Frederick Woltman, entered the fray. The April 28, 1948, 
issue of that paper carried a long condensed summary of 
William Howard Melish’s seven year pro-Communist record. 
According to Woltman the assistant rector of Holy Trinity 
had sponsored a Citizens Committee for Harry Bridges in 
1941, had written appeals urging pardon for a convicted 
Communist perjurer, Morris U. Schappes; had contributed 
articles to the Communist New Masses and other party line 
publications; had congratulated the Daily Worker on its 
20th anniversary; and had been photographed marching in 
a May Day parade, reversed collar and all. He had also 
'signed a number of open letters, petitions, and protests of 
a strictly Communist nature invariably listing the Church 
of the Holy Trinity, Brooklyn, behind his name, according 
to Woltman. . * 

The following day the World-Telegram columnist 
dropped a real bombshell on the Melish controversy. Wolt- 
man disclosed that the Political Committee of the Com- 
munist Party in the winter of 1943-4 had sent Louis Bu- 
denz, then editor of the Daily Worker to check on the po- 
litical reliability of William Howard Melish. The Communist 
Party was considering Melish for an important post in a 
front organization but first wanted to make sure that he 
was “reliable.” 

Budenz spent an hour with Melish in his rectory and 
came away convinced that the C. P. could place implicit 
faith in the young clergyman. Budenz related: 

“He told me he had a great admiration for 
our leaders and would like to become better 
acquainted with each one of them. He also 
appreciated the fact that the party had stood 
up well under its great difficulties and was not 
vanquished by events. He said he had no doubt 
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that a new type of democracy was arising in 
Russia." 

Two years later Budenz confirmed this statement under 
oath at a trial in Connecticut. 

In January, 1949, the vestry of Holy Trinity again re- 
quested Bishop DeWolfe to terminate the rectorship of John 
Howard Melish. The resolution was passed nine to one. 
Because of the peculiar contract which William Melish had 
secured in 1939, only his father, the rector could discharge 
him. Thus in order to rid the parish of the son it was 
legally necessary to discharge the father. The ensuing and 
bitter ten year struggle was not so much to get rid of the 
rector, the elder Melish, who was approaching retirement 
age anyway, as it was to rid the church of the incubus of 
having a Communist party member as associate rector and 
his scandalous outside activities which threatened to wreck 
the parish. 

JOHN HOWARD MELISH FORCED OUT 

On March 2, 1949, Bishop DeWolfe served formal no- 
tice that the pastoral relationship between the Church of 
the Holy Trinity and the Rev. John Howard Melish was dis- 
solved as of April 4th, 1949. This would also terminate the 
ten year assistant rectorship of William Howard Melish. 
The elder Melish would receive his full salary as a pension 
for the rest of his life. 

With an alacrity and zeal usually associated with Com- 
munists, an ad hoc “Committee to Retain the Rector” sprang 
to arms almost overnight. Defying the vestry, this commit- 
tee called a meeting which voted 261 to 27 to oust the nine 
vestrymen. The vestry perforce had no choice but to resort 
to the courts to set aside an entirely illegal maneuver to 
seize control of the church. The committee’s zeal to protect 
the Melishes becomes a bit easier to understand when it is 
recalled that the parish had a net investment value of some 
$400,000, a considerable part of which was in liquid assets. 

At this point it seems appropriate to comment briefly 
on the role of the powerful N. Y . Times in what was purely 
an inner church controversy. While the Brooklyn Eagle 
and other metropolitan papers played the story as straight 
news, the N, Y. Times could not hide its pro-Melish sym- 
pathy, editorially and in news slanting, throughout the long 
controversy. The Melishes and their supporters never seemed 
to have much trouble getting their side of the imbroglio 
into the Times including long direct quotations. The Daily 
Worker , needless to say, also was in the Melish corner from 
the very beginning and the left-wing National Guardian was 
more than liberal with space coverage favoring the ;Melishes. 

When April 4th arrived, Dr. Melish simply ignored the 
ouster order of Bishop DeWolfe and carried on as if nothing 
had happened. A week later, on Palm Sunday, his sermon 
consisted largely of a denunciation of the North Atlantic 
Treaty alliance. Bishop DeWolfe perforce had to appeal to 
the courts to carry out a purely ecclesiastical order. There 
followed ten years of endless litigation through the courts — 
state and Federal — which would be tedious and extremely 
involved even to summarize in briefest form. 

As fast as one court or judge handed down what ap- 
peared might be a final decision, appeals were immediately 
filed in other or higher courts. The final legal costs must 
have run into six figures. The Melish case was aired before 
the New York State Supreme Court no less than six times 
and before the Appellate Division twice. It reached the 
U. S. Supreme Court in February, 1951, and that court 
surprisingly enough refused to grant a writ of certiorari. 

When the 56th Triennial General Convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church met in San Francisco in 1949, 


it ducked the Melish case. The House of Deputies simply 
refused to consider a proposed change in canon law which 
would provide for special parish meetings to vote on the 
retention of a rector who had been dismissed by his bishop. 
The younger Melish who attended the convention happily 
noted that the House of Bishops had supported him, at least 
by implication when it passed a resolution urging the United 
States to make every effort at a rapprochement with Soviet 
Russia — just what he and his father had been advocating 
for rears! 

THE VIRUS SPREADS 

By 1950 no less than eight bishops and 1123 Protestant 
Episcopal clergymen had rallied to the defense of the Mel- 
ishes, or at least so their supporters claimed. If the figure 
of 1123 is correct, then it is obvious that most of them could 
not be Communists going to the defense of a comrade in 
trouble. Most of them were probably not even pro-Com- 
mimist sympathizers or dupes. Their support of an identi- 
fied Communist, with a long record of pro-Communist ac- 
tivities offensive to his parish and' church, can only be ex- 
plained by the fact that Communists, at least in this country, 
have been amazingly successful with a tactic known as 
“broadening the base” of any -important issue. 

“Broadening the base” means to arouse and mobilize 
literally thousands of non-Communists and sometimse even 
anti-Communists to fight for an issue which is represented 
to be a defense of basic civil liberties or traditional Ameri- 
can values when actually it is nothing more than a defense 
case of a lone Communist or member of a minority group. 
No other sect or group, religious, political, or radical in the 
history of this country has ever been able to exert a greater 
leverage and to move larger masses of innocent and well- 
meaning people into widespread and yet well coordinated 
action behind some cause of vital interest at the moment 
to the Communists. 

This extraordinarily successful leverage tactic of the 
Communists still baffles experts and wins their grudging ad- 
miration. It is a testimonial to the marvelous organizing 
efficiency, of that special Communist apparatus set up to 
arouse and mobilize large segments of the non-Communist 
population in behalf of party enterprises. A nationwide net- 
work of highly placed people, able to influence public 
opinion, can be mobilized in a matter of hours apparently 
by a few telephone calls in an endless chain system of 
amplification in behalf of some important Communist 
cause. , 

This, is yet little understood, Communist manipulatory 
power-, gives the lie to that common fallacy that the Com- 
munist Party’s strength and potential for mischief can 
be accurately measured by its membership. As well limit 
a man’s lifting power to that weight which he can pick 
off the ground with his arms and back. What of the 
crane operator who at the touch of a lever picks up a 
25 ton locomotive and deftly places it in the hold of a 
ship? Communists are not muscle-bound strongmen who 
use their own physical strength to achieve a purpose. They 
are power manipulators handling levers and machinery 
which enormously amplify their own limited efforts and 
capacities. 

Three years after his official ouster, Dr. Melish delivered 
what he called his “last sermon,” The sermon lauded Moses 
as a “revolutionary leader” and stressed that all human 
progress had been sparked by the “revolutionary spirit of 
man.” Because of failing health Dr. Melish spoke from a 
wheelchair. In the meantime his son, whose own pastorate 
had been terminated with that of his father, blithely con- 
tinued to fill the vacant pulpit as “acting rector.” Under 
canon law Bishop DeWolfe, who had removed the elder 
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Melish from the rectorship, was unable to remove the son 
because he had never been legally assigned to the post. 

In 1954 the Subversive Activities Control Board held 
long hearings on a government petition that the National 
Council of American-Soviet Friendship be declared a Com- 
munist front. William Melish appeared as a witness in be- 
half of the N.C.A.S.F. He admitted some former Com- 
munist front activities, denied others, or simply could not 
recall whether or not he had lent his name or support to 
still others. 

Melish reversed previous testimony and now admitted, 
when confronted with proof, that he had also been a vice 
president of the Civil Rights Congress. The C.R.C. had 
replaced the malodorous International Labor Defense as 
the chief legal bulwark of the Communist conspiracy and 
its numerous fronts. He also admitted that he had permit- 
ted Neighborhood Films to use the office of Holy Trinity 
church as its address. Earl Robinson, an identified Com- 
munist, was the head of Neighborhood Films. Melish bland- 
ly replied that he did not know whether Robinson was a 
Communist or not. He was also of the belief that it was 
entirely possible for a “good Christian to be a Communist 
under certain qualified circumstances.” He admitted he had 
marched in two Communist May Day parades. 

The S.A.C.B. report beginning on page 20 is quite en- 
lightening as to the Rev. .Melish’s credibility as a witness 
under oath: 

“The witness Budenz testified that at a Party Polit- 
buro meeting in late 1944 or early 1945, a high Party 
official told him that William Melish was a member of 
the Party and was being considered by the Party for 
chairman of the National Council but they wanted 
Budenz to visit Melish for the purpose of determining 
his integrity as a Communist; that he (Budenz) sub- 
sequently visited Melish and after asking Melish to 
write an article for the Daily Worker, to which Melish 
agreed, he told Melish that he was aware that Melish 
was a member of the Communist Party and that their 
discussion would be on that level. Budenz also testified 
that Melish stated at the time that he was a member of 
the Communist Party, that he had the highest respect 
for the Party and its leadership, and, that he under- 
stood fully the obligations which rested upon a member 
of the vanguard of the proletariat. Further, Budenz 
testified that he reported back to the Party official on 
his visit with Melish and was told the report was satis- 
factory. 

“Melish, upon being called as a witness for re- 
spondent, admitted that he had a visit with Budenz and 
placed the time as May 1944. Melish testified that he 
expressed to Budenz that he (Melish) was interested in. 
a number of the community activities which the Com- . 
munity activities which the Communist Party had been 
supporting: that he did not tell Budenz he understood 
the importance of Communist Party discipline nor have 
any discussion with Budenz on the subject; that he did 
not tell Budenz that he understood fully the obliga- 
tions which rested upon a member of the vanguard of 
the proletariat. Melish further testified that he is not 
and never has been a member of the Communist Party. 

“The Melish assertion that he never has been a 
member of the Communist Party is not credible when 
viewed in the light of his entire testimony. To illustrate, 
in addition to Budenz’ testimony, it is shown that for 
several years, terminating in January, 1948, Melish was 
on the Board of the Jefferson School of Social Science 
and a member of the committee that dealt primarily 
with its curriculum. Other evidence shows that the Jef- 
ferson School devotes its activities to teaching Marxism- 
Leninism in its teaching. The Director of Curriculum, 
when Clontz (another witness) attended the School, was 
a Communist Party functionary charged with the duty. 


among others, of insuring that the School adhered to 
Communist Party positions. 

“Melish wrote articles for the Daily Worker, official 
organ of the Party, and knew that Budenz, the man- 
aging editor, was a Communist. On several occasions he 
went to the office of the Daily Worker in the Com- 
munist Party headquarters building to deliver press 
releases. According to the issue of the Daily Worker 
for March 25, 1945, Melish was on a committee to 
obtain financial aid for the paper. Melish testified un- 
der questioning about the Daily Worker that he re- 
garded it as only another newspaper and that he knew 
practically nothing about it. In response to the question 
whether he knew as a fact that the Daily Worker is the 
official news organ of the Communist Party, Melish 
stated; “That is hearsay, I don’t know that, sir, of my 
own knowledge.” (Tr. 3165) On being asked whether 
he has any knowledge that the Party is connected with 
the paper, Melish stated; “I did not know at that time, 
no, sir.” (Tr. 3190) The Melish claim of no knowledge 
concerning the Daily Worker is not credible. 

“When asked on cross-examination whether he was 
ever a member of an organization known as the Na- 
tional Non-Partisan Committee to Defend the Rights of 
the 12 Communist Leaders. Melish stated he did not re- 
member and, further, that he had no recollection of 
being a member of the Resident Executive Committee 
of that organization. He also said he did not know 
whether it was an organization set up to defend twelve 
Communist leaders on trial in Manhattan. Later during 
his cross examination, Melish was shown a list of names 
on the back of which included Melish as a member. 
Melish then said his recollection was refreshed and he 
was a member of the committee; that he was aware at 
the time he became a member that the twelve de- 
fendants were high-ranking officers of the Communist 
Party who had been indicted for conspiring to advocate 
the overthrow of the Government of the United States 
by force and violence. 

“The foregoing illustrates a considerable number of 
instances during the cross-examination of Melish where 
he first claimed not to have specific recollection and 
made such statements as; “If you will confront me with 
some evidence, I will be glad to attest to it.” (Tr. 3463) 

The recurrence of this manner of testifying left the un- 
dersigned with misgivings on the reliability of original 
denials. Further, there are other instances on record 
showing that Melish has cooperated knowingly with no 
compunction in affairs with Communists. This, of 
course does not establish Party membership but is an- 
other consideration consistent wi|h the conclusion, now 
drawn, that his entire tenure with respondent in no way 
mitigates a finding of domination of respondent by the 
Communist Party. 

“The testimony of Budenz showing Melish to be a 
member of the Communist Party in 1944 is credited. 

It is concluded that Melish, during this period of his 
tenure with respondent was a member of the Com- 
munist Party. The testimony of Melish due to the above 
findings and his manner of testifying, is not credited 
in the area pertaining to his connection with Com- 
munist Party Activities.” 

By 1956 less than seventy-five parishioners remained out 
of some 550 who belonged in 1948. Of this handful it was 
estimated that fifty were anti-Melish. Several hundred new- 
comers had joined the parish and a few hundred more 
could be depended on to pack pro-Melish meetings if the 
call went out. Melish lawyers refused to let newsmen see 
the church list. Nevertheless the names of a few did leak 
out. Among them Shirley Graham, wife of W. E. B. DuBois, 
veteran Communist and all-time heavyweight joiner of C.P. 
fronts. Also identified Communist Milton Kaufman, Waldo 
Salt — 5th Amendment Hollywood Communist, — and several, 
others. 
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Older members, who took communion, noted that very 
few of these newcomers ever attended communion but gen- 
erally packed in during the “coffee break” between com- 
munion and 11 A.M. services. Parish meetings became 
typical Communist brawls so familiar to labor union meet- 
ings into which Commies infiltrated in the 30’s. All the 
characteristic tactics associated with a Communist fraction 
from long dragged-out meetings to discourage the opposi- 
tion to slippery parliamentary trickery were worked on 
the bewildered and frightened conservative members. Gen- 
erally these conservative and old parish members would 
walk out in disgust never to return which was just what the 
Communists wanted in the first place. One meeting, for 
example, elected a new pro-Melish vestry by the astounding 
vote of 200 to 0. Not even Stalin or Hitler, in their palmiest 
days with secret police at every ballot box, were able to roll 
up such a smashing victory. 

A priest sent by the Bishop to replace the younger 
Melish was knocked down by a Melish goon. Vestry doors 
were jimmied and locks changed so that Melish could enter 
the pulpit ahead of the replacement priest. Police squad cars 
and plain clothesmen became a familiar sight in front of 
Holy Trinity. Curiosity seekers from near and far came to 
gape at the “church taken over by Commies”. Heartsick 
older parishioners transferred to other churches. This served 
to leave an ever-dwindling group of loyal Christians to face 
a rapidly growing Communist dominated faction 

Affairs touched an all time low in Episcopal Church 
history on January 15, 1956, when Holy Trinity worshippers 
were treated to the spectacle of two priests shouting each 
other down at the altar. News pictures the following day 
showed William Howard Melish leading in prayer at the 
altar while the Rev. Robert Thomas appointed by the bishop 
to the rectorship read another prayer from the pulpit. 

The Rev. Thomas began to read Psalm 118 and Melish 
countered by asking for the responses to Psalm 28. Dr. 
Thomas thereupon turned to Melish and said, “Mr. Melish, 
you are out of order.” This was probably quite unintention- 
ally the understatement of the year — Melish had been very 
much “out of order” for at least fifteen years or since the 
time when he had secretly joined the atheistic Communist 
Party. Dr. Thomas left the the service followed by some 
fifty older and loyal parishioners. The controversy went 
back to the courts once more. 

In February Bishop DeWolfe named the Rev. Dr. Her- 
man Sidener as rector of Holy Trinity. The post had been 
vacant for nearly seven years. Several other Episcopal 
priests who had been offered the rectorship declined with 
thanks. Flanked by all the high churchmen of the diocese, 
Bishop DeWolfe conducted the solemn service of institution 
of Dr. Sidener. He apparently reckoned without the Com- 
munist infinite capacity for sheer audacity and contumacy. 
He was rudely interrupted in the middle of the service by 
a pro-Melish vestryman who challenged the institution as 
“illegal.” 

He was immediately followed by the notorious Hubert 
T. Delaney, a former municipal judge whose long front 
record News & Views has already summarized in the Public 
Affairs Pamphlet report appearing in the March 1961 issue. 
By April the Melish faction was back in full jubilant con- 
trol of the Church of the Holy Trinity. Another court de- 
cision had ruled in their favor. The Melishites immediately 
called a parish meeting and elected an entirely new vestry. 
The new vestry promptly installed William Howard Melish 
as the “legal” rector of the church. 

The Daily Worker was overjoyed and gave more space 
to the “victory” than it did to any other class struggle news. 


The National Guardian and other radical newsheets joined 
the chorus of jubilation. The World Peace Council in 
Vienna (Communist) awarded Melish a gold medal and 
$14,000 cash as an “International Peace Prize.” Melish 
affected to be “surprised and humbled.” One anti-Communist 
commentator noted that it was supremely ironical that an 
instigator of endless dissension and hatred in his own 
church should be rewarded with an “International Peace 
Prize.” Another one commented that he had never heard of 
an anti-Communist ever receiving as much as a $10Q prize 
for his efforts from either a wealthy individual or a con- 
servative foundation with millions at its disposal. 

COMMUNIST SALT INTO THE WOUNDS 

Later that year when the Hungarians rose in their 
tragic but epic fight for freedom, Bishop DeWolfe and the 
Christians of his parish were subjected to additional galling 
barbs from Melish and his supporters. Ever since its found- 
ing the National Council of American Soviet Friendship 
had met in an annual meeting early in November to hail 
the Bolshevik revolution of Nov. 7, 1917. The 1956 meet- 
ing convened just as Soviet tanks and Mongolian machine- 
gunners were drowning the Hungarian uprising in a sea of 
blood. 

Melish addressed the quisling meeting in a straddling, 
equivocal speech which obviously stuck ip, his throat. He 
naturally could not avoid Hungary bn whose tragic fate the 
interest and concern of the whole world was concentrated. 
Melish told the N.C.A.S F. : “Multitudes of men and women 
had greeted the birth and watched the rise of the Soviet 
Union as the embodiment of such a rational and ethical 
concept of society.” It was a great pity that such a genuine 
socialist society was now “sadly compromised.” He depre- 
cated the “open resort to armed coercion in Hungary” but 
he firmly rejected any apology whatsoever “for our years 
of working for American-Soviet friendship.” 

While the whole world was outraged over what was 
going on in Hungary, while thousands of Communists all 
over the world tore up their party cards, while students of 
all political shades demonstrated in front of Soviet em- 
bassies from Paris to Buenos Aires, and while Hungarian 
Communists themselves largely fought on the side of the 
freedom fighters in one of the most heroic struggles for 
human freedom in modern times, the “Rev.” Melish “de- 
precated” what he euphemistically called “coercion.” He 
urged his quisling audience “to take the long view and to 
continue to work for world peace” — presumably meaning 
world communism. 

Bishop DeWolfe expressed “burning indignation” ’noT 
so much over Melish’s hypocrisy and what he said as over 
the fact that he had the consummate bad taste and audacity 
to appear at such a quisling gathering when Christians were 
being massacred in Hungary by the very Communists whom 
Melish supported and defended. Bishop DeWolfe added: 
“This one supply priest has brought scandal 
and disgrace to this diocese and serious unrest 
among Christian people everywhere.” 

It should be noted in passing that the Rev. Richard Mor- 
ford, a former Presbyterian pastor, and the notorious Har- 
ry F. Ward of Union Theological Seminary had also at- 
tended the N.C.A.S.F. meeting which Bishop DeWolfe aptly 
pointed out had been called u to celebrate the bloody 
founding, the bloody past, and the bloody present 
of the godless Soviet Union.” 

Melish, with typical Communists crust, promptly de- 
manded that Bishop DeWolfe retract what he had said. The 
Daily Worker, always pinched for space, gave, over a whole 
page to Melish’s castigation of his bishop. 
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On June 24, 1956, the Appellate Division of the New 
York State Supreme Court by a vote of 4 to 1 held that 
William Howard Melish had no legal right to the rector- 
ship of Holy Trinity. Melish asked for a stay and filed no- 
tice of appeal. The N.Y. State Court of Appeals refused to 
stay the ouster. On July 8 Dr. Sidener re-assumed the 
rectorship after having been more or less barred from the 
church for sixteen months by militant Melishites. 

The services themselves were without serious incident 
except for a note handed to Dr. Sidener by a pro-Melish 
vestryman stating he was not wanted in the church and to 
“go away in Christian humility.” - Later Dr. Sidener j oined 
the congregation in the gymnasium for the customary coffee 
and lemonade “break.” A lady asked for his address, he 
obligingly jotted on a piece of paper but before he could 
• hand it to her a vigilant Melishite “suspecting treachery” 
snatched it from the astonished minister's hand. This led 
to words and a scuffle in which the rector was knocked to 
the floor. * * 

This apparently exhausted the patience and forbearance 
of Bishop DeWolfe. At the July 21 services Dr. Sidener 
read an order from Bishop DeWolfe closing down the stately 
110 year old church “until further notice.” In his farewell 
sermon Dr. Sidener preached on Christian humility, com- 
passion, and loyalty to vindicated authority.” He also ob- 
served that it was impc»ssible to make a good omelette out 
of rotten eggs. Mr. and Mrs. Melish sat in a front row of 
the congregation. Twelve detectives mingled in the con- 
gregation or stood about outdoors in event of any further 
violence. Church authorities in New York expressed the 
belief that this was the first time in history that a church 
in that city had been closed because of factional fighting. 

Faithful to the Melishes to the bitter end, the N.Y. Times 
carried the item sympathetically to the Melish side. It deli- 
cately referred to the “alleged pro-Communist activities of 
William Howard Melish” as if they really had amounted to 
nothing. The Daily Worker, never particularly noted for 
its church news coverage, gave most of its front page to 
the story. 

Closing of the church meant little to the pro-Melish fac- 
tion, they continued to use the other buildings for their 
social functions and their customary “coffee break” be- 
tween Communion and 11A.M. services even when there 
were no longer any services. Five months after the formal 
closing of the church, the Melishites held a “bazaar” to 
raise funds for some, special and undisclosed purpose. 

On December 5, 1957, the New York Court of Appeals 
""UFAlbany upheld the ouster of William H. Melish. All 0 seven 
judges concurred in the finding of a lower court that Dr. 
Herman S. Sidener had been duly and legally chosen by a 
quorum of the vestry of Holy Trinity in 1956. 

In May, 1958, Canon Charles MacLean of the Long 
Island Diocese announced that Dr. Edward Saunders, Arch- 
deacon of Brooklyn and Rev. H. K. Cowan would hold 
services in the re-opened church. He promptly received a 
letter over the signature of Senior Warden Cameron Beadle, 
a Melish supporter stating: 

46 We consider you as an announced tres- 
passer and we will resist your trespass with 
all means at our disposal.” 

Bishop DeWolfe called the letter “fantastic” but never- 
theless called off the services because he did not want to 
“turn the church, the house of God, into a place of resistance 
and battle.” 


The next move was to secure a court order evicting the 
Melishes from the rectory. This led to another prolonged 
battle which ended by a three to two Appellate Court de- 
cision upholding the right of the elder Melish to continue 
to live in the rectory for the rest of his life as part of re- 
tirement agreement signed years before. The younger Mel- 
ish, however, did not enjoy any similar right even as a 
“guest” as he had contended. He moved out just before the 
sheriff was empowered to evict him and his family. 

Even the departure of the younger Melish did not cool 
off the militancy of the pro-Melish faction. Dr. Sidener’s 
assistant rector, a Rev. Cowan, came to take physical pos- 
session of the church and its buildings. He found chains 
on all the doors and when he tried to have them hack-sawed 
through he was quickly beset by an angry pack of battling 
Melishites. The police intervened and both sides continued 
the argument at the police station. 

The next day Dr. Cowan returned with a Supreme Court 
order turning the church and all of its property over to Dr. 
Sidener. A police captain accompanied him. They were 
denied entry through a barred door by one Alexander Mun- 
sell who ridiculed the court order as being “no good be- 
cause it ain’t signed by the proper judge.” The police 
captain suggested that Dr. Cowan break down the door 
but the young Episcopalian priest turned down the sug- 
gestion that force and violence be used to gain legal entry 
to the church. 

Munsell claimed to be the treasurer of a Melish Defense 
fund. Two years before he had appeared before the Senate 
Internal Security Sub-Committee where he invoked the Fifth 
Amendment as to C.P. membership. He refused to deny or 
affirm that he was the same Alexander Munsell who had 
been a Communist candidate for the Baltimore City Council 
in 1939. 

Precisely at 9 A.M. June 10, 1959, the Rev. Herman 
Sidener arrived at the Church of the Holy Trinity. He was 
accompanied by the Archdeacon of the Diocese and a squad 
of ten policemen. Armed with a court order they took 
pososession of the church ending years of bitterest contro- 
versy and unheard of violence and chicanery in a church. 
A locksmith once more changed all the locks and the church 
was “closed for the time being” on the order of Bishop 
DeWolfe. 

On December 28 that same year the Melish faction suf- 
fered the bitterest blow of all, a court decision handed over 
possession of some $400,000 of the church in cash and se- 
curities to Rector Sidener, as belonging to the diocese and 
not to the rump remnants of a congregation long scattered 
and gone. 

The younger Melish was last reported as working for 
the Southern Conference Educational Fund of New Orleans, 
a Communist front according to the Senate Internal Se- 
curity Sub-Committee. 

The Church League of America has gone to considerable 
trouble and expense to gather together the tragic story of 
the Communist murder of a fine old church. The dark and 
silent edifice in Brooklyn should stand as a stern warning 
to all true Christians to guard their own churches against a 
like fate. 

We heed to heed the warning of the Holy Scriptures 
which tell us: . * 

“Beware of false prophets which come to you in sheep's 
clothing, but inwardly they are ravening wolves.” 

(St. Matthew 7:15) 
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What Is Wrong 

With The Federal Council of Churches ?

Introduction: 

1. It has been suggested that we could save ourselves a lot of time 

if we would reverse our theme, and consider instead, "What is right 
about the Federal Council of Churches?" This is very true; but neverthe- 
less, we owe it to hie public to let it be known why an ever-increasing 
throng of sincere Christians are severing their connections with the 
Federal Council, and also why many acquainted with the political trends 
of the day are condemning title Federal Council because of its subver- 
sive activities and near-communism. It is because of these activities 
that there has been talk of the F. B. I. and the Committee on Un- 
American Activities of the House of Representatives making an investi- 
gation of the Federal Council. No doubt both agencies have quite a 
file on the subject. We hope that such an investigation will be made, 
for die public is woefully ignorant and even disinclined, when in- 
formed, to believe that the leaders of the great Protestant denominations 
could be so guilty. Just recently at a dinner attended by some of the 
nation's most outstanding men in their respective fields, at which meet- 
ing the Federal Council was exposed by a representative of the 
American Council, one of the leading newspaper men in the country 
rose to his feet following that expose and addressing those present said, 
"Gentlemen, we are being sold down the river." He meant this was 
being done by their religious leaders in the Federal Council. This had 
not dawned upon these men until this expose was made. The repre- 
hensible tiling is that Federal Council denominations are constantly 
soliciting funds horn such wealthy members and using them to finance 
their modernistic and communistic activities. 

2. It Is because there is so much wrong with the Federal Council that 
we cannot and dare not, if we would be true to the Lord and His cause, 
be a member. Very serious charges have repeatedly been made against 
the Federal Council by individuals and agencies of unquestionable 
integrity. We . mention their integrity because it is the policy of the 
-Federal Council and _ their . Communist allies to conduct a smear cam- 
paign against anyone of any consequence who has exposed its nefar- 
ious doings. This was done in their pamphlet, "Forces Disrupting the 
Churches." 

John Roy Carlson, the smear terrorist, calumniator, friend and de- 
fender of near-communist organizations such as the Federal Council 
of Churches, does likewise in his books "Under Cover" and "The 
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Plotters." Carlson- (whose right name is Derounian) was exposed by 
Westbrook Pegler as a man hiding behind "a dozen aliases." U. S. 
District Court Judge, John P. Barnes, as reported in . the press, declared 
Carlson to be "a wholly irresponsible person who would write anything 
for a dollar." This is the man who is circulating untrue stories that 
members of the American Council of Christian Churches, the relentless 
foes of the apostate, pacifistic, and near-communist Federal Council, 
are anti-Semites. 

\ 

3. So many serious charges have been made and substantiated against 
the Federal Council that one hardly knows where to begin in such a 
discussion as this. One thing is certain, and that is that it is not possible, 
limited as we are by time, to name them all. We shall mention but two 
charges, either of which however is of sufficient significance to convince 
any open-minded investigator that the Federal Council is a menace, 
both to the true Christian church and to the nation. 


I 

FIRST OF ALL, WE WOULD LIKE TO SAY THAT THE FEDERAL 
COUNCIL IS DEFINITELY ANTI-AMERICAN. 

We use the term "American" in preference to the term "democracy," 
because "democracy" is one of the words the enemies of our govern- 
ment have captured and used to advance their own ends. Totalitarian 
Russia, for instance, which is constantly held up for emulation by 
certain outstanding leaders in the Federal Council, claims to be a 
democracy, and thereby misleads many. Actually,! Russia is not com- 
munistic, let alone democratic. We heard a converted Communist speak 
some time ago — a man who left America some years back to go to 
Russia, since he then imagined that there he would find a superior type 
of government and environment to what he enjoyed here. Instead, he 
found that in Russia , they had the worst kind of dictatorship. He was 
very glad to get back to America. Much the same thing is related in 
W. L. White's "Report on the Russians." He tells how the common people 
enjoy no real liberty, work when and where and for what wages the 
state dictates, and this without the privilege of striking. The ruling class 
lives most luxuriously, wining and dining on the choicest food, and drink 
money can buy, while the common people subsist on a fare that is not 
on a par with our prison diet; nor dare they complain about it either! 
As Lady Astor recommended in a speech here several : years ago, the 
Reds ought to go to Russia. She said, they would find out that in 
capitalistic America "there is more freedom and higher living stan- 
dards . . . than in any nation in the history of the world." 

When we say that the Federal Council is anti-American, we mean to 
infer that many of its leaders are opposed to our American form of 
government and our free economy, and, more serious yet, that they 



have engaged in subversive activities which jeopardize our nation's 
very life.- 


We say this for two reasons: 

1. First, the Federal Council has been paciiistic in the very worst 
sense ol the term. There are some pacifists we respect, namely, the 
Mennonites and Brethren. We say this even though we do not see eye 
to eye with them. No matter how much they oppose war and the 
Christian's participation, they never resort to subversive activity or 
seek the overthrow of the nation. Then too, there are the Quakers. They 
won't fight, but they will drive ambulances and take care of the 
wounded. In spite of their pacifism, I have never heard them charged 
with being cowardly or involved in treason. 

The Federal Council, to the contrary, opposes war, defensive and 
offensive, and dll attempts on the part of America to arm properly. 
For many years prior to World War II, it did all it possibly could do, 
which was plenty, to prevent our nation from preparing for the war 
every informed person knew was coming. Other nations were madly 
preparing for that war, in particular Russia, Japan, and Germany. 
One thing is most significant. Even though tire Federal Council con- 
stantly objected to America preparing even on a small scale, she, 
to our knowledge, registered no objections to the vast preparations 
Russia was making. We remember that at the time, this matter was 
brought out in the press. 

When the Japs launched their despicable Pearl Harbor sneak attack, 

we were only 15% prepared according to the statements made by 
Gen. Geo. C. Marshall, Chief of Staff, and the then' Senator Harry S. 
Truman. These statements, many will recall, were quoted by Mr. 
Dewey, the Republican candidate for President. Mr. Dewey put all 
the blame for this disgraceful situation on President Roosevelt and 
his administration. 

No doubt die Roosevelt Administration was guilty, but not wholly 

so. The awful responsibility must be shared by the Federal Council, 
for it was the Federal Council which everlastingly put pressure upon 
the Roosevelt Administration not to prepare; and don't forget the Federal 
Council, at the time, claimed to represent 22,000,000 people and was 
perhaps the largest pressure group in the country. 

To be more specific, to what measures did the Federal Council resort 

in order to hamstring the nation's attempts at preparedness? 

They first of all carried on an incessant lobbying campaign in 
Washington. This was highly successful to their way of thinking, but 
well nigh disastrous to the nation; It brought death to many thou- 
sands of our boys who were not properly equipped or trained. How 
successful it was is seen in the following quotations and information 
taken from a review of the critical and historical study of the acts of 
the Federal Council by Dr. John A. Hutchison, an approved Federal 
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Council historian. The review was ' made by Dr. Roy E. Grace of the 
United Presbyterian Church and one of their delegated representatives 
to the Federal Council. 

Dr. Hutchison reveals that "disarmament was the pet theme of the 
1920's, (p. 204.) In 1928 the Federal Council protested against the naval 
program, and the pressure of several groups was so great that instead 
of building 71 new warships, we built only 17. (p. 204.) In 1933, it 
again protested the use of WPA funds for naval buildings. In 1934 
it requested the President to withhold appropriations for naval expan- 
sion. Again in 1935, it protested military expenditures and tried- to 
lead a church crusade against the government policies of rearmament, 
(p. 207.) It opposed the drafting of men for military service and was 
so blind to the evident signs that in 1938 it again protested military 
expenditures, because it was "unwarranted by any evidence," they 
said, "thus far presented — ." (p. 207.) Since that time we have had 
the evidence, but it was too late to go back. Mr. Hutchison had 
this criticism to make of the Council's efforts — "It failed utterly to 
understand the dictators, and that, practically speaking, such a policy 
added up to appeasement." (p. 213.) 

Our military leaders were aware of the Federal Council's activities. 

The United States Navy, through its Intelligence Department which is 
the Secret Service of the Navy, declared (and this declaration is part 
of the Congressional Record, Vol. 79, part 12, p. 13503), "The Federal 
Council of Christ in America: This is a large, radical, pacifist organiza- 
tion. It probably represents 20,(100,000 Protestants in the United States. 
However, its leadership consists of a small radical group which dictates 
its policies. It is always extremely active in any matter against National 
Defense." 

The second manner in which the Federed Council carried on its 

pacifistic program was by encouraging objectors, many of whom do 
not merit being called conscientious. This was done in three ways. 
(1) First, as Dr. Hutchison their historian points out, they "advocated 
peace strikes of workers." (p. 123.) Laboring men. were encouraged 
to strike, rather than defend their country. They were instructed not 
to support the nation financially during a war nor to engage in the 
manufacture of arms. Such treasonable conduct characterized many 
workers and others influenced by Moscow and communistic teaching, 
who insisted that World War II was an imperialistic war brought 
on by capitalistic nations. Everything possible was done to slow up 
production in plants manufacturing arms for the Allies and also for 
the United States. But as soon as Russia was attacked, all the Reds,' 
pinks, and fellow-travellers became very patriotic and began to clamor 
for arms and assistance for Russia. Speaking of imperialism, Russia, 
of all the allies, has been the worst offender. World conquest is 
her aim. She has already taken over most of Europe, a large part 
of Asia, and is demanding territory in North Africa and the Medi- 
terranean. Before Stalin and Hitler fell out over the division of spoils 
Russia was Hitler's ally. 



(2) Secondly, Federal Council leaders working through various agencies 
and, in particular, the Methodist Church, persuaded large numbers of 
students to declare that they never would take part in any war, includ- 
ing wars of defense, and that they would give no assistance whatever 
to support any war effort. Conscientious objectors from the Mennonite, 
Brethren, and other such groups, while they would not fight, did not 
object to working on farms and, to our knowledge, rendered in this 
manner a real service to the nation. But some of these Federal Council 
objectors wouldn't even help, produce food to feed the nation during the 
war. They did not, however, hesitate to eat their share of what others 
raised. According to the press, they spent their days lolling around 
the special camps provided for them, reading communistic, modern- 
istic, and other radical literature, and debating the themes discussed 
therein. These Federal Council stooges not only brought reproach 
upon themselves, but upon' sincere souls who were true conscientious 
objectors, and unfortunate enough often to have to share the same camp. 

(3) Thirdly, in its official documents, the Federal Council has invari- 
ably been pacifistic. To our knowledge, the Federal Council never, 
went on record endorsing the war effort of World War II. The vari- 
ous fundamentalist groups, to the contrary, and the American Council 
of Christian Churches in particular, gave their unqualified support 
to the nation in its righteous, undertaking of putting an end to Nazi, 
Fadst, and Japanese aggression. The Federal Council condemned 
our nation for bombing Germany's cities and for using the Atomic 
Bomb on the Japanese. It was estimated by military authorities that 
if we had not used the Atomic Bomb, not only would the war have 
been prolonged, but at least a million of our brave lads would have fall- 
en invading Japan. Although we deplore the necessity of taking life, we 
feel that the use of the Atomic Bomb was justifiable, especially in 
dealing with a criminal nation like Japan, guilty as she was of ruth- 
less aggression and indescribable atrocities. As of this writing, the 
Federal Council is advocating that "the churches call upon the Gov- 
ernment of the United States to affirm publicly, with suitable guar- 
antees, that it will under no circumstances be the first to use Atomic 
weapons in any possible future war." Such a policy, if adopted, would 
be suicidal and would put us at the mercy of aggressor nations, some 
of which — Russia, for instance — would have no compunctions what- 
ever about using the bomb on us. It is now known that one night's 
bombing, properly spaced and timed, could wipe out all the large 
cities of America. If we should wait until that happened before we 
acted, it would be too late. 

Even at this date (1948), with Communist Russia running amuck in 
Europe and constantly threatening our national security, the Federal 
Council continues its policy of opposing military preparedness; in the 
most recent instance. Universal Military Training. The Federal Council 
would keep America defenseless and helpless in the face of our com- 
munist foes, and seeks to stop every effort that is being made to pre- 
pare our nation for the final show-down with Communist Russia. Not 
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one word of censure of the Russian aggressor is ever heard coming 
from the Federal Council, but Federal Council leaders have often sung 
Russia's praises. Often the Federal Council has intimated that America 
is in the wrong, has advocated that America become more tolerant of 
our open and declared enemy and, what is more, recommended on 
occasion that we give in to Russia's demands. In its social program 
tiie Federal Council has only too often followed the Red party line. No 
wonder Stephen Nenoff, in his "Two Worlds," declares, on p. 152, 
"Stalin and Marxism have no better friends in America than the Federal 
Council of Churches." 

Summary: In the light of all that we have been saying, we have 

a very serious charge to make against the Federal Council of Churches. 

(1) We must charge the leaders of the Federal Council, along with 
others, with being co-responsible for the unnecessary slaughter of 
thousands of our men and the unnecessary prolongation of the war, 
caused by the nation's lack of preparedness — and this because they 
succeeded in well nigh hamstringing all preparedness measures. It 
is our belief that, if we had been properly prepared, the totalitarian 
powers never would have launched the war. They struck when they 
did because they knew Britain and America were not prepared. Be- 
cause the Federal Council was so successful in hamstringing the pre- 
paredness program, we maintain that it should bo brought to trial. 
Also, we believe it was the height, of folly to permit representatives of 
that Council to be present at the U. N. San Francisco peace conference. 
We also think that it is about time for all wide-awake Protestants who 
are yet in denominations affiliated with the Federal Council to repudiate 
such blind leaders. 

2. Our second main reason for saying that the Federal Council Is 
anti-American is: 

THE FEDERAL COUNCIL. THROUGH ITS LEADERS, HAS CHAMPIONED 

A "NEAR COMMUNISM" 

■ Rev. Carl Mclntire in his splendid book, "The Twentieth Century 
Reformation," has called it a "near communism." We are inclined to 
believe, however, that in many instances this is an understatement. 

The pro-communistic activities of the leaders of the Federal Council 
are only too well known and have been made the special object for 
investigation by certain well known organizations and also by many 
outstanding individuals. The United States Naval Intelligence Depart* 
ment has already been referred to. The Dies Committee gathered evi- 
dence concerning the Federal Council's activities. The F. B. I. and the 
Un-American Activities Committee of the House likewise are not un- 
aware of these activities; and there is, as we said, a possibility, if 
political pressure is not brought to bear, of an investigation from this 
source. 
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The movie industry was recently investigated because of the Red 
menace coming from that source. There is even more reason for in- 
vestigating the Federal Council and its leaders. The Red menace com- 
ing from within that Council is more dangerous than that coming from 
Hollywood, since it hides behind a religious cloak and the unsuspecting 
poorly indoctrinated churchgoer is therefore most apt to accept the 
near-communistic teachings of his church leaders as gospel truth. This 
is true right now of "pro-communist" Sunday School literature used in 
the Methodist Church and pro-communist books purchased out of the 
missionary funds of that church and circulated among its members. 
The Nashville Banner, as reported in the Christian Beacon of March 
28, 1948, quotes from just such Sunday School literature as follows: 

"Russia and communism in general strive ior some of the 
same, goals that Christianity does, but by taking an entirely 
different road. Can we prove without rancor and bigotry that 
the two roads do not reach the same goal, and that they have 
the wrong map?" 

The Banner concluded its comments with these appropriate words: 

"The government is trying to weed out Communist fifth col- 
umnists who have sneaked into its services. The better labor 
unions are doing the same. It is high time the churches looked 
about and did a little house-cleaning of this kind." 

That so many Government agencies have investigated the Federal 
Council, or contemplate doing so, is strong intimation that something is 
wrong. The American Women Against Communism did the nation a 
great service in publishing a chart showing the communistic and like 
affiliations of sixty of the then most outstanding leaders of the Federal 
Council. They show in this chart that these leaders belong to sixteen 
of the most dangerous Communist and Communist-aiding organiza- 
tions in the country. We mention a few, and in so doing quote quite 
extensively. 


The Socialist Party 

The only difference between Socialism and Communism is in meth- 
ods. They both believe in world revolution and are working to that end. 
The Socialists maintain that it can be brought about largely through 
education and legislation, while the Communists contend that force 
must be used. 

Twenty-four of the leaders mentioned in this chart belonged to the 
Socialist Party. 


Fellowship of Reconciliation 

This is described as a "radical-pacifistic group using Christian terms 
to spread • communistic propaganda." 

Twenty-eight Federal Council big-wigs are listed as being identified 
with this front. 
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League for Industrial Democracy 

"Militant Socialist; for 35 years headed by Robert Morss Lovett, who 

has been active in communistic organizations "It joined forces 

with the Communist Party and set up the American Student Union — ." 
Its field secretary is reported as declaring, "I am sometimes ashamed 
that I am an American. Yes, I am Red — . We must honestly try to 
abolish the superstition of patriotism." 

Thirteen Federal Council leaders were tied up with this subversive 
agency. 

Anti-Dies Committee Block 

"A united front of Communists, Socialists, radical clergymen and 
educators" organized to assail and smear the Dies Committee because 
it had been exposing the activities of various radicals and subversive 
organizations, such as the ones mentioned above. 

Thirteen Federal Council leaders were connected with this "Block" 
and lent their aid to the effort being made to prevent and discredit the 
work of this important government committee. 

North American Committee to Aid Spanish Democracy 

Here is an instance where Communists and their fellow travellers use 
the term democracy to mislead. This committee was organized to spread 
propaganda and raise money for the Communist forces in Spain. Bishop 
Francis J. McConnell was chairman of the committee, which, according 
to records of the State Department, raised millions of dollars for Spain's 
Reds and their activities. 

National Religion and Labor Foundation 

"Set up by radicals, in 1932, to propagandize 'the new social order'," 
to give active cooperation to strikers, at the same time seeking the 
revolutionary overthrow of the capitalist system. Its directing personnel 
and National Committee is composed almost exclusively of Socialists 
and Communists. 

Twenty-four leaders and others prominent in' the Federal Council 
were affiliated with this revolutionary movement. 

We might go on and mention ten other subversive agencies men- 
tioned in this chart, but time will not permit. Many of the presidents of 
the Federal Council have belonged to these organizations, including the 
recent president. Bishop Oxnam. Bishop Francis J. McConnell, presi- 
dent (1928-32), is listed as being affiliated with thirteen such organiza- 
tions. Rev. Albert W. Beaven (1933) was a member of the National Re- 
ligion and. Labor Foundation. Dr. Ivan Lee Holt (1936) defended the 
Soviet Union, was an Emergency Peace Campaign sponsor, and aided 
in the raising of money for Communists in Spain. Rev. Edgar Dewitt 
Jones (1937) was affiliated with the American League for Peace and 
Democracy, organized by Moscow, and no less a person than Earl 
Browder admitted that it was a transmission belt for Communist propa- 
ganda. Dr. George A. Buttrlck, (Federal Council president, 1938-40), was 



affiliated with the Fellowship of Reconciliation which is described as a 
"radical-pacifist group using Christian terms to spread Communist 
propaganda." He was also an Emergency Peace Campaign signer 
and aided in the raising of money for Communist forces in Spain. 
Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam, (Federal Council president, 1944-46), is 
represented as belonging to the Methodist Federation for Social Service, 
an organization seeking the abolition of "the profit system." Bishop 
McConnell was president of this Federation at the time the chart was 
printed. Bishop Oxnam also is identified with the Fellowship of Recon- 
ciliation, War Resisters' League, National Religion and Labor Founda- 
tion, American Civil Liberties Union, and the North American Com- 
mittee to Aid Spanish Democracy. 

These connections and activities of Federal Council presidents show 
what happens when men reject, as they have, the Gospel of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Having repudiated the Truth, they accept the lie of com- 
munism and help propagate it. 

There is considerable irony in this deplorable situation. Well inten- 
. tioned people of means have been solicited for funds to finance the ac- 
tivities of these Federal Council leaders, never suspecting that they were 
being betrayed. They had no way of knowing that these trusted ser- 
vants would use this money to finance an attempted overthrow of the 
capitalist system, with its free enterprise and accompanying rights and 
blessings, not enjoyed to like degree by any other nation on this earih. 

Then too, the rank and file of members in the various denominations 
comprising the Federal Council do not know that a portion of their 
church contributions is turned over to that Council and used to help 
finance its leaders in their dastardly attempt to overthrow the American 
Way of Life, our free economy, and ultimately of course our form of 
government. 

Once aware of what is taking place, and how their money is being 
used, all these contributors must withhold their support; otherwise, they 
, are knowingly aiding and abetting the leaders of the Federal Council 
in their treasonable acts against church and state. If they continue to 
support them with their contributions, God most certainly will hold them 
.accountable. So also will every right-thinking person in the nation. 

The Federal Council has denied that it is a pacifist or Communist- 
aiding organization, but in view of the facts, their denials can only be 
interpreted as an attempt to cover up and deceive the public. In these 
days when . pro-communists and pacifists are being so generally de- 
nounced and are in disrepute we can understand why so many would 
be running for cover, and even repudiate their past affiliations. When 
the press of the nation exposed the communistic leanings of the Metho- 
dist Federation for Social Action, Bishop Oxnam, a member, was 
forced to do this very thing. But please do not suppose this is a case 
of a leopard changing its spots. Bishop Oxnam's position hasn't 
changed. It is an established fact that the leaders of the Council have 
been notorious for their communistic, pacifistic and subversive activi- 
ties, and that the Council has "meddled incessantly in political affairs, 
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invariably sponsoring the ideals of radical groups/' as the Dies Com- 
mittee proved. In doing so, they had the approval of President Roose- 
velt, because their aims were quite identical with those of the New 
Deal — the bringing to pass of a Collectivist State, sometimes called 
State Socialism. What is more. President Roosevelt protected, the Fed- 
eral Council in its activities and, when made acquainted with the re- 
port of the Intelligence Department of the Navy, issued orders that the 
Army and Navy and official Washington were to make no further 
revelations concerning the subversive activities of the Federal Council. 

But the truth has come out in spite of this muzzling. The church and 
the nation today are more aware than ever that the Federal Council is 
a menace to our form of government, our way of life, and as such 
should be shunned by every true American. Many thousands, because 
of these things, have broken with the Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America, and have come into the American Council because it 
is- opposed to all foreign ideologies as far as this nation is concerned and 
is contending for the faith, which was once and for all time delivered 
unto the saints. As a -result, the Federal Council is becoming alarmed. 
It is being forced' to recognize its antagonists, in particular, the Ameri- 
can Council, and to attempt some sort of a defense. 


II 


Our Second Main Contention Is: 

THE FEDERAL COUNCIL OF CHURCHES IS DEFINITELY ANTI-CHRIS- 
TIAN, SEEKING THROUGH ITS LEADERS, PUBLICATIONS. AND 
ACTIVITIES TO UNDERMINE THE TRUE CHRISTIAN FAITH AND THE 
WORD OF GOD UPON WHICH IT IS FOUNDED. THE FEDERAL 
COUNCIL IS AIDING AND ABETTING THE FORCES OF ANTI-CHRIST. 

Our reasons for making such a grave charge are as follows: 

1. First, the literature deeding with doctrinal matters which the Council 
has commended and helped circulate, has in the main sponsored the 
anti-Christian creed of modernism. For the benefit of any who are not 
informed, by modernism we mean the present-day denials of the funda- 
mental doctrines of the Christian faith, such as' the Divine inspiration 
of the Bible, the Deity arid Virgin birth of Christ, His vicarious suffering, 
etc. 

One reason why more people have not been aware of this fact is, 
these modernistic writers have often used Christian terms to disguise 
their apostate teachings. They use most , Christian terminology, but 
only too often with a meaning not found in the Bible. For instance, they 
speak of the inspiration of the Scriptures, but they do not mean that all 
the Bible is inspired and that in its original manuscripts it is inerrarit. 
They mean that its inspiration is about on a par with Shakespeare. 
Again, Christ is referred to as the Son of God, but again they deceive 
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many, for they do not mean by such a designation that He alone is by 
nature the Eternal Son of God, the equal of God the Father. To these 
modernists He is no more the Soil of God than we are. 

The terrible thing is that this deception has been deliberately planned 

, and as such is most despicable. Attention is called to this deception by 
1 John A. Hutchison in his critical and historical study of the Council. 

This brings to mind a disgraceful thing we witnessed some time ago. 
A friend we were visiting took to task a seminary student who had 
called because this student indicated in his remarks that he didn't be- 
lieve anything. Our friend said to him in substance, "If you don't be- 
lieve anything, what do you preach in the pulpit?" The student replied 
to this effect: "Our seminary instructs us when in the pulpit, for the sake 
of the old folks present who might be disturbed, to pretend to believe in 
Christian doctrine, but afterwards to take the young folk aside and tell 
them not to believe any of it" 

’ Do you wonder that my friend's face turned white and his body shook 
with righteous indignation in the face of such brazenly admitted deceit? 
We question whether the betrayal of, Judas was any worse than this. 
If the church has gone into apostasy, has lost its power and authority, 
and is being despised, it isn't to be wondered at when thousands of such 
rogues occupy modernistic pulpits the world over. 

2. Second: Many of the Federal Council's leaders, and in particular 

many in high positions, have been notorious unbelievers, and open 
deniers of the faith, brazenly heralding their undisguised unbelief to the 
whole world. They have gloried in their unbelief, rejoiced in apostasy. 

Rev. Carl Mclntiie, devotes an entire chapter; namely. Chapter 4 in 
his book "The Twentieth Century Reformation" to this point. We would 
recommend that all who wish a more comprehensive study of this point 
procure this book which every Bible-believer should own. 

We proceed now to mention some of the Federal Council's leaders and 
to state their particular unbelief and denial of the faith: 

Bishop Francis J. McConnell: Methodist, and a past president of the 

Federal Council <1928-32). In his writings he denies that the Bible is an 
"infallible standard." He brands as "heathen” all who deify Christ, 
and, as a self-styled intellectual, he scoffs at God's plan of salvation 
through the shed blood of Christ, which he scrys on his part "arouses 
only amused pity." 

Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick: Baptist. One of the nation's most notori- 
ous pacifists and unbelievers. ‘ He Jhas well been labeled "the high 
priest of modernism." Because of his writings and utterances, Dr. Fos- 
dick has been accused of denying at one time or another, every single 
fundamental doctrine of the Christian faith, in particular the deity of 
our Lord, His virgin birth. His literal resurrection, the Trinity, and "the 
miracle narratives of Scripture." Yet, an unbeliever like Dr. Fosdick was 
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selected to be the chief radio spokesman of the Federal Council. In view 
of this fact, we cannot accept the Federal Council's claims that it is truly 
evangelical and representative of all Protestantism. 

Dr. Henry Sloane Coffin: Presbyterian U.S.A. For years, Dr. Coffin 
was president of what is perhaps the most radical and modernist 
seminary in the land, namely, Union Seminary of New York City. In 1943 
he was moderator of the General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, 
showing how great are the inroads modernism and unbelief have made 
in that body. 

It is a well known fact that Dr. Coffin does not believe that the Bible 
is the inerrant inspired Word of God, that he does not believe in the 
virgin birth of our Lord, nor His blood atonement on the cross. 

His seminary is notorious for its radicalism and communist sympa- 
thies. Students have been encouraged to take an active interest in 
strikes and some have even gone out on picket lines. Some time ago 
they brought in Earl Browder while he was yet Secretary of the Com- 
munist Party to address the student body. 

Dr. Geo. A. Buttrick: Presbyterian U.S.A. A former, president of the 
Federal Council (1938-40). 

Dr. Buttrick wrote a book with the most deceiving title, "The Christian 
Fact and Modern Doubt." It has no Christian facts to present, being 
mainly concerned with doubt. Most brazenly does he deny the infalli- 
bility of the Scriptures, human depravity and guilt, and future judgment 
of sin. If we believe him, the Christian faith is a "grand perhaps." 
Perhaps there is a heaven, perhaps Christ arose from the dead, perhaps 
there is life after death, but who knows, who cares, "we don't want to 
know" is the flippant, blasphemous way he handles such sacred themes. 

Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam: Methodist, and recent president of 

the Federal Council (1944-46). Bishop Oxnam is better known because 
of his pacifistic and radical activities and connections. He is known in 
some circles as the "Red Bishop." However, he recently shocked the 
Christian public by insinuating that God would be a "dirty bully" 
should He punish sin. Any man who makes a statement like that 
doesn't have to tell us what he believes concerning the death of Christ 
on the cross for the sins of men, future retribution, or the only way of 
salvation. 

Mr. Charles P. Taft (1946-48), the present president, mads known his 
modernistic unbelief in his installation address, as reported in the 
VOICE (I. F. C. A.) Nov. 1947, in making the following statement: — "The 
personal depravity of each man, conversion of the kind that is fixed at 
an identifiable moment, the vicarious atonement of Jesus, and the justi- 
fication that comes completely dissociated from anything else the 
sinner does . . . and belief in the verbal inspiration of the Bible . . . 
these views can be found now in the new churches at which we are 
accustomed to look a little down our noses." Mr. Taft doesn't have to 
say any more. We know exactly where he stands in regard to the 
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fundamental tenets of Christianity. He doesn’t stand. He isn't aware 
that one can only become a Christian ' by believing in "the vicarious 
sufferings of Jesus." 

Judging by what we saw and heard at the conference which Mr. Taft 
called in Pittsburgh, Feb. 18-20, 1947, known as "The National Study 
Conference of the Church and Economic Life," his main interests are 
in the social sphere, where he is trying to bring to pass cox impossible 
thing: the union of Christianity, pro-communists, and those who believe 
in our free economy. No few were present who are known for their 
decided red tint. They often predominated in the discussion periods 
to the discomfiture of the few industrialists and businessmen whom they 
somehow inveigled into attending the meeting. They were shamelessly 
betrayed and sold down the river by these Federal Council enemies 
of our free enterprise system. It was pathetic. 

If time would permit, we might go on and designate many more Fed- 
eral Council leaders who are just as much confirmed in their unbelief 
as the ones mentioned. In the light of what we have declared concern- 
ing these men, we are at a loss to explain a statement of a former 
president of the Council, Bishop Tucker, Episcopalian, wherein he said, 
"I do not know of one man among the Federal Council officials who 

does not believe in the virgin birth and the resurrection of Jesus ." 

Either Bishop Tucker is deliberately trying to deceive and cover up, or 
he didn't know his own constituency. Perhaps they had succeeded in 
deceiving him. If he really wants to know where these men- stand, he 
can easily find out by reading the books these deniers of the faith?have 
written. . '-t , 

3. Third: Some of the Federal Council's sex literature, put out under 
their own imprimatur, has been of a depraved nature, clearly contrary 
to the moral code of the Bible, and as such certain to do untold harm 
to the Protestant youth of America. 

Some of this literature is so depraved that we would not dare to read 
from it before a mixed audience of decent people. If we did, most of 
them would be apt to walk out on us, men included. 

This literature has been condemned by the Sunday School Times be- 
cause of its "vile suggestiveness." Its authors are being charged by 
others as well, with being guilty of a calculated attempt* to destroy 
Christian standards of decency by encouraging free love. 

This is quite a serious charge to make against those who claim the 
right to guide the Protestant youth of the nation. When such religious 
monitors encourage sexual sin we shrink from contemplating the re- 
sults in blasted lives, in disease, in illegitimacy, as well as in the irrep- 
arable loss of precious souls. No wonder we are having a crime wave 
among the youth of the nation and that the worst offenses are sex stris- 

4. Fourth: The Federal Council neglects the true mission of the church. 

Perhaps not wholly so, for it does boast of a Department on Evangelism. 



We do not claim to know everything, but we do not know of a single 
Federal Council evangelistic effort, recently put forth in the name of the 
Council which clearly declared that salvation was by faith in the shed 
blood of Christ. "The Brethren Fundamentalist" in a recent issue con- 
firms our observations. ’ 

The Federal Council is not putting its emphasis on the true Gospel, 
the Gospel of the shed blood' of Christ, but the "social gospel" of Karl 
Marx, Lenin, and Stalin. Instead of saving souls, they are trying to 
bring in a new world order of the Communist variety. 

We received an example of exactly what they ' are doing this week, 
namely, a pamphlet entitled, "The Church Joins Labor in the Steel 
Wage Fight," written by Rev. James Chubb, Associate Secretary of the 
National Board of Evangelism of the Methodist Church. The pamphlet 
was a condensation of a special broadcast he had delivered over the 
American Broadcasting Company Network, January 28, 1946. Rev. 
Chubb put his endorsement upon the steel strike, and in doing so re- 
vealed a lot of ignorance and unfairness in his one-sided brochure. He 
minimized the wrongs of labor, depicted the pickets as heroes, and 
made it appear that they were wholly in the right, and management, 
made up of a "fortunate few," all wrong. He spoke of "full employ- 
ment," which Communists are making much of these days and which 
can be had only under a totalitarian government where the worker is 
the slave of the state. Of course, he played up the "brotherhood" gag, 
which even the Communists are using today, and which has been very 
much overdone by Federal Council propagandists. All in all, it was 
pretty good "Party Line" stuff, but shorn of the usual rough language. 
It was so much like the usual party line that one of his critics, an indus- 
trialist, a member of his own denomination, frankly stated that he was 
of the opinion that a professional propagandist had prepared it, and 
that all Mr. Chubb had done was to affix his signature to this some- 
what inflammatory tract. 

Dr. E. Stanley Jones is the Federal Council's most outstanding advo- 
cate of the social gospel, which he erroneously calls the "Kingdom of 
God." Does he do this deliberately to deceive and to give the move- 
ment apparent Biblical sanction and respectability? We must brand it 
for what it really is — an un-Scriptural movement, a "near communism," 
and a definite departure from the Great Commission given to the church 
as recorded , in Matthew 28:19-20. 

* 

5. Fifth: The Federal Council's proposals for world peace disregard 

the teachings of the Bible on the subject and in particular the second 
coming of Christ to judge living nations, to make right the things that 
are wrong here on earth, and to set up IBs kingdom of universal right, 
eousness, peace, and prosperity. 

■ We are not in the habit of attending sessions of the Federal Council. 
However, when it met in Pittsburgh in 1944, we did so. We were particu- 



larly interested in hearing what they had to say on the subject of world 
peace. 

Hon. John Foster Dulles presided. We had read an article concerning 
him in the Saturday Evening Post just a short time before this meeting. 

In it, the writer stated that Mr. Dulles claimed as one of his greatest 
accomplishments the ability to judge good wines. To our puritanical 
mind, this accomplishment did not seem to be quite the right qualifica- 
tion for one presiding at a peace conference conducted by the Protes- 
tant denominations. With the recollection of this article in mind, we 
didn't expect too much from the discussion of "A Just and Durable 
Peace," and we were not mistaken. 

Believe it or not, not one word of Scripture was read or referred to. 

No allusion, direct or indirect, was made to the second coming of Christ 
and to the fact that He alone would bring peace. This being true, there 
was no reference whatever to His kingdom reign and the glories that 
would accompany it: universal righteousness, universal peace, universal 
prosperity. And yet, these were the very things the Federal Council 
claimed to be striving for. The spokesman indicated that they were pin- 
ning most of their hope on the Dumbarton Oaks proposals, which In- 
volved a world police force. Although they did- not actually say so, we 
couldn't help but gather the idea that the Federal Council coveted the 
job of superintendent of police. We concluded then and there that, if they 
ever were' granted that assignment, it would be a sad day for the Funda- 
mentalists; for they, no doubt, would be the first ones cooped up for dis- 
turbing the peace — not of the world, but of the minds of Federal Council 
apostates. In referring to World War II, they took exception to the claim 
that the Allies were more righteous than the Axis powers; in fact, their 
remarks along this line would surely have been loudly applauded by 
Hitler and Mussolini if they had been present. 

Now, just how are we to describe this disregard of God's plan, God's 
Word, and God's Son, the Prince of Peace? Was it a case, of colossal 
conceit, woeful ignorance, or extreme perversity? Whatever it was, it 
was a disgrace coming as it did from religious leaders pretending to 
represent all Protestantism. Equally deplorable was the fact that two 
hundred or so (this is our guess) delegates sat there and took it. Only 
one delegate, one known to us, and one who, because he claims to be 
a Fundamentalist, should have refused to be a delegate, stamped out. 

As he passed us, sitittng as we were near the door, he stooped down 
and remarked, "I wonder if those fellows ever heard about the second /' 
coming of Christ?" 

The Federal Council's two advisers at the U. N. Conference in San' 
Francisco acted in keeping with what transpired at Pittsburgh * .and ■ 
handed in suggestions which, if adopted, would have benefitted the * . 
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Axis powers and robbed the victorious Allies of all they had accom- 
plished. According to reports, the Federal Council's advisers advocated 
that the defeated Axis powers be permitted to arm on an equality with 
the victorious Allies. They advocated that the peoples of the world be 
free to travel in any numbers and settle where they willed at any time, 
without any restrictions. They wanted America to put all her wealth in a 
world bank, which would ruin us, but advantage the pauper nations. 
They wanted an international Police Force. They had such idiotic ideas 
as this to suggest, but not one word of testimony concerning God's plan 
of peace for the world, as involved in the second coming of Christ. As 
Christian witnesses, they were utter failures. 

6. Sixth: The Federal Council is paving the way for the apostate 

ecclesiastical Babylon of the last days, predicted in the Word of God. 

Another of the Federal Council's objectives is a world church. Before 
this , can be brought about, many barriers which separate various so- 
called Christian groups must be tom down, or, as is now happening, 
the groups must be sold on the idea of compromise — a willingness to 
come together whether they agree or not. 

Their chief agitator for this "world church" is Dr. E. Stanley Jones, 
with Bishop Oxnam running him a close second. Both are Methodists. 
Both are very Red. Unless we miss our guess, neither has anything to 
lose or give up if such a union takes place. Dr. Jones has, we are told, 
already laid the ground work for this thing in his communistic effort in 
India, a land from which he is now barred. We heard a missionary 
relate that in India, when Dr. Jones observed the Lord's supper, it was 
his practice at times to invite Hindus, Brahmins, and other pagans to 
participate. Could anything be more sacrilegious? By so doing he re- 
veals his real aim, not merely the union of all Christian groups but 
the union of all religions which claim to believe in a God. 

Others have been laying the ground work in this country. Bishop 
Ivan Lee Holt, another Methodist, makes evident the purpose of the 
Federal Council in the following statement: "The Protestant churches 
must first unite. Then a Catholic Protestant Church could meet the 
Greek Catholic Church and the Roman Catholic Church and work out 
a plan for a World Christian Church. That ought to come some day, 

and we have conferences and groups at work on plans ." Bishop 

Bromley Oxnam has criticized the Roman Catholic Church, praised the 
Pope, and advocated union all in .the same message. 

Now, we would like to see all true believers united, but this isn't 
what they are proposing. This is something like that disgraceful affair 
. we mentioned a few minutes ago where believers and unbelievers sat 
down at the Lord's table. Imagine, if you can, the compromise and 
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sacrifice that is going to be demanded of various Protestant denomina- 
tions, holding in creed if not in practice to the historic Christian faith, 
before they will be able to merge with Unitarians, Russellites, Adventists, 
Spiritualists, Christian Scientists, Greek and Roman Catholics? Per- 
sonally, we can't imagine the Roman Catholic Church doing such a 
thing. They will approve union if the others all come into the Roman 
Church, but not otherwise. But suppose such a union did take place. 
Imagine once again, if this does not overtax your already over-bur- 
dened imagination, the confusion, lack of cohesion, and so-called 
"unity" that would exist in this nauseating ecclesiastical melting pot. 
Of one thing we are quite certain, and that is that the process would 
distil out every. last vestige of true evangelical Christianity. Modernistic 
f unbelief, dead formalism, and paganism would eventually triumph. 

The next step in the process would be the worship of the "BEAST," 
"The Man of Sin" who would most certainly become the unifying force 
t in this apostate ecclesiastical system, leading his devotees into the 

awful throes and horrible judgments of the Great Tribulation. The Fed- 
eral Council of Churches, by its present policies, is preparing the way 
for his manifestation. 


CONCLUSION 

1. We conclude our messages by first of all summarizing what we have 
been saying, by restating briefly our two main charges. 

First, the Federal Council of Churches is the avowed enemy of the 
nation and the American way of life and as such should be shunned 
by every true American. 

Secondly, the Federal Council of Churches- is the open avowed enemy 
of the true Christian faith and as such should be repudiated by every 
true believer in the Lord Jesus Christ. 

2. To be more pointed, since these things are true, once Christians 
know the facts, they cannot remain in association with the Federal 
Council without being guilty of treason against the nation and treason 
against the Lord Jesus. To remain in a denomination which is in the 
Federal. Council, and thereby to be counted as a member of that 
Council giving it thereby moral and financial support, is clearly a case 
of aiding and abetting the enemies of our land and enemies of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

3. The thing for all true Christians to do who are yet in the Federal 
Council denominations is to obey the command God has given them 
in II Corinthians 6:14-7:1. 
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"Stop becoming unequally yoked together with unbelievers; for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with unrighteousness and what partner- 
ship hath light with darkness? 

And what sympathy hath Christ with Satan? or what portion hath he 
that believeth with an infidel? 

And what agreement hath the temple of God with idols? for ye are 
the temple of the living God; as God hath said, I . will dwell in them and 
walk in them: and I will be their God and they shall be my people. 

Wherefore come out from among them, and be ye separate, saith the 
Lord, and touch not the unclean thing: and I will receive you. 

And will be a Father, unto you, and ye shall be my sons and 
daughters, saith the Lord Almighty. 

Having therefore all these promises, dearly beloved, let us cleanse 
ourselves from all defilement of the flesh and spirit, perfecting holiness 
in the fear of God." Literal Translation. 

God demands that we separate ourselves from such denominations, 
and have fellowship with and support only those true to the faith.

Though only seven years old, the American Council of Christian Churches has 
fifteen constituent bodies. A sixteenth fellowship, now applying for reception, will 
lift the total membership to six thousand congregations and about two million 
members. 

Two reasons account for the fact that informed Christians of discernment and 
devotion to the Lord Jesus Christ desire individual membership in the American 
Council, why such persons pray and wqrk to see their congregations apply for 
membership in this organization. 

These two reasons are: 

\ ’S. 

First. Because the American Council is exposing the enemies of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and of the only Gospel which can save man from sin. 

The scripture not only allows but positively requires that those who attack the 
person of Christ and those who assail His pure Gospel shall be exposed and op- 
posed by all whose profession of devotion to the Christ who died for their sins 
and rose again is a sincere and heart reality. The Bible is filled with illustrations 
both in the Old and New Testaments of Prophets and Apostles who singled out 
the enemies of their God to withstand them. . It was to the glory of God, and 
surely for the benefit of His people, who might otherwise have been misled, that 
their resounding warnings were given. The watchman upon the walls is to give 
the alarm at the first evidence of the approach of hostile forces. The sheep of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, even if it costs the lives of Christ’s faithful under-shep- 
herds (and it has often cost that) are to. be protected from wolves. Christ in- 
forms us that there will be many wolves in sheep’s clothing, many false prophets, 
emissaries of Satan coming in the guise of angels of light. 

Of course, some decry this service of the American Council as being “unfor- 
tunately negative.” Often the negative service is the greatest conceivable positive 
benefit. To strike from a man’s hand the deadly, poisonous liquid he is innocently 
about to drink, believing it to be helpful for bis malady, is a negative service. 
Nothing of positive food value has been contributed to his system, nothing of 
medicinal worth given him. However, the man’s life has been saved, if what he 
was about to drink would have brought death. Twenty-seven million Protestants 
in America, supporting the apostate and near-Communist Federal Council leader- 
ship, must be given the facts. Assuredly, the modernist and near-Communist 
leaders of their denominations may never be expected to concede the iniquity 
they have led their followers into supporting; When the people have these facts, 
true believers in large numbers will renounce the . Federal Council with all their 
strength, and, at the same time they depart its membership, they will throw in 
their strength to make .mightier throughout America and the world the testimony 
of the American Council. 

Second. Because God is using tke American Council to' obtain outstanding ad- 
vantages for the progress of the. pure. Gospel of. Christ throughout the world. 

These are but a few: 

1. Radio. Complimentary nation-wide radio broadcasts are each year granted 
the American Council. The Federal Council’s Protestant monopoly in radio has 
been broken. As the American Council membership shows sharp increase, top 
radio officials have given assurance that corresponding increase of radio time will 
be forthcoming. This time is never used, not a minute of it, to propagandize for 
the American Council. Every valuable moment is employed to present Bible 
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messages -which call lost sinners to repentance and acceptance of Christ as 
Saviour ; which strengthen believers in their Christian faith while leading them 
to more fruitful service for Christ. 

2. The Chaplaincy. With numerous chaplains in the late war notorious for no 
saving message, and some of them hurtful in their ungodly example before the 
men, it was a happy day for thousands in the armed services, when the American 
Council succeeded in its battle to gain chaplaincy recognition by the Government. 
Each chaplain who served in World War II under the American Council 'banner 
was faithful to the Gospel by life and message. Should another war burst upon 
us (though God forbid) within the next five years, by that time the Christians of 
America should so rally to the support of the American Council that many hun- 
dreds of chaplains would be the American Council’s quota. 

3. Foreign Missions. The American Council is continuing its struggle to ac- 
complish the end of an anti-Protestant policy on the part of some countries where' 
it is extremely difficult to gain admission for a new Protestant missionary. 

4. The Battle for Freedom. The American Council continues to provide the 
outstanding rallying point for all Protestants in America who recognize that the 
leadership, objectives, motives, and goals of Communism are clearly atheistic: 
anti-Bible, anti-God, anti-Christ. The menace to all freedoms America has en- 
joyed for many years is not imagined , but real. It is a menace which calls for 
action: united, swift, sustained and increasing. It demands no less than the 
speedy uprising of millions of Protestants who are anti-Communist, if we are to 
bequeath to our children and theirs the freedom which can be so easily lost by 
continued indifference. To lose to Socialism or Communism the outpost of 
economic freedom and private ownership will go far toward losing simultaneously, 
or shortly thereafter, the outpost of political freedom. Should these two outposts 
capitulate to the enemies of the. Bible, which is of course the charter of all our 
freedoms, surely a total eclipse of religious freedom would seem almost inevitable. 


For these reasons, and many others which might he cited if space allowed, we 
believe that you who read these lines will wish to apply to become tut individual 
member of the American Council of Christian Churches, and that you will work 
and pray to see that the congregation to which you adhere will, likewise apply 
for membership as a congregation.

As This,” and “A Cloud of Witnesses.” 

“Best Sermons,” 1947-1943, published by Harper and Brothers, selected 
one of Mr. Mclntire’s sermons, “Christ and Him Crucified,” as among the 
fifty-two best sermons for the year throughout the world.

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Destroying America’s 
Free Economy 

Good evening - , everybody. ./. // 

. . ■ / '/%' 

I BEGIN tonight a series of six talks on, “Russia’s Most' 
Effective Fifth Column in America.” My subject is, 
“Destroying America’s Free Economy” '; tomorrow' night, 
“The Infiltration of Cojnmunist Ideas into the^Federal 
Council of Churches and Sunday School Literature” ; Sat- 
urday, “Substituting Karl Marx for Jesus Christ” ; Sunday 
night, “The Drive for World Socialism through the World' 
Council of Churches” ; Monday night, “Witch Hunting and 
the Origin of the So-called Civil Rights Program.” / My 
last talk, Tuesday night, I shall call; i“A Personal Testi- 
mony.” 

- - ^ ^ 

I have said that a man who will not use his liberty to 
maintain his liberty is not worthy of liberty: A concerted, 

well-co-ordinated drive — as I shall..' show you in these 
talks — is dh to turn America from her free economy to a 
controlled socialistic order, and 'the most effective leader- 
ship for this drive is being furnished inside of the churches, . 
particularly in the leadership of the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Chrjst'.ih ’'America. - . 

I speak as^.a' minister of the Gospel and pastor pf a 
church.-'.IC is my duty as a servant of God to deal with 
these issues and to warn our people. 

The f^ibTe is our charter of liberty ; it has given us all 
that weiWaye. The Bible is God’s Word. In.it we are told 
of God ? /of man, of sin, and of what sin has done to him — . 
cursed him and brought him death. The only way of eter- 
nal salvation is offered through God’s Son Jesus Christ 
who died on the cross, shedding His precious blood for our 
sins, that we might be redeemed. This Gospel makes new 
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creatures. Men are born again when they accept Christ. 
This Bible gives us the Ten Commandments as God’s law 
for the guidance of our lives and relationships with one 
another. It is these Ten Commandments that demand a 
free order in which to serve God. A man has a fight to 
own property. “Thou shalt not steal,” says the Eighth 
Commandment. Man has a right to use that property as 
his own, doing so. to make a profit. The profit motive is 
not a sin! It is in the exercise of this profit system that 
America has become great and powerful. We have called 
it free enterprise. Man has been free to go out and buy a 
farm or starts a business. It is this freedom which is now 
being attacked. There is to be substituted for it a socially 
planned and so-called democratically controlled economy — 
socialism. Of course, it is not called socialism, for that 
word is unpopular. It is offered to us in the name of “eco- 
nomic democracy,” or “a more Christian economic order,” 
or “social justice,” or “economic brotherhood,” or “the 
social gospel.” 

Before I go further, however, let me set before you the 
picture as we face it in America in our Protestant circles. 
In 1908 there was organized the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America to be a voice for Protes- 
tantism. Today twenty-five of the larger denominations in 
the United States are members of it and it has a member- 
ship of 27,749,967. In 1941 there was organized the 
American Council of Christian Churches. This new Coun- 
cil — and there are now only two national church councils 
in the United States — was organized by groups which had 
broken away from the denominational bodies in the Fed- 
eral Council. Our Bible Presbyterian denomination broke 
away in 1938 from the Northern Presbyterian Church, 
and it is one of the fifteen denominational bodies which 
now make up the Ameican Council of Christian Churches. 
There are in the American Council more than six thousand 
individual congregations. Also, out of the Northern Bap- 
tist Convention has come the General Association of Reg- 
ular Baptist Churches. Out of The Methodist Church have 
come the Evangelical Methodists, the Bible Protestants, 
and the Methodist Protestants who refused to go into the 
Methodist union. Out of the Congregational and others 
have come the independent churches — and so on. 
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There were three main reasons for the split. These 
groups had the same three reasons. They are : First, what 
is called modernism — departure from the clear, plain 
teachings of the Bible concerning the fundamentals of the 
faith; that is, that the Bible is God’s holy and infallible 
Word, that Jesus Christ was born of a virgin, that He shed 
His blood for our sins, and that God raised Him from the 
dead. Second, socialism, or a near-communism, as I have 
called it, the advocating of a new social order which is of- 
fered as the kingdom of God on earth. It is with this par- 
ticular matter that I am dealing in these broadcasts. Third, 
a radical pacifism. The Federal Council has been a spokes- 
man for a radical pacifism which has done our national 
defense great injury. 

Thus we have the picture, and the lines are being drawn. 
On one side there is the Federal Council of Churches, 
which is endeavoring to lead us one way ; on the other side 
there is the American Council of Christian Churches, 
which is endeavoring to stand firm by the historic position 
of the church, by the old-time religion. 

. Nothing would help the cause of Russia more right now 
than for America to cast off her free economy and to start 
the walk down the socialistic highway. The confusion, the - 
conflict, and the destruction of individual initiative and re- 
sponsibility, the assuming by the State of the responsi- 
bility for the economic welfare of all its people would 
so weaken the United States that Russia would have a 
freer hand to press her international expansion. 

Let me now give you some quotations from the Federal 
Council’s official statement calling for the changing of our 
free economy. In March, 1942, there was held a confer- 
ence, sponsored by the Federal Council, in Delaware, Ohio, 
known as the Delaware Conference. It declared, “We be- 
lieve that a new ordering of economic life is both imminent 
and imperative, and that it will come either through volun- 
tary co-operation within the framework of democracy or 
through explosive 'resolution.” Here is what is called 
‘‘revolution by consent” — by the use of democratic proc- 
esses, but it destroys our free economy. - 

The Federal Council has a Social Creed which reads : 
“The churches should stand for social planning and con- 
trol of the credit and monetary systems and the economic 
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processes for the common good.” Remember, there are 
many economic processes. OP A could not even control 
butter. To control all the economic processes would make 
the OPA look like a house of toothpicks ,and a ladies aid 
society serving pink tea. It is not for me to tell you how 
revolutionary these demands are; One of the Federal 
Council’s own secretaries, Dr. B. Y. Landis, wrote a book, 
“Religion and the Good Society,” and concerning this very 
Creed he said: “The ideals that declared for an extension 

of democracy to industry and economic life generally were 
a bold challenge to the prevailing individualism of Ameri- 
can life.. Consequently, these ideals have been unpopular 
with the large majority of the economic leaders of the 
nation.” 

The constitution of the Soviet Union, Article n, Chap- 
ter I, says: “The economic life of the U.S.S.R. is deter- 
mined and directed by . the state national economic plan 
with the aim of increasing the public wealth, of steadily 
improving the material conditions of the working people 
and raising their cultural level, of consolidating the inde- 
pendence of the U.S.S.R.” The same national economic 
plan, the control of the economic life, which will also give 
these same so-called improved conditions, the Federal 
Council of Churches claims would be brought to pass if we 
turn aside from our free economy to the new order. But 
it is impossible — and this is what God’s people must see — 
to clamp down upon a nation an economic plan and leave 
the people free. A man must be compelled to fit into that 
plan and co-operate in harmony with that plan, or the plan 
will fail, and with the plan, free economy and America’s 
freedom of opportunity go, government planners and bu- 
reaucrats increase by the thousands, there come down Upon 
us orders and restrictions, and the corruption of the gov- 
ernment multiplies. This is not democracy, but the tyranny 
of the majority who order such restraints ! When the plan 
begins to fail, greater restraints, must be put upon the peo- 
ple to make it succeed — and our freedom is gone! You 
cannot walk down this socialistic road without calling in 
question freedom of the press and the radio and our other 
freedoms. 

The larger denominations which make up the Federal 
Council have adopted this Social Creed and its principles 
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and are presenting the same ideas to the people through 
the churches. The Methodist Church in its General Con- 
ference in 1944 declared: “We endorse the stand taken by 
the Delaware Conference (Federal Council of Churches): 
‘We believe that a new ordering of economic life is both 
imminent and imperative.’ 

The General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in 
the U.S.A. in 1942 said: “We are witnessing the death of 
one age and the birth of another and must be prepared for 
far-reaching changes irt the conventional framework of 
our liyes. ... The Church is challenged to accept the inevi- 
tability of this change and to direct this reappraisal to the 
end that there may be established a new brotherhood, more 
closely approximating the Kingdom of God. Within our 
own nation this social transformation is being made by 
persuasion and under law.” Again .the Presbyterian 
Church declared : “That competition as the major control- 
ling principle of our economic life be re-examined, and an 
attempt made to secure rational planning in our economic 
life.” That is socialism. 

The Northern Baptist Convention in a pamphlet en- 
titled, “Postwar Aims,” declares, Section 8, “To Apply the 
Laws of God to Economic Life”: “Proclaim with courage 
and conviction the basic and urgent necessity of attaining 
the yet unrealized goals of economic and political democ- 
racy in our national and international life.” Economic de- 
mocracy is what Russia claims that she has. It is the dic- 
tatorship of the proletariat. 

This is serious, very serious, Christian people* How 
can the church advocate such ideas? The answer is. Be- 
cause it has gotten away from the Bible’s message. I shall 
give you some evidence concerning this in my later broad- 
casts. 

Christian men and women who love our free economy 
are actually paying the bill for this kind of propaganda in 
the name of the Christian church. Instead of telling us 
that the foundations of our economic order should be 
changed, the church ought to be holding up before us God’s 
eternal law, the Ten Commandments, preaching the judg- 
ments of God, and pleading for the preservation of our 
freedom, that men may be free to serve God. 



Tomorrow night I shall go a step further and discuss, 
with some concrete evidence, the infiltration of communis- 
tic ideas into the Federal Council of Churches and Sunday 
school literature.

The Infiltration of Communist 
Ideas into the Federal Council 
and Sunday School Literature 

Good evening, everybody. 

L AST night I told you of the drive to destroy our free 
economy and free enterprise system which is being 
carried on in the name of the church, particularly the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches. The general over-all theme of 
these talks is, “Russia’s Most Kffective Fifth Column in 
America.” Tonight I want to get down to the very heart 
of the issue and talk on “The Infiltration of Communist 
Ideas into the Federal Council of Churches and Sunday 
School Literature.” If you who are listening to me are 
in the Federal Council of Churches, you need to know 
these things. Many of you are not in it ; you also need 
to know what is going on, for the future of our country. 

We prize individual liberty in this land above every 
other gift that God has given us in our free society. Let 
me say that you cannot compromise liberty and keep it. 
Freedom is one of those delicate, perishable things which 
can be destroyed so easily. Kternal vigilance is its price. 
You cannot compromise the truth and keep it; you can- 
not compromise purity and preserve it; you cannot com- 
promise freedom and enjoy it. 

Last night I read ^o you from the Social Creed of the 
Federal Council of Churches, which calls for a planned 
and controlled economy, the control of all the economic 
processes for the so-called common good. I read you, 
too, from the Soviet constitution w > here the same idea is 
presented as the economic life of the Soviet Union. Now 
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I have not called the Federal Council and its leaders com- 
munistic. They would deny it, and in recent weeks they 
have been denying it, because the pressure against them 
is very great. We do not accuse them of being atheistic, 
which is a part of the communistic order, but we do accuse 
them of advocating the communist ideas as they relate 
to the basic' economic life of a nation. Now I am going 
to call some names, and read some facts. 

The Federal Council’s most popular evangelist, and 
a man beloved by many,, is Dr. E. Stanley Jones. Dr. 
Jones refused to be a Methodist bishop in order that he 
might continue' to be a ’ missionary. The tragedy is — 
and I say it with a heart full of real sorrow — that Dr. 
Jones in his writings is advocating “the kingdom of God” 
as a social order and the communist idea for the economic 
ordering of that society. . In his recent book, “The Christ 
of the American Road,” page 129, he says : “The King- 

dom of God is a divine society. It is a social order.” 
Here is where the twist and mistake are made. The 
kingdom of God is not a social order! What did Jesus 
Christ say .about the kingdom of God and how a man got 
into it? Christ said, “Except a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of God.” On another occasion 
He said, “My kingdom is not of this world : if my king- 
dom were of this world, then would my servants fight.” 
The kingdom of God is a spiritual order,- made up of the 
redeemed of God of every age and of everv land. As 
Christians we are the salt of the earth, and it is because 
of the Christian salt that this world is as free as it is 
tonight ! 

Let: me read Dr. Tones’ estimate of communism ip 
his book, “The Choice Before Us,” and then read his de- 
scription of the kingdom of God on page 14: “Commu- 

nism, on the other hand, is an attempt at unity on a larger 
scale — . universal, in fact, tt is attempting to bring unity 
into life by the recognition of what is to it a universal 
principle — the economic interpretation of history, basing 
life upon the* economic, with a more just and equitable 
distribution of goods through the putting of . the means of 
production into the hands of. society for the benefit of all 
who labor , This is to be done through a class war which 
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will in the end bring all classes to one class, namely, the 
class of the workers, and hence a brotherhood of all who 
contribute through labor. This brotherhood runs across 
all national boundaries and unifies all life on this basis. 
It has one enemy, namely, the noncontributor .” He is 
talking about me there. Then he adds, “The exploiter ; 
and when he is eliminated, then the whole system is essen- 
tially pacifist. War is no more, and men are comrades’ 
and brothers.” In this same book on page 30 he describes 
the kingdom of God: “The fruits of the Kingdom in a 

material life would be a fundamental justice to every man 
apart from class and race and birth ; a holding of the 
means of production by all in behalf of all; a brotherhood 
that would make life a family instead of a feud.” Dr. 
Jones actually uses almost the same words to describe his 
economic philosophy as those used in describing commu- 
nism. 

Listen now to Article 4, Chapter I, of the Russian 
constitution : “The socialist system of economy and the 

socialist ownership of , the means and instruments of pro- 
duction firmly established as a result of, the abolition of 
the capitalist system of economy, the abrogation of private 
ownership of the means and instruments of production 
and the abolition of the exploitation of man by man, con- 
stitute the economic foundation of the U.S.S.R.” Dr. 
Jones advocates for the economic foundation for his king- 
dotn of God almost word for word what Russia has in her 
constitution. The subtlety of all this is, of course, that 
it is presented in the name of a Christian leader, and that 
with it, surrounding it, are some beautiful and acceptable 
ideas. It is chocolate-coated. 

Read again from this same book, page 203: “In this 
new Society of the Kingdom we shall exclude none, but 
when some exclude themselves in. spirit, then they thereby 
' exclude themselves in sharing'. If they refuse, to cooperate, 
then they are refused the fruits of cooperation.” What 
does this mean? If simply means .that if you do not co- 
operate in the national economic plan, the kingdom of = God, 
they will not give you a ration card, and you cannot have 
food. It is the same principle as the concentration camp. 
There it is in black and white. What distresses me. is that 
so many Christian people who love this country and who 
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love the Bible hear this kind of talk and think it is beauti- 
ful. Some even call it heavenly. 

. The largest denomination in the Federal Council is 
The Methodist Church — — some eight million members. 
The Federal Council of. Churches is what it is in its pro- 
nouncements and policy because, of the nature of . the 
twenty-five denominations which make it up. It is a rep- 
resentative body and therefore expresses the position and 
viewpoint of the bodies in it. When we see the Federal 
Council taking a position, we can look back into the denom- 
inations which are in the Federal Council and find the 
same position expressed there. It is only natural that, if 
these churches really believe what they are advocating- 
to be a part of the kingdom of God, they would teach it 
to the children and utilize the Sunday school literature as 
an instrument to accomplish their purpose. 

I have here a number of Sunday school quarterlies. 
Here is the Adult Student, for March, 1946, edited by the 
Editorial Division of the Board of Education of The Meth- 
odist Church. I want to read now from page 36, the les- 
son for March 31st, entitled, “My Task Now.” Here 
the student is told what his task ought to be at the 
present time. In the section' in which “Government 
Ownership and Control” is. discussed, we read: “In con- 
fronting all such problems the man of faith will not be 
concerned about labels of ‘capitalist’ or ‘communist/ ‘re- 
actionary/ or • liberal.’ ” The man of faith, of course, is 
the Christian man, the church member. . I continue: 
“He will be concerned with creating an economic order in 
which all may share in the goods which all work to pro- 
duce.” We do not have this order: it must vet be created. 
Here is the communist idea, the Marxian principle. 

I was in Los Angeles a month. ago on a speaking tour, 
and I showed this to a reporter of the Los Angeles . Times 
who was interviewing me. When- he read it, he. laid down 
the quarterly and said, “That’s the Party line.” Listen 
to it again, “He wili be concerned with creating an eco- 
nomic order in which all may share in the goods which all 
work to produce.” Do. you think that the students in the 
Sunday school should be taught that we must change our. 
present free economic order to one patterned after the 
Marxian principle? , • 
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Now let me continue: “With this principle in mind 

he will study through each problem as it arises and take his 
stand accordingly.” I have not left out a word or a sen r 
tence. The Sunday school pupils are told to embrace this 
principle. It is a principle. It is entirely different from 
the principle of our free society , which made America 
what it is. It is the principle upon which the Russian soci- 
ety is built. When the student grasps this principle, “he 
will study through each problem.” No matter what the 
social question or social problem is, he will study through 
it with a desire to bring to pass or to create this new eco- 
nomic' order, and then he will take his stand accordingly: 

I submit, ladies and gentlemen, that has no place in 
a Sunday school quarterly in the church of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. I also submit that it constitutes a fifth column. 

Now, let us turn to the preceding' page, page 35 : “This 
competitive individualism has already undergone drastic 
modification in all lands where it has existed. Indeed, an 
increasing 1 number of informed observers is convinced that 
it is now impossible to return to the old ways or even to 
retain permanently what is left of capitalism.” . 

Our free society has its defects" and weaknesses, but 
one of them is not its freedom. The way to correct these 
defects and weaknesses is not to destroy our free system. 
A sustained attack is made upon our free society ; it is cari- 
catured, misrepresented. I read again: “It is . almost 

equally clear that a system in which the main motive of 
work is competition for selfish gain, regardless of -public 
service rendered, is likewise less than Christian.” , Do you 
believe that a system which leaves men free is less than 
Christian? That the question of liberty is involved is just 
as clear as can be from the Sunday school quarterly itself. 

Let us turn back to the lesson for March 24th. It is 
entitled,' “The Road Ahead.” Under the subhead, “A 
More Closely Knit Community,” we read (p. 31): “An- 

other irresistible trend of the times is'the development of 
a more deeply organic social life. . . . Jefferson held that the 
least governed are best governed. . . . Individual liberty 
was the great good and was to be interfered .with, if. at all, 

only when it interfered with the liberty of others.” 

p \ 1 * * 

Here the Methodist Sunday, school quarterly .states the 
Jeffersonian principle of liberty. That is right. That is 
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the foundation upon which the Constitution of the United 
States rests, and it is grounded in the Bible, God's Word, 
from whence, it came, . ' 

Now, listen, “The kind of individualism which John 
Locke, Adam Smith, Thomas Jefferson, and Henry David 
Thoreau proclaimed is gone.” No, it has not gone yet, 
but it is going fast, and it will be completely gone if the 
coming- generation believes what is handed to it in the 
name of the church as being the kingdom of God. 

Listen again : “Gradually we have been made aware 

that we are of one body. . . . The imperative need is for 
a more organic notion of society.” No, the imperative 
need is for a free society, with free men, not with the iron 
grasp of the State about them, but free to serve God and 
to keep His blessed commandments. What I have read 
you is not in the Bible. It is a perversion of everything 
that the Bible offers to lis concerning salvation and the 
freedom of man in a free, society. 

. . You say. How could it be possible that such a thing as 
that could, get into the Sunday' school literature? The 
answer is that men have turned away from a belief in 
and an acceptance of . the authority and the message of 
the Bible. 

The American Council of. Christian Churches was 
organized in 1941 to offset this, to expose it, and to call 
people back to the Word of God and all that it teaches 
concerning Jesus Christ and salvation. You cannot force 
men by the iron vise and police power of the State to be 
good and to love one another. 

Tomorrow night I shall go On from here and discuss 
the subject, “Substituting Karl Marx for Jesus Christ.”

Substituting Karl Marx for 
Jesus Christ 

Good. evening,- everybody: . . 

T HE Chattanooga News-Free Press carried an edito- 
rial on March 29th entitled, “Church Pinks Out on 
Limb,” which spoke of the. fifth column in the Federal 
Council of Churches. The editorial then observed that, 
with the turn of events in international relations, the pro- 
communist propaganda inside the church is in a place to 
be effectively exposed, and it concluded by saying, “Some- 
body-ought to get the saw out and go to work on that 
limb;” : .. : ' ' . 

I do not believe that the Christian people of America 
want to see our free society, our free economic order, 
destroyed, and a controlled, planned, socialistic order put 
in its . place. I do not believe that Christians want the 
Lord’s money which should be used for the preaching of 
the Gospel to be used -for the spreading of socialism. 

Frederick Woltman, the .Scripps-Howard reporter 
who won the Pulitzer Prize for exposing communism last 
year, has recently exposed Jerome Davis, a .Methodist 
minister and author of the book entitled’ “Behind Soviet 
Power.” • Frederick Woltman attended the .convention 
of the Methodist Federation for Social Action, and in his 
report he said: “The convention’s expert on American- 

Soviet relations is to be Dr. Jerome Davis, long an admirer 
of the Soviet system. ’ ? He writes concerning Dr. Davis : 
“Dr. Davis summed up his views thus : /Is it not probable 

that the greatest event of the 20th century thus far is the 
Soviet revolution and all that it has meant to human wel- 
fare?’ ” 

Drl Davjs’ book, “Behind Soviet Power,” was sent last 
summer by the Division of Foreign Missions of The Meth- 
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odist Church, of which Bishop, G. Bromley Oxriam, bishop 
of. the New York Area, is president, to every minister in 
The Methodist Church. A covering - letter signed, by 
Bishop Oxnam introduced the. book to the preachers. , It 
is one of the finest pieces of pro-Russian propaganda. The 
.money to pay for this came out of the missionary, funds. 

I have in my hand the Classmate. Many of you know 
this Sunday school paper which is the official organ of The 
Methodist Church for young people. The date is July 20, 
1947. Here is an article by Jerome Davis entitled, “Joseph 
Stalin.” Let me read some of the sections in this article 
for you, and I want to ask you if this is the kind of prop- 
aganda that you think the coming generation in America 
should be taught in the name of the church of. Jesus Christ. 
This is Jerome Davis writing: “It would be an error 

to consider the Soviet leader a willful man who believes in 
forcing his ideas upon others. Everything he does reflects 
the desires and hopes of the masses to a large degree.” 

, I wonder what the people in Czechoslovakia would 
think about that statement? 

- Now let me read from the concluding paragraph of 
the article: “These are some of the aspects of Stalin’s 

life Which we should understand. Here is a man who was 
born under the Tsar’s tyranny, without any money, com- 
ing from the poorest of the poor in the Caucasian Moun- 
tains, speaking a foreign dialect. Yet he studied desper- 
ately hard to win honors at graduation., Then he went 
out to fight for justice for the people.” Did you hear 
that? Could it be that the Soviet system is being suggested 
as involving justice for the people? But listen: “But 

can we. go out to serve God and the common people of 
America as sincerely and courageously as Stalin did for 
what he believed was best for his people?” - . 

Fellow Christian, fellow American, do you think that 
Joseph Stalin .should be held up to the youth in . the Chris- 
tian churches in the United States as an example of how 
to serve God sincerely and courageously? I don’t. 

This biography of Stalin reads like a biography of 
Thomas Jefferson. Let me turn back and read you more 
of these stories which are told about him. “Stalin Was 
fearless in helping the workers. One day in Batum he 
led a demonstration demanding the release of those ar- 
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rested unjustly, by' the Tsar’s officers. The police retal- 
iated by arresting three hundred .of the demonstrators. 
The next day Stalin, marched at the head of a still- larger 
demonstration. The police fired on the crowd. Stalin 
escaped, but within, a month was found, arrested, and sen- 
tenced to three years. But he refused to stay put. - He 
was able to contrive ingenious. and daring means of escape 
so that he could continue his work in freeing the oppressed. 
During his life he was arrested seven times and escaped 
six. The last time he was released:was by the Revolution.” • 
Could it be that the revolution is presented as perhaps a 
good thing, freeing Stalin, and should his heroic leadership 
for the revolution be held up to. these young people as an 
example? . 

At the conclusion of an address in Cleveland where I 
read from this Classmate , there came to the front of the 
church a stalwart, gray-haired gentleman. Tears were 
rolling down his cheeks,- and his hands were trembling. 
He said, “Mr. Mclntire, I cannot deny what you say; there 
it is in black and white. But I did not know it. I am chair- 
man of the Board of . Stewards in such-and-such Metho- 
dist Church here in Cleveland. We have to do something 
about it.” Then h.e gripped my hand firmly and said, 
“Young man, keep -up the fight. I -wish you could get on 
the largest radio network in .America and read those words 
to the Christian people of this, land.” I said to him, “Sir, 
I’ll be glad to do it if you will pay for the time.” 

Instead of presenting articles like this to the young 
people, they ought to tell them about the tyrannies 
of the collectivistic social' order. You know, it is in the 
name of so-called economic brotherhood that we are being 
asked to give up our liberties. We have such false com 
trasts. In the name of liberty, we are going to lose liberty ; 
in the narrie of civil rights, we are going to lose our civil 
rights; arid it is in the name of a free society as contrasted 
with the police state, these Federal Council leaders now 
tell us, that we are going to be asked to give up our free 
economy. But that is. the' heart of our free society. When 
a socialist. talks of a free society,, he means one which will 
be controlled by their planners. Why, oh, why are we so 
blind? Why, oh, why are we so indifferent? • Liberty, life, 
the Gospel are at stake. . . ■ ••• = 



The terms of the Christian faith, such as “the kingdom 
of God” and “the new man,” are still to be used in this 
drive to socialize America Men have read into the old 
terms new meanings. Freedom means something differ- 
ent. Christ means something, different ;. in fact, He be-- 
comes Marx. ' ... 

; This same Methodist Church which published this 
Classmate, in its General Conference meeting in Boston 
last, week voted to increase the contribution, which it makes 
to the Federal Council from $55,000 a year to $90,000 a. 
year. 

The boldest and the most subtle attacks upon our free 
economy and free society are being carried on even in the 
lower age gro.ups. of the Sunday schools of these denom- 
inational bodies of the Federal Council. I speak of the. 
Congregational Christian Church, The Methodist Church, . 
the Presbyterian Church in the U.S.A., the Northern Bap - 1 
tist .Convention, the Protestant Episcopal Church, the i 
Southern . esbyterian Church. And I am sorry to say 
that even into the Southern Baptist Church these same in- 
fluences are beginning to be felt. Dr. Louie D. Newton, 
president of the Southern > Baptist. Convention, went to 
Europe and visited Stalin recently, and came back with 
a favorable report. Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam wrote an 
introduction! to his report, .and the Communist Party of 
Illinois circulated the pamphlet with Bishop Oxnarri’s in- 
troduction ill the name of the Communist Party of Illinois 
to the preachers of that state to promote the communist 
cause., 

Why is all this coming upon us like a fibod? Because 
we have gotten away trom the simple teachings of and a 
childlike faith in the Bible. That Book is our Gibraltar 
and it is our moorings. Before socialism can take over 
America, God’s people must.be led to think that the Bible 
has a. different meaning, and the campaign is on, subtly to 
take away pur free society. 

April Fool Day is always the day for pranks. On this 
April Fool evening there was a party held in the basement 
of our home by the young people of the church which I 
serve. I was unable to be there, but the next morning at the 
breakfast table my little boy passed around to each mem- 
ber of the family a stick of chewing gum It was an un- 
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usual thing to pass chewing gum around at breakfast, but 
,1 had forgotten that the day before was April ist. Every 
other member of the family knew exactly what was going 
on. After I had finished my breakfast I picked up the 
chewing gum.. There was an attractive wrapper, “Wrig- 
ley’s Spearmint Chewing Gum.” I have seen the wrapper 
many times and so have you. I took if off, and there 
was a piece of tinfoil around the gum, just as was to be 
expected. - Inside was a light gray colored stick of chew-: 
ing gum,, just like the chewing gum you have seen any- 
where else. 'Up to that time everything was all right. I 
lifted the chewing gum to my mouth and began to chew. 
You know what happened! I had a mouthful of the hot- 
test Mexican red-hot, you ever tasted. Everybody enjoyed 
the joke, and I did not get the hot taste out of my mouth 
until after dinner was over ! 

We can laugh when such an experience has to do with 
chewing gum, but when it comes to you in' the fair name 
of the church of Jesus Christ, wrapped up in the Sunday 
school quarterly, or in the name of the Federal Council of 
the Churches of Christ iri America, the voice of Protes- 
tantism ; when it comes in the name of liberty and every- 
thing looks perfectly, all right, but the message itself will 
destroy our free order and make us an easy- prey for the 
advancing hordes of Russia, it- is no laughing matter. 

Let me carry my illustration a little further. Not only 
is the good wrapper put on the bad chewing gum, but the 
attempt is made to put the: bad wrapper on the good chew- 
ing gum. I shall deal with that angle of things in my talk 
Monday night when I speak on ‘‘Witch Hunting and the 
Origin of the So-called Civil Rights Program.” Will you 
listen? Once you are alert to tactics of this kind you can 
be on your guard* Several days later I took- a piece of 
that same chewing gum on which I had been deceived and 
gave it to the same little boy who had deceived me. He 
looked at it; he would not touch it. ' He was alert! 

I have told you of the Federal Council, organized in 
1908, and its present program of modernism and the social 
gospel, I told you of the organization of the American 
Council of Christian Churches, and the issues that have 
arisen. At the very heart of it rests this mighty question; 
of the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 



Beloved, there is only one Gospel, and there is only one 
way to be saved. Jesus Christ said : “I am the way, the 

truth, and the life : no man cometh unto the Father but 

by me;” Jesus Christ said, “In my Father’s house are 
many mansions : if it were not so, I would have told you. 

I go to prepare a place for you.” Do you believe that? I 
do. I believe it with all my heart. I know that the Son 
of God left His home in Heaven,- the ivory palaces, and 
came to a world of woe, that He might redeem us by His 
own precious blood and give us everlasting life and the 
certain hope of a resurrection day and of an eternity spent 
with our Creator and Redeemer. . Join us in this mighty 
battle. 

I have called this movement of which we are a part 
the Twentieth Century Reformation. It is a reformation 
in the twentieth century, calling- God’s people back to the 
faith'. It means that we must put Jesus Christ above every 
other consideration. He said, “He that loveth father or 
mother more than me is not worthy of me: and he that 

loveth son or daughter more than me is not worthy of me.” 
Do you love the Lord Jesus Christ? 

Thank you for listening. Good night. 
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The Drive for World Socialism 
Through the World Council 
Of Churches 

Good evening - , everybody. 

I HAVE been, discussing with you issues as they 
relate to our free economy, as opposed to the drive for 
socialism and the collectivistic economy which is the eco- 
nomic foundation of the Soviet system. There is a. real 
issue inside of the' United States concerning this, and it is 
in the church. More and more of God’s people are= being 
concerned. 

The most effective field, however, where these ideas 
for the socialization of. society, are now being promoted 
is on the international level. These same church groups 
and leaders in the United States, which are represented 
in the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in Amer- 
ica, have a leading part in the formation of the projected 
World Council of Churches which will come into exist- 
ence in a conference held in Amsterdam, Holland, August 
24th. 

I was present in Pittsburgh, November 28, 1944, and 
heard Dr. Samuel McCrea' Cavert, the general secretary 
of the Federal Council, who also is serving on the com- 
mittee for the formation of the World Council, say: “We 
in the Federal Council rejoice in our opportunity of help- 
ing to further the World Council.- We see in it the exten- 
sion of the spirit and principles which have animated the 
Federal Council.” Then he added, “Ever since its forma- 
tion this Council has sounded the note of Christian social 
responsibility.” 

Plank 2 of the Federal Council’s Social Creed reads: 
“Social planning and control of the credit and monetary 
system and economic processes for the common good.” In 
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my first talk I pointed out the similarity of this to the 
Marxian economic philosophy. - 

Dr. William W. Sweet, professor of History of Amer- 
ican Christianity at the University of Chicago, in an article 
in “The Annals of The American Academy of Political and 
Social Science” for March, 1948, says: “There is emerg- 

ing a World Council of Churches, largely under American 
Protestant leadership and inspiration.” Since this new 
social order which is to be brought about when we change 
our present . system of, freedom is to be the kingdom of 
God,, naturally it must be world-wide. Bishop G; Bromley 
Oxnam, one of the leaders in the World Council move- 
ment, said : “There must be over-all planning in terms 

of the whole world. ‘Impossible,’ ‘Too vast,’ it is said. 
I think not. . . The planning can be done ” 

With such strong insistence upon world economic plan- 
ning, one w;ould naturally expect to see these same ideas 
emerging in the World Council setup. Of course, in the 
World Council the emphasis is upon unity, fellowship, 
and co-operation, but in these churches are some of the 
most blatant modernist leaders and aggressive socialists 
on the face of the earth. 

A program has been printed and the. theme announced 
for the world assembly. Commissions also have been es- 
tablished. There is the “Commission on the Church and 
the Disorder of Society.” This is the commission which 
will deal with these socialistic problems. Whom do you 
think they have selected to be chairman of this department 
— a gentleman who is a stanch defender of our free econ- 
omy, or a socialist? He is Dr.. Reinhold Niebuhr, a self- 
confessed socialist. Dr. Niebuhr also has been called by 
his colleague. Dr. John C. Bennett, of Union Theological 
Seminary, New York, a socialist. I quote from. Dr. Bern 
nett’s book: . “Most of the representatives of this theolog- 
ical trend . that is often, labelled .‘Neo^-orthodox’ are, them- 
selves radical in the sense of being anti-capitalist in their 
understanding of the Christian social imperative.” A 
footnote reads: “I refer to such, theologians, however 

they are labelled, as Karl Barth, Emil. Brunner, Reinhold 
Niebuhr. , . 

Last summer at the World Youth Conference in Oslo 
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the main speaker was Dr. Niebuhr., Standing before a 
host of-youth from all sections of the world, he cried: “I 

am socialist.” When such an able socialist is placed in 
such a position, does it not indicate where the World Coun- 
cil leaders intend to go? ; 

Also preliminary to and to be a part of the World 
Council’s program, there has been established the “Com- 
mission of the Churches on International Affairs.” Mr. 
Mallory Browne, special reporter for the New York 
Times, writing in the Times of August 6, 1946, reporting 
the establishment of this commission, said that the com- 
• mission was established “to make the voice of the Prot- 
estant and Eastern Orthodox Churches heard in inter- 
national, political, and economic questions.” He explained 
that the American viewpoint prevailed in the conference, 
though there was some, difficulty with Europeans. “The 
split was mainly between American and European dele- 
gates. A number of European representatives at the 
conference, which is being held under the auspices of the 
World Council of Churches, urged caution in considering 
a proposal by the Americans to set up an international 
commission through which churches would wield organ- 
ized influence in world affairs. Grave doubts were ex- 
pressed by several Europeans as to the advisability of set- 
ting up such a commission in their countries, and others 
warned that churches might thereby fall into the danger 
of being considered simply another power bloc.” In the 
name of organized world Christianity, in the name of its 
millions of members, effort is now going to be made to 
give socialism to the world. 

The political power of this World Council is already 
being felt. Last summer the Rev. Francis A. Schaeffer, 
Bible Presbyterian minister who toured Europe for three 
months contacting Bible-believing church leaders, was 
actually kept out of the British-occupied zone in Germany 
because he was not endorsed by the World Council of 
Churches. The British Government refused to permit 
him to go in without the World Council’s approval. The 
influence of this World Council body with government is 
going to be felt in closing doors to Bible-believing missions. 
Dr. Herman Reissig' who has been touring' the United 
States recently in behalf of the World Council of Churches 
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said: “We must be ruthless with what is not relevant.” 

Another very significant thing about this world social- 
ism program is that the Federal Council has officially stated 
in regard to the .European recovery program that the 
United States should not make any suggestions as to how 
Europe might effectively restore her economy. In other 
words, we are to provide the money and not suggest to 
Europe that a free economy might enable her to get on 
.her feet more quickly. American aid, made possible be- 
cause of a free economy, cannot, according to the Federal 
Council leadership, suggest that Europe would be in a 
better position if she turned away from socialistic ideas 
and gave private enterprise an opportunity to function in 
all of its initiative and resourcefulness. 

A part of the drive for world- socialism is to convince 
the people of the inevitability of change and . also to get 
across to them the general ideas of different concepts of 
liberty. Hence, the drive is on to frame new charters of 
freedom and to include in these new charters so-called new 
freedoms. Thus we have the same emphasis that we have 
seen in the leadership of the Federal Council taking shape 
in. the . World Council. There is also the same modernist 
foundation. That is, that belief in the Christian faith and 
denials of the Christian faith may all work together in one 
great body in the name of unity. 

Truth is always more important than unity. God’s- 
Word and His eternal commandments must be honored. 

The World Council has a brief statement in its creed 
which. sounds good on the surface: “The World Council 

is a fellowship of churches which accepts our Lord Jesus 
Christ as God and Saviour.” If that meant what you and 
I think it means, we could accept the statement. But there 
.has also been adopted by the World Council leaders a state- • 
ment concerning this declaration, which, of course, is not 
printed in the little folder they circulate. This official dec- 
laration reads: “The foundation is not a touchstone, 

whereby the faith of churches or persons can be judged; 

. . . the World Council does not concern itself with the man- 
ner, in which the Churches will interpret the foundation;' 

. .. . it is left to the responsibility of every church to decide 
whether they will cooperate on this basis.” In other words, 
you can interpret those words to mean what you want them 
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to mean and nobody will ask any questions. “Come right 
on in,” they say. - • ... 

One of the leaders who has been promoting the World 
Council and whose name appears prominently on their lit- 
erature is Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, who has written : 
“Qf course, I do not believe in the Virgin Birth, or in that 
old fashioned substitutionary doctrine of the Atonement.” 
Throw away the virgin birth, and you throw away the 
teaching of the Bible concerning the deity of our Lord. . 
Throw away the substitutionary atonement, and you throw 
away the only way of salvation there is. 

Here in the projected World Council is the same pic- 
ture that we see in America. In America this has been 
offset, as I have explained to you, by the American Council 
of Christian Churches and the vigorous denominational 
bodies which make it up, such as our Bible Presbyterian 
denomination which is now meeting here in Nashville: 

. Now I am happy to tell you, and I am sure you will 
be pleased to know, that the American Council of 'Chris- 
tian Churches in this country last fall issued a call for the - 

-s * 

establishment of an international council qf # Christian ■ 
churches. This call has gone forth to Bible-believing 
churches throughout the world. Two weeks before the 
meeting of the World Council in Amsterdam there will 
be held in the same city the first congress of the Bible- 
believing churches and denominations throughout the 
world for the setting up of 'a Protestant council, an inter- 
national council of Christian churches, to stand for lib- 
erty and the faith once delivered, unto the saints. There 
will be no modernism; there will be no socialism. It will 
raise a standard that will be known around the world. 

The World Council of Churches, by the way, also in- 
cludes the Greek Orthodox churches, which are not Prot-' 
estant. These churches, of course, are entitled to their 
views in this world of ours, but certainly the Protestants 
have no business yoking up with churches that deny the 
Protestant principles of the Reformation. Just as in the 
United. States we have the Federal Council and the Ameri- 
can. Council, on the world level we are going to have the' 
World Council and the international council. Thus the 
Issues can be clarified and real testimony given to the Bible 
and to God’s holy Word. - • 
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The greatest admiral that the British navy ever had. 
Admiral Nelson, declared just twelve days before the great 
battle at Trafalgar, “No captain can do very wrong if he 
places his ship alongside that of an enemy.” 

Socialism is the enemy of a. free society. Modernism 
is the enemy of the Gospel. The drive is on to use the 
international situation and the pressure of international 
relations .and contacts with the United Nations further to - 
influence the United States in the drive for world socialism. 

These arguments in behalf of unity are very, very de- 
ceptive. Let me illustrate. Two plus two equals four. 
That is true. That represents liberty ; that represents the 
Gospel. There are those abroad in the world today who 
say that two plus two equals six. That represents atheis-- 
tic communism; that represents ..the extreme materialistic 
modernism that is in the church. Blit the cry for unity 
goes up. We must unite, unite; and under the pressure 
of that cry strong emotional appeals are made that each 
side ought to be willing to give . in a little in order to have; 
unity. So, for the sake of harmony and world progress, 
the man who believes that two. plus two equals four says' 
that he will give a little, and the man who believes that 
two plus two equals six' will concede a point, and they 
will both unite on the proposition that two plus two equals 
five. They have harmony; they have at last gotten to- 
gether and agreed But they do not have the truth, and 
it is right there that the test is being made in. our free 
world, ft is right there that the test is being made for 
those who believe the Bible. 

Those who love freedom must stand by two plus two 
equals four ; and those who love the Bible and its eternal 
truth must stand by two plus two equals four, no matter 
what conies.

Witch Hunting and the Origin of 
The So-Called Civil Rights Program 

Good evening, everybody. . 

I N THKSK six talks I have been dealing with the social- 
istic propaganda of the Federal Council of Churches 
and the larger denominations in it. I have also told you of 
the rise of the American Council of Christian Churches 
and its testimony to the historic Christian faith. Saturday 
night I. read you at great length from the Classmate, an 
official Sunday, school paper of The Methodist Church, the 
largest body in the Federal Council, and you heard the 
praise of Joseph Stalin and the Russian system which Jer- 
ome Davis wrote for the young people of the church. 

Now whenever this type of propaganda is carried on, 
there is also another line of propaganda that accompanies 
it. For instance, those who would expose those who are 
trying to change our free economy are called witch hunters. 

I have in my hand the Classmate for February i, 1948* 
The article, “Signs of the Times/’ by Floyd K. Baskette, 
deals with civil liberties and witch hunting. I quote: 
“Witch-hunting, inspired by the fear of the atomic bomb, 
may prove a real danger to basic civil liberties. ; . . The 
' Committee of the House of Representatives on Un-Amer- 
ican Activities may be one of the chief offenders. . . . The 
committee, both under the ...leadership of Representative 
Dies and Wood, has shown little tolerance or fairness in 
its investigation of ‘un-American activities/ ” 

I wonder if it is the responsibility of the church of 
Jesus Christ to carry on propaganda among the young 
people against the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities ? Why not give the youth the Bible? Of course, 
that committee is not perfect, but it certainly has been set 
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up to do a very needed job in this hour of tremendous 
crisis. It is this Committee on Un-American Activities 
that has exposed some of the radicalism of leaders in the 
Federal Council. Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam, the presi- 
dent of the Federal Council two years ago, has been ex- 
posed by it. 

Let me quote from a report of that committee concern- 
ing Bishop Oxnam : “This individual is a Methodist min- 

ister and is sometimes referred to as a collectivist bishop. 

“He has a record of association with several groups 
which have been called Communist fronts. Among these 
were the following : 

“Oxnam has been , a sponsor of the National Council 
of. American Soviet Friendship, Inc. . . . The organization 
has been cited as a communist front by several investiga- 
tive bodies. Corliss Lamont, one of the active heads of 
the organization has been called the most faithful adherent 
of the Communist Party line in the United States.” 

Naturally, when the Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities begins to. make available to the public such infor- 
mation, it is not surprising to find Sunday school literature 
attacking the Committee on Un-American Activities and 
condemning it as witch hunting. 

This same thing is done in regard to the Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches also. I have here the Westminster Adult 
Bible Class for May, 1948, monthly lesson magazine of 
the Presbyterian Church in the U.S.A. I read: “I under- 
stand that the Federal Council of Churches is an agency 
through which Presbyterians and many other denomina- 
tions can work effectively. I understand also that the 
International Council of Religious Kducation . brings to- 
gether forty or so denominations to make lesson outlines 
and. promote the cause of Christian Education unitedly. 
But I am told that both these organizations are under fire 
from certain other groups .within the Christian fold who 
are bringing the charge of ‘unorthodoxy* and other easily 
charged but difficult-to-prove statements. My own feeling, 
after looking rather thoroughly into the matter, is that the 
Federal- Council and the International Council are the 
Nehemiahs who are building and reconstructing, and that 
the critics of these co-operative movements are in danger 
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of becoming 1 the Sanballats and the Tobiahs. I certainly' 
urge every adult Bible class member to be wary of charges 
that he may read or hear against . . . the Federal Council.” 
Thus the Sunday school literature is used not only to prop- 
agate socialistic ideas, as I pointed out, but the same liter- 
ature is used also to warn people against those who would 
expose what is being done. Either they expect exposure 
or people are becoming so aroused that these defenses 
are now necessary. 

The civil rights program that we hear so much about 
today and which is causing such concern had its origin in 
the Civil Rights Congress in Detroit. Attending this meet- 
ing were prominent leaders of the Federal Council of 
Churches, and also leaders in the Communist Party. Let 
me read you what the Committee on Un-American Activ- 
ities had to say about that. I read to you from a report on 
the Civil Rights Congress by the Committee on Un-Amer- 
ican Activities dated September 2, 1947, page 19: “The 

‘Civil Rights Congress’ is an organization dedicated not 
to the broader issues of civil liberties, but specifically to 
the defense of individual Communists and the Communist 
Party. . . . The organization is controlled by individuals 
who are either members of the Communist Party or openly 
loyal to it, and ... in carrying out defense aims, the organ- 
ization has at the same time engaged in a campaign of 
vilification against the American Government.” 

. The Attorney General also cited the Civil Rights Con- 
gress and its affiliated organization as a “subversive” or- 
ganization in a list prepared pursuant to Executive Order . 
0835, released by the U.S. Civil Service Commission, 
December 5, 1947. 

.Now, by the strangest twist, many of the same aims . 
and goals which are a part of the original Civil Rights 
Congress are included in the so-called civil rights program 
offered to us at the present moment. F.E.P.C. is. one of 
the most objectionable features. F.E.P.C. has had the 
official endorsement of the Federal Council of Churches, 
and its representatives have lobbied in Washington for 
the adoption of F.E.P.C. Here are the representatives of 
the church going to . Washington: in the name of so many 
‘million Protestants calling for this type of legislation.. Let 
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me read to you from the official hearings before the Sub- 
committee of the Committee on Labor and Public Welfare 
of the United States Senate, June n through July 18, 
1947. Dr. Beverley M. Boyd, executive secretary of the 
Department of Christian Social Relations of the Federal 
Council, appeared and said : “I appear here to express the 
views of the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America as stated in official action by its executive com- 
mittee and at its biennial meetings/ * 

Here the Federal Council goes to Washington. Un- 
doubtedly, great numbers of Christian people who are 
members of the Federal Council churches oppose F.E.P.C., 
and yet their representative counts them and goes to 
Washington Claiming to speak for them on this very vital 
issue. In the course of this testimony Dr. Boyd, when 
pressed under cross-examination by one of the Senators, 
said : ‘T do not wish to increase, as you know, the antag- 

onisms, but my personal feeling is that maybe the time has 
come when to gain our goal we may have to increase those 
antagonisms, and maybe this is the practical step.” Here 
a minister goes on the stand before a committee of the 
United States Senate and admits that F.E.P.C. will in- 
crease antagonisms and that he thinks it is a good thing 
to do in order to obtain their particular goal. What is 
the goal ? I’ll tell you what I believe it is — it is socialism ; 
and the greater the racial tension, the greater the demand 
for government controls ! 

Let me read you now the statement which the Ameri- 
can Council adopted on F.E.P.C.. at its meeting last week 
down in Atlanta : 

“In the name of .‘Civil - Rights,’ the proposed civil rights 
program will destroy America’s most fundamental civil 
liberties. The attack upon liberty today has to bei made 
in the name of liberty. It is the Satanic angel-of-light ap- 
proach. This is a stratagem to use the prestige of gov- 
ernment to smear and to intimidate those who would op- 
pose that hurtful legislation which the proponents of such 
measures want. 

“It promotes class consciousness and inspires hate be- 
tween peoples. It is another step toward the socializing 
of America. It had its genesis in the Detroit Civil Rights 
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Congress of 1946, where known communists and radical 
church leaders of the Federal Council initiated the entire 
program. 

“The F.E.P.C., which is recommended as a part of this 
program, and for which the Federal Council has lobbied 
in Washington, is a vital part of the communist program 
at the present stage of their developing blueprint. Free 
enterprise, the right of the employer to choose, and the 
right of the employee to work with whom he desires are 
substantially abrogated. The employer is legally for- 
bidden to make inquiry of a prospective employee concern- 
ing matters which involve the success of his business, and 
which may have bearing on the security of the entire 
nation. F.E.P.C., in principle, would be a far-reaching 
cloak for the shielding of disruptive agents. The solution 
to these problems is not to be made by an appeal to the 
police state, but by the preaching of the Gospel, the pre- 
sentation of the law of God, and the eternal judgments of 
God upon evildoers. Human relations are not aided by 
‘social-gospellers’ who would place us in an iron vise.” 

Why doesn’t the church of Jesus Christ preach the Gos- 
pel? Why must it go down to Washington and take part 
in political maneuvers? 

Christian friends, these issues concern you; they con- 
cern me and our children, the future of the church and our 
country. 

The solution of these problems has to do with the 
preaching of Jesus Christ. Men need to be saved and born 
again; then they will love their neighbors. All the social- 
istic vises and clamps in the world cannot make a man be 
good. When the church is being used, as I have pointed 
but in this talk, to stir up confusion arid strife, the cause 
and hope of Russia are greatly enhanced. 

We cannot sit silent arid let those who would destroy 
our free economy simply run away with our freedom. 
Christian people, God’s Word has something to say about 
your support and your fellowship with that which is con- 
trary to the Gospel and to the Word of God. We are im 
deed in the midst of a twentieth century reformation. 

Tomorrow night I shall go into more detail in my final 
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talk which I have called, “A Personal Testimony.” I want 
you Presbyterians especially to hear my final talk. 

Thank you for listening. Good night. 
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A Personal Testimony 

Good evening', everybody. 

T HIS final talk I want to make in the nature of a per- 
sonal testimony. I believe that Jesus Christ is the Sav- 
iour. I know that He died for my sins, and I trust Him. 
My only hope of Heavell and of eternity is in the finished 
work of His cross. My, how I praise God for this Gospel 
and this hope ! It is all that I have ; the only message there 
is that is worth preaching. 

The last few nights I have been talking to you about 
modernism and socialism and near-communism in the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches, and the issues that we face in 
the Christian world. They concern everyone of us who 
believes the Bible. But someone says, How is it that 
churches could' get away from the truth ? The only an- 
swer is that they have turned aside from the Bible. 

Here is another Sunday school quarterly from The 
Methodist Church — October, November, December, 1948 
— in which the Intermediates, the young boys and girls, 
are told: “Folks used to think that Moses wrote all these 
books [referring to the Pentateuch], but the best Bible 
scholars now tell us this is not so. There were several 
reasons for this earlier belief. The authors of the books 
said they were written by Moses, for one thing. ... 

“As a matter of fact, the books of the Pentateuch, in 
their present form, were written many years after. Moses’ 
death, but that great hero laid the foundation for all early 
Hebrew legislation. We don’t know for sure that he 
wrote anything, or that he knew how to write !” 

When I read a thing like this, given to the innocent 
boys and girls, it grieves and breaks mv heart, because 
Jesus Christ had something to say about Moses. He said 
to the religious leaders, “Had ye believed Moses, ye would 
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have believeclme: for he wrote of me” (John 5 :46). Now 
whose word are we going to take — that of Jesus Christ 
or. the Methodist quarterly? I believe we should take 
the word of the Lord Jesus. We must believe Christ — 
all that He said. 

. My friends, it is a heartbreak. I have wept, I have 
shed many tears over what is happening. I never dreamed 
when Jesus Christ called me to be a preacher of the Gos- 
pel that I would be called upon to walk the path that I have 
gone, or to make radio talks like these! Paul said in Gala- 
tians 1 :8 and 9, “If ... an angel from heaven preach any 
other gospel unto you than that which we have preached 
unto you, let. him be accursed.” There is only one Gospel, 
and men must hear it, and we must defend that message. 

I attended the last meeting, of the Federal Council in 
Seattle, when Mr. Charles P. Taft, the present presi- 
dent, was elected. He delivered an address accepting the 
nomination, and this is what he said. I am going to quote 
it to you, but as I do, my heart is heavy. He goes out of 
his way to cast aside, as the solution, for our present prob- 
lems, the great saving doctrines of the Word of God: 
“The>evangelicals of the revival a hundred and more years 
ago emphasized the personal depravity of each man and 
the absence of any ‘p ar ticle of inherent righteousness’ in 
the miserable sinner. Only conversion of a kind that is 
fixed at ah identifiable moment, the vicarious atonement 
of Jesus-, and the justification that comes completely dis- 
sociated from anything else the sinner does, could save 
any pf us. They had little appreciation of liturgical 
beauty. The belief in the verbal inspiration of the Bible/ 
made a pretty complete whole,, all of which still can be 
found now in the new churches at which we are accustomed 
to look a -little down our noses. The membership of the 
Church of God or- of the Nazarene certainly . shows the 
effectiveness of the old-time religion, even though . 
may be convinced it is not a solution, at least . in those 
terms, ; to our modern problem.” 

' My friends, these doctrines arc a solution.. If we be- 
lieved in the total depravity of man, if we believecb ditV 
the substitutionary atonement,, we could have another - re- 
vival. The Bible tells us. when men- deny these. doctrines, 
we are to let them be anathema. The Federal Council has 



fallen so far away that it takes a man who questions the 
saving doctrines and elects him president of the Council. 
Mr. Taft tells us where the doctrines can be found; he 
knows where they are not being preached. Let me say, 
if these doctrines were being preached and honored in the 
churches today, we would have a revival. 

I am a Presbyterian. I. was born in a Presbyterian 
manse. I was reared in the Southern Presbyterian Church. 

I went to Princeton to start my ministerialtraining. There 
I learned of the conflict between belief and unbelief, of . 
modernism in the church, and of the rising of what is 
called higher criticism: I immediately' said that I had to 

stand on the side of the Bible, regardless of what it cost 
or what it meant, and I have stood in the church with that 
group that fought against the modernist doctrines and 
these rising socialist philosophies. Fifteen years ago T 
became the pastor of the Presbyterian Church in Collings- . 
wood, New Jersey, a church of 1166 members.. I was 
twenty-eight. The church was greatly disturbed over 
modernism in the Board of Foreign Missions of the denom- 
ination, aiid we reached the point where we refused to 
send any money to the Board because missionaries were 
being sent out who denied the way of salvation. I worked . 
with others in the church to try to have the Board cor- - 
rected, and, when the General Assembly refused to correct, 
the situation, the late Dr. J. Gresham Machen- scholar and 
defender of the faith, led in the organization of the Inde- 
pendent Board for Presbyterian Foreign Missions. I be- 
came a member of that Board. . 

'Immediately, in 1934, the General Assembly attacked 
this Independent Board in a mandate and directed that its, 
ministers resign immediately and that they support only * 
the officially apnroved denominational program or be put 
on trial. I had to make a 'decision before my Saviour. 
Would I obey the General Assembly, or would I obey what 
I believed the Bible taught? I believe the Bible forbids 
us to support, with God’s money, unbelief. I believe it is 
wrong to send out missionaries who do not preach the way 
of salvation. I also believe that we are commanded to' 
send out the right kind. The church of Christ is not A 
forum ; it does' not include all views and opinions... We 
present only. one way of salvation, and that is the Christ 
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of the Bible, His shed blood and bodily resurrection. 

• Well, I refused. , I was tried, and in 1936 the General 
Assembly, in its highest court, speaking in the name of 
Jesus Christ' and upon His authority, suspended me from 
theministry and commanded me not to take the holy Com- 
munion of Jesus Christ again until I repented of my “sin” 
and obeyed this order. Need I tell you what happened? 
My great church in Codings wood — and, thank God for it 
— said, We have to separate from the' denomination. We 
had a beautiful building, Gothic in design, which our people 
had built at' a cost of $250,000. We renounced the juris- 
diction qf the Presbyterian Church in the U.S.A., and, 
since the fight was over the Bible, we simply put the word 
“Bible” in front of the word “Presbyterian,” and called 

ourselves the Bible Presbyterian Church, 

- 

. , ?When the General Assembly came to take away our . 
property from us, we fought for it. We lost in the lowei 
court,- and we walked out — 1200 of us. We met in a tent 
on an empty lot. It was cold. Then we built a wooden 
tabernacle,- and today we are still in that wooden taber- 
nacle, -more than 1600 of us. The Bible Presbyterian de- 
nomination now. has twelve presbyteries, and churches in 
twenty-seven states of the Union. My, how I praise God! 
He is -Lord! The Bible Presbyterian Church had a part 
in the. establishment of the American Council of Christian 
Churches. - 

“The word of God is not bound.” Property and posi- 
tion and preferment are nothing compared to the eternal 
verities, of the faith of our fathers. Think what our 
fathers went through, and suffered ! But there comes a 
time when decision has to be made — will it be Christ and 
obedience to Him, or will it be men, and a church organiza- 
tion? I love Christ, and I love His church. I have never 
said one. single word against the true church of Jesus 
Christ. Everything I have ever done and fought for has 
been for the preservation of the true church of our- blessed 
Lord and Saviour. God cannot bless sin ; God cannot bless 
unbelief .; and God is going to judge us unless His people 
who love Him take a stand for His Word. We came out. 

I say to, you -tonight, those of you who are in denominations 
and churches, where there is modernism, if those churches 


34 



can be purified, stay in and fight; but if not, then you 
should separate and take part in the establishment and 
preservation of a true church that will preach the Gospel 
and which God will honor. The Bible tells us what to do ! 

The Bible is our charter ; it is our hope. I believe that 
millions of Americans who believe and love the Bible do 
not know what is being done and. what is going on. They 
need to be told. You need to help us tell them. This was 
one reason we started the Christian Beacon, a weekly 
religious newspaper, twelve years ago. God is blessing it 
and sending it to all parts of the world. This was one 
reason we started Faith Theological Seminary where today 
seventy-five college graduates are learning to preach and 
to go out and take their places in the great battle of the 
day. My, what a company we have found! There are 
more than seven thousand who have not bowed the ; knee 
to Baal ! 

Most of all, we have found the; Lord Jesus Christ in all 
His faithfulness and all His blessedness. He said, “Come 
out from among them, and be ye separate, saith the Lord, 
and touch not the unclean thing; and I will receive you, 
and will be a Father unto you, and ye shall be my sons and 
daughters, saith the Lord Almighty.” In these days when 
men talk about the brotherhood of man and gloss over and 
confuse the great issues of salvation and of death and of 
eternity, those of us who know; the real brotherhood of the 
redeemed have found a- precious Father, the eternal God. . 

My personal testimony and my plea to you tonight is, 
if you are a Christian, in fhe light of God’s Word, do some- 
thing about what I have told you. If you are riot a Chris- 
tian, Jesus Christ will save you and you can spend the rest 
of your days being a faithful witness arid worker for Him 
in helping to build si true church of our Lord, and in help- 
ing to save free America. 

Let’s be. done with socialism. Let’s be done with help- 
ing the communist program in America. Let’s be done 
with these confused ideas. Let’s go out and use our 
strength to preserve our free society with all the liberties 
that are guaranteed to us in the Constitution of the United 
States. • . " 

I believe that Jesus Christ is coming back again. As I 
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see the shaping' up of world events, I believe it will not 
be very long*. I look for Him every day. He told trie to 
watch, and when He comes the dead are going to be raised, 
and we are going to be given nevv bodies. My, how the cry 
of the heart of the Christian continues, Even so, come 
quickly, Lord Jesus. 

I have been in your city of Nashville attending the 
eleventh General Synod of the Bible Presbyterian Church. 
That Synod adjourned today. The pastors and their 
wives, elders, and representatives have gone back to their 
churches. Pray for us. 

Take your Bible, take these facts, wherever you are, 
and God will show you clearly His will for you, arid your 
place for the glory of Jesus Christ.

SUGGESTED FORM REPLY 


The Church League has receive d a number of 
letters and queries about the John Birch Society. Because 
of my absence from Wheaton on an extended lecture tour 
it is impossible to go into a detailed reply at this 
time. 

We now have sufficient experience from the 
sordid story of the destruction of Senator Joseph McCarthy 
by the anti-anti-Comunist establishment in this country 
to be exceedingly suspicious of everything we may see 
in the newspapers. 

We have never received any derogatory information 
on any chapter of the! John Birch Society. The Senate 
Internal Security Sub-Committee over the signature of 
Senator Eastland answers all queries for information 
on the society by saying that as far as the sub-committee 
knows it is "an anti-Communist organization composed of 
patriotic Americans." 

Nor do we have any information on Mr. Robert 
Welch other than what he has himself written in various 
issues of American Opinion which is an open publication 
available to anyone sending for it or it may be examined 
in most libraries. Mr. Welch is KXKKBdrimgkyx quite literate 
and capable of defending and explaining his own views 
and position. 

We might well note that all successful anti- 
communists in this country from the time of Hamilton Fish 
thirty years ago were invariably subjected to smear attacks 
similar to those launched against the John Birch Society 
at this time. 

There undoubtedly will be a Congressional 
investigation and it is to be hoped that it is fair and 
unbiased one so that the American public can have all 
the facts on this otherwise highly controversial affair.

He 
apparently did not represent any organization, but was a "freelance" 
preacher, one without any permanent parsonage* He was allowed the 
privilege of speaking in die school and churches of Marysville, Pa* 
and vicinity* BUDDY'S talk in the Marysville School centered around 
world events, mainly his experiences while an Intelligence Officer in 
the U. 5 # Air corps* He was a very interesting and adept speaker and 
while outwardly represented himself as opposed to Communism, and agree* 
ing with American policies, he nevertheless left the Impression he was 
sympathetic toward Coamunism* Be professed interest in spiritual 
building of religion, but in fact caused a furor amongst the church 
members by making statements, such as telling the people if the 
church is not doing what they want that they should get out of the 
church* BUNDY also spoke on idiat he termed.

Such evidence, only from 
original sources, would then be 
weighed, evaluated, carded, in- 
dexed and filed; so that docu- 
mented reports could be written 
and sent to church and educa- 
tional leaders all over the United 
States, arming them with irre- 
futable evidence on “wolves in 
sheep’s clothing” who were at- 
tempting to subvert our churches 
and schools to Marxism. 

Headquarters were first set up 
in downtown Chicago, then 
moved to Evanston, Illinois, and 
finally, a permanent plant was 
constructed in Wheaton, Illinois 
in 1961 to which has been added 
more and more floor space as 
the. work of the League has 
expanded. 

Top Christian scholars, former 
staff members of Congressional 
investigating committees and in- 
telligence divisions of Govern- 
ment were hired and have been 
working under the direction of a 
national board of directors com- 
posed of 14 prominent lay lead- 
ers and 3 clergymen. 

Valuable files and documents 
running into the hundreds of 
thousands were amassed from 
every part 'of the globe. Some 
were smuggled out of the Soviet 
Union, the Satellite states and 
Red^China." Every hearing held 
by United States government 
bodies and foreign governments 
on thetsubject of subversion was 
acquired by the League, as were 
the publications of every major 
leftist, liberal or pacifist organi- 
zation within the United States. 
The League undercover opera- 
tives sat in on Communist and 
leftist meetings and brought out 
not only miniature tape record- 
ings of the proceedings but arm- 
loads of their literature. 
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Photographs were taken, in 
many instances, with tiny cam- 
eras, of the participants. Copies 
of file materials were also acquir- 
ed by Church League agents who 
ingratiated themselves with, left- 
ists that accepted their volunteer 
help . to work in various head- 
quarters. , — 

The uniqueness of the Church 
League files is that every name 
of every person, organization, 
movement, publication or subject 
of significance has been put on a 
reference card with one incident 
per card, each referring back to 
the original document in the files. 
Full page ads in newspapers, such 
as . the New York Times , calling 
for the abolition of Congressional 
investigating committees, or at- 
tacking our security laws, have 
sometimes carried names running 
into the thousands. Each one of 
these names has been carded and 
indexed with the reason for it 
appearing in the ad put on the 
card. Likewise, if an individual 
made a speech or wrote an article 
or book attacking and ridiculing 
a major doctrine of the Christian 
Faith or the American way of 
life, that individual’s name and 
the article or book were each 
carded. t w 

’oday the Church League has 
millions of such reference 'cards 
in its files, all from original sourc- 
es, so that a supporter of the 
League’s work can get a complete' 
chronological case history on an 
individual, organization, publica- : 
tion, etc. There may be hundreds 
of cards or just one on a single 
individual. The Church League > 
does not invent anything about' 
anyone or any organization. 
Their own deeds are recorded 
with time, date, page and para- 
graph cited from the original 


document. As our Lord Jesus 
Christ said: “By their fruits ye 
shall know them.” The League 
gathers their fruits and catalogues 
them, even if the smell of the 
decay is sometimes unbearable! 

Every month the Church 
League publishes a documentary 
known as NEWS AND VIEWS. 
This is neither a newspaper nor a 
letter. It represents* hundreds of 
hours of research into original 
source material, the summarizing 
of it and references given to the 
sources. A single issue may be 
only four pages or it may run over 
100 pages, according to the scope 
and urgency of the material. 
Also, NEWS AND VIEWS has 
been published as high as three 
times per month because of the 
importance of the subjects cover- 
ed and the fact that they are very 
current. 

Secondly, the League publishes 
special research reports which 
consist of the following categor- 
ies: Complete case histories on 
individuals such as Bishop James 
A. Pike, Walter and Victor Reu- 
ther, Martin L. King, Fred C. 
Cook; documentaries on Moral 
Re-Armament, the National Edu- 
cation Association, the PTA, the 
National Council of Churches, 
UNESCO,' and hundreds of other 
subjects as listed in the* League’s 
free 39-page catalogue. Also, the 
testimony of the Director of the ; 
FBI, J. Edgar Hoover, annually 
given in secret session to the 
House of Representatives Com- 
mittee on Appropriations and not 
printed for general public distri- 
bution by the Government Print- 
ing Office, is received by the 
League and reprinted exactly as 
it is by offset process for distri- 
bution to all Church League sup- 
porters who take the League’s 
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Special Reports service. 

Thirdly, the League processes 
requests for information from 
Government agencies without 
charge, and allows a ten dollar 
annual contributor the privilege 
of asking for checks on four nam- 
es in any category within a year. 
These are especially researched 
by staff writers and investigators. 

The Church League publishes 
major books such as: COLLEC- 
TIVISM IN THE CHURCHES, 
HOW THE COMMUNISTS 
USE RELIGION, APOSTLES 
OF DECEIT, MANUAL FOR 
SURVIVAL, and THE REC- 
ORD OF THE NATIONAL 
COUNCIL OF CHURCHES. 

One whole section of the 
Church League catalogue of 
training aids is devoted to docu- 
mentary sound motion picture 
films, and film strips, some pro- 
duced by the League, others pur- 
chased from reliable sources. Still 
another section contains long lists 
of tape recordings from as brief as 
three minutes to as long as three 
hours. Tapes for broadcasting 
stations, each lasting 14 minutes, 
run into the hundreds, are all 
listed by subject title, and are 
available without charge to any 
station which will carry the pro- 
gram or secure a .sponsor for it. 
} 

Church League personnel 
speak around the world: In Bible 
conferences, evangelistic services, 
seminars lasting from one to 
three days, before educational 
groups, civic banquets and lunch- 
eon clubs, state and national 
conventions of church, business, 
civic and patriotic groups; and, on 
public forums and in debates. 

These personnel have not only 
appeared as expert witnesses un- 
der oath before U.S. Congress- 



ional Committees and state legis- 
lative committees, but they have 
participated in nationally known 
television panel shows, overseas 
television programs and on many 
radio broadcasts, both local and 
on national networks. The Exec- 
utive Secretary of the Church 
League was one of several expert 
witnesses to appear in the first 
Trial of International Commu- 
nism held at Georgetown Univer- 
sity in Washington, D.C. in Feb- 
ruary 1968. 

In 1942 the Internal Revenue 
Service of the U. S. Treasury 
Department granted the Church 
League of America a tax-exempt 
status, permitting it to receive 
tax-deductible gifts from individ- 
uals, churches, corporations and 
foundations for the support of its 
educational program. This is how 
the League is supported. Annual- 
ly the League renders a certified 
public accountant’s report of all 
receipts and expenditures to its 
supporters and to all inquirers. 
Never once, in the history of the 
League, has one cent been found 
out of place or mis-used. All 


League personnel are on salaries 
fixed by the Board of Directors 
and the Executive Committee. 
League personnel do not receive 
any fees for speaking to churches, 
schools, universities, civic clubs, 
or for appearances on TV or 
radio. 

The Church League cooper- 
ates with all the law enforcement 
agencies of the United States, 
right down to the local police der 
partments. Its facilities are used 
frequently by these groups.

The League also offers a re- 
port service to its $10.00 or more 
contributors which includes rou- 
tine checks, involving twenty sep- 
arate checking sources on names 
of individuals, organizations and 
publications which appear in the 
contributor’s local community. 
Limitations are placed on this 
special service according to the 
amount of the supporter’s contri- 
bution because of salaries of 
employees involved and time 
consumed in investigation and 
compilation of such reports.

COMMUNIST PARTY ENDORSES FORMAN’S PROGRAM 

Part I

“Forman’s drive for reparations is a signal for the launching and carrying out of a program 
for massive aid along the line of the Freedom Budget and the Communist Party program. 
Giving urgency to such a drive is the offensive the Nixon administration has launched 
against the working people and especially against the black and the poor.”

The demand for reparations is the leitmotif of the Black Manifesto, a document 
that was hastily approved on April 26, 1969, at the Interreligious Foundation for 
Community Organization (IFCO) -sponsored National Black Economic Develop- 
ment Conference (NBEDC). 

News of the three-day conference— April 25-27 (1969)— was carried in the 
April 22, 1969 issue of the communist east coast newspaper DAILY WORLD as 
follows: 


Detroit, April 21 — Black leaders from throughout the U.S. will hold a “Black 
Economic Caucus” starting this Wednesday, at 9:30 a.m., and continuing to April 
27, at Wayne State University. 


The conference is sponsored by the Interreligious Foundation for Community 
Organization (IFCO). Speakers will include Julian Bond, Georgia State legislator; 
Milton Henry, Republic of New Africa vice-president; Jim Brown, actor-industrialist 
developer; Mrs. Fannie Lou Hamer of the Mississippi Freedom Democratic/Party 
and the Rev. Lucius Walker, executive director of IFCO. , ...

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James Boggs will discuss “The Myth and Irrationality of Black Capitalism.” 

Mrs. Hamer will speak on “Political Future of Black People in America.” 

Julian Bond will talk about “The Significance of Economic Growth of the 
Southern Black Man.” 

Milton Henry will speak on land control. 

On April 26, James Forman, international affairs director of the Student 
Nonviolent Coordinating Committee (SNCC), “presented” the Black Manifesto 
to the Conference. The Guardian, “independent radical newsweekly” of May 10, 
1969, detailed Forman’s blitzkrieg tactics as follows: 

Hardly had the Black Economic Development Conference begun in Detroit at 
the end of April, before black revolutionaries, led by James Forman of SNCC, 
moved to the fore, their program for stripping the rich of their wealth. In a 12-page 
manifesto passed by the conference 187-63, blacks demanded $500 million in re- 
parations due black Americans, exploited and oppressed by the system. Aimed at 
“the white Christian churches and Jewish synagogues in the United States and all 
other racist institutions,” the manifesto warned of seizure of church property, in- 
cluding sit-ins, until white racist America comes across with the half-billion. “We 
have resisted the white man’s intention of making us slaves,” said Forman. “Now 
we must resist any attempts to make us capitalist.” 

The Black Manifesto demand for reparations caused some to remember back 
to the National Conference for New Politics convention in Chicago at the Palmer 
House, August 29— September 4, 1967. At this gathering, a demand for reparations 
was also voiced, as the September 16, 1967 issue of the conservative newsweekly 
Human Events notes: 

One of the more zany aspects of the conference was the incredible groveling of 
the delegates before the 200-member Black Caucus, which included Communists, 
Negro nationalists, members of CORE, SNCC and other Black Power” groups. By a 
vote of 2 to 1, the conference actually agreed to accept the caucus’ 13-point program 
which included giving the caucus half the voting strength of the convention; giving 
“total and unquestionable support” to all so called wars of national liberation; sup- 
porting immediate reparations “for the historical, physical, sexual, mental and econo- 
mic exploitation of black people . . . . ” 

Although the majority of delegates overwhelmingly voted for these resolutions, 
it was clear that many of them did it only because they feared the Negro minority 
would walk out. 

Martin Peretz, a Harvard University instructor whose wealthy wife helped under- 
write the convention’s estimated $80,000 cost, told reporters: “The Communists have 
taken over the shambles. I hope they take over the deficit . . . . ” 

The grotesqueness of the convention mounted when SNCC leader James Forman 
dressed in an African white tunic and flanked by two bodyguards, delivered a fiery 
“Black Power” speech to the delegates, telling them “we’re going to liberate you 
whether you want to be liberated or not.” 
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Although the convention was not in formal session, Forman asked for and got 
voice and standing votes for resolutions which he introduced personally. When a white 
girl delegate rose in the aisle and called for “point of order,” Forman replied, “There 
are no points of order.” Someone shouted, “Is this a dictatorship?” and the SNCC 
leader responded, “Yes and I am the dictator.” 

Since the Interreligious Foundation for Community Organization (IFCO) 
called together and funded the National Black Economic Development Conference 
(NBEDC) , it is a fair question to ask if IFCO and the National Black Economic 
Development Conference are related? The American Baptist Crusader (as repro- 
duced in the Christian Beacon of June 19, 1969) answers the question as follows: 

Technically no. At a meeting on May 9 (1969) in New York City the IFCO 
Board (among other things) supported “the programmatic aspects of the manifesto 
and the other conference resolutions” without “endorsing the strategies or tactics by 
which this manifesto is implemented.” It suggested that no IFCO staff member serve 
on the Black Economic Conference Steering Committee; it urged the churches to come 
up with $270,000 necessary to launch the conference’s activities; and it said that only 
money so designated and coming to IFCO “above and beyond present church com- 
mitments” would be turned over to the conference. 

It is fair to say, therefore, that the Black Economic Conference was spawned 
under the IFCO umbrella — and IFCO is related to it as it is to 50 other organizations 
— but organically the two are separate. 

Director Walker (Rev. Lucius Walker, executive director of IFCO) says, how- 
ever, that “IFCO applauds itself and feels that its responsibility. . .has been justly 
exercised in convening the forum where such a new thrust could emanate.” He also 
records his personal position as follows : 

“In my judgment the introduction of the concept of reparations through the 
National Black Economic Development Conference occasioned a new level of aware- 
ness and an encouraging turn in developments within the movement of black liberation. 
In the years ahead our society will need to deal with the question of restitution for its 
maintenance of and participation in the slave economy and in a dual system that has 
deprived and denied black citizens equal rights in American society. The guilt of white 
America has never been expiated in any formal manner. The concept of reparations 
will allow an opportunity for formal restitution which will not only contribute to the 
economic development of the black community but the psychological relief of the 
white community that can potentially diffuse the rising tension between the races and 
put us on the road towards viable reform rather than the present tack that we seem 
to be following towards revolution and conflict in American society.” 

The same article gives the background and purposes of IFCO as follows: 

“The Interreligious Foundation for Community Organization is a unique na- 
tional coalition of Protestant, Jewish and Roman Catholic social agencies and local 
and regional development groups. It seeks to implement common programs and 
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strategies of member organizations, give a local assistance in technical areas, con- 
duct research in cooperation with indigenous community groups, and raise funds for 
the development of mass-based community organization.” — from an IFCO release 
dated Sept. 5, 1968. 

IFCO was founded in September 1967. Currently 23 religious and quasi-religious 
agencies are members (/membership fee : $ 1 ,000 per year) . It has raised and disbursed 
$1,495,510.49 to about 50 community-type social-activist and/or training organiza- 
tions. 

The executive director is the Rev. Lucius Walker, Jr., an American Baptist clergy- 
man and an ecumenical missionary of the American Baptist Home Mission Societies. 
In a statement prepared for delivery at the recent ABC sessions in Seattle, Mr. Walker 
reported (in part) : 

... I would also like to make it very clear that IFCO funds have not gone ex- 
clusively to militant groups. Our funds go to projects that are inclusive in their mem- 
bership and promote people power so that poor minority groups can redress their 
grievances in society. The groups we fund represent diverse segments of community 
population ranging from conservative to militant. . . .The claim that we are connected 
with the Black Panther Party is utterly ridiculous. 

That IFCO has bankrolled a number of subversive and revolutionary organiza- 
tions is irrefutable. An article in the May 12, 1969 Chicago Tribune by Ronald 
Koziol describes a few of the “militant” recipients of IFCO largess: 

Disclosures of the link between the militants and the church-sponsored I.F.C.O. 
are expected to be made tomorrow by Sgt. Robert Thoms of the Los Angeles police 
intelligence division at a meeting of the International Security conference at the 
Sherman House. The three days of seminars are being held for security personnel and 
are sponsored by Security World Publishing Company. 

Thoms said that what began as a routine investigation of a Los Angeles group in 
January has turned into a comprehensive report which has been turned over to two 
federal agencies for a more detailed inquiry. 

However, Thoms’ investigation disclosed the names of many militant groups 
funded by I.F.C.O., including the Garfield organization in Chicago which received 
$20,000. The group has participated in militant civil rights action against businesses 
and in April, 1968 several of its officers were arrested and charged with conspiracy 
to commit burglary and arson. The arrests came in the aftermath of rioting and looting 
on the west side. 

According to Thoms, I.F.C.O. has disbursed $885,831 since it was founded on 
Nov. 11, 1966. He learned that $774,514, or about 83 per cent of the total, was 
granted to community groups involved in militant or disruptive activities. 

The I.F.C.O. was described by Thoms as a nonprofit tax exempt iriterfaith coali- 
tion created to coordinate development of community groups and to provide funds. 
He explained that “this is an example of tax-exempt monies being utilized for non- 
charitable organizations bent on destroying what Americans believe in.” 




Thoms emphasized that his investigation was not attacking the churches. “But I 
would like to draw attention to the fact that church people may unwittingly be falling 
into sentimental traps and are not careful enough about where they are putting their 
money,” he said .... 

Thoms’ investigation disclosed that six of the member groups are members of 
the National Council of Churches. He interviewed Dr. David Hunter, associate 
secretary of the council, who denied that the Council ever gave money to support the 
I.F.C.O. 

According to Thoms, Hunter also told him that the council has no control over 
member groups and the dispersal of its money. 

A June 28, 1969 article by John C. Watson in Human Events details another 
“militant” recipient of IFCO funds: 

The Rev. Albert Cleague Jr., pastor of Detroit’s Central United Church of Christ, 
has been a member of IFCO’s board of directors from its inception. Recognized as one 
of the militant “Black Power” leaders of Detroit and a vociferous foe of the Detroit 
Police Department, he is an ex-Muslim and was a close associate of the late Malcolm 
X. He is active in the Republic of New Africa movement which believes in a separate 
nation within the United States run by blacks. 

Cleague’s church has been the scene of numerous “Black Power” rallies with such 
speakers as H. Rap Brown and Revolutionary Action Movement (RAM) leader 
Milton Henry. A “People’s Tribunal,” a mock trial against law enforcement officers, 
was also conducted in Cleague’s church. In December 1967 IFCO announced its first 
$85,000 no-strings attached gift to the City-wide Citizen’s Action Committee founded 
and directed by the Rev. Albert Cleague. 

The April 1969 issue of the Southern Patriot (organ of the notorious Southern 
Conference Education Fund— whose executive directors are identified Communists 
Carl and Ann Braden) carried the highlights of a March 1969 conference at the 
equally notorious Highlander Center : 

KNOXVILLE, TENN. — Members of many groups working among white people 
across the nation met at Highlander Center for three days in early March. 

The gathering had been stimulated by IFCO, the Interreligious Foundation for 
Community Organizing. . . . 

The conference had opened with a statement by Frank Joyce, Detroit, national 
director of People Against Racism (PAR). He said: “We as whites must seek to 
make a revolution. We aspire to do this because we have no other option. This society 
hasn’t any idea how to distribute its wealth; it does know how not to distribute it. There 
is no courage, no humanity available to us within this society. It is only in struggle 
against this society that we find our courage and humanity . . . . ” 

“As we talk about revolution we must talk about counterrevolution. It has the 
' energy, spirit and dynamism of the nation. The country is living under a covert. 
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subtle blend of fascism. Where is our (the movement’s) anti-police organization to 
stop the police?” One becomes a revolutionary when one believes that reform is im- 
practical. Stopping repression is reformist — to stop repression you have to take state 
power. Who here can think of that?” 

Joyce called racism the fatal flaw in the society. “Our major problem is to deal 
with the idea of race, even more than the idea of class,” he declared. “Even whites in 
the movement are tired of the demands of blacks, and so is the general society. We 
must develop a strategy to cope with this mood in the nation . . . . ” 

Carl Braden, executive director of SCEF, said, “I challenge practically everything 
Joyce said. Racism is not the fatal flaw; he has picked up the propaganda from the 
Kerner Commission, which is trying to convince us that racism is the cause instead 
of the effect of our problem. 

“The problem is the economic system under which we live. Racism, poverty, war 
are symptoms of that system . . . . ” 

Frustration, hope, despair, optimism, pessimism were alternating moods. But if 
the Highlander conference had a theme, it was put well by the Center’s director, 
Myles Horton: “How do we transfer the power of the rulers to those that are ruled?” 

Thus, IFCO was not making any radical departure from previous policy in 
“applauding itself” and feeling that its responsibility “has been justly exercised in 
convening the forum (theNBEDC) where such a new thrust (the Black Manifesto) 
could emanate.” 

\ 

The Black Manifesto itself is a diabolic call to insurrection, couched in classic 
Marxist-Leninist terms, as the following excerpts from the introduction illustrate: 

“For it is the power of the United States Government, this racist, imperialist 
government that is choking the life of all people around the world . . . . ” 

“We live inside the U.S. which is the most barbaric country in the world and 
we have a chance to help bring this government down . . . . ” 

“Caution is fine, but no oppressed people ever gained their liberation until 
they were ready to fight, to use whatever means necessary, including the use of 
force and power of the gun to bring down the colonizer . . . . ” 

“We must commit ourselves to a society where the total means of production 
are taken from the rich and placed into the hands of the state for the welfare of all 
the people . . . . ” 

“We HAVE an ideology. Our fight is against racism, capitalism and imperial- 
ism and we are dedicated to building a socialist society inside the United States 
where the total means of production and distribution are in the hands of the State 
and that must be led by black people, by revolutionary blacks who are concerned 
about the total humanity of this world . . . . ” 



The Manifesto itself demands $500,000,000 (a figure later raised to $3 billion) 
to be spent as follows: 

$200 million to form a Southern land bank. 

$ 40 million to establish four major publishing and printing plants in Detroit, At- 
lanta, Los Angeles and New York. y , 

$ 40 million for four TV networks to “provide an alternative to the racist propaganda 
that fills the current television networks.” These networks to be located in 
Detroit, Chicago, Cleveland and Washington, D.C. 

$ 30 million for research skills center “which will provide research on the problems 
of black people.” 

$ 10 million to the National Welfare Rights Organization (NWRO) . 

$ 20 million for a National Black Labor Strike and Defense Fund. 

$ 20 million to establish Co-operatives in the U.S. and Africa. 

$ 1 30 million for establishment of a Black University. 

$ 10 million for a community training center for the people of Africa as well as for 
“Afro-Americans.” 

The National Welfare Rights Organization, earmarked in the above list for 
$10-million, by the NBEDC, is another “militant” organization that has received 
funds from IFCO. The June 28, 1969 Human Events article by John C. Watson, 
previously quoted, states that: 

The National Welfare Rights Organization in Washington, D.C., received 
$137,212 from IFCO. This is the group responsible for organizing the welfare rights 
march in the Nation’s Capital, and for numerous demonstrations and confrontations 
with welfare administrators in other cities. 

In Los Angeles they threatened to tie up the welfare administration with court 
litigation unless demands for additional welfare benefits were met. 

NWRO official George A. Wiley told a Washington rally of dissatisfied welfare 
recipients last year that “if this country does not listen to the poor people after what 
happened in Detroit and Newark and New Haven, you haven’t seen nothing yet.” 

Mr. Wiley is a member of lFCO’s Board of Directors! 

The June 7, 1969 issue of Human Events contains further information concern- 
ing Mr. Wiley and NWRO: 

Wiley was in New York where he and his followers disrupted the National 
Conference on Social Welfare with demands that members kick in $35,000 to his 
group. On May 25, NWRO thugs stormed into the Grand Ballroom of the New York 
Hilton, seized the platform and blocked exits until the conference members anted up 
the money. 
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“Get it up,” Wiley demanded. “That is why poor people are here.” 

The New York Times denounced Wiley’s “wreckers” in no uncertain terms, 
accusing them of fostering race or class warfare. “The young terrorists who invaded 
(the) convention and held 1,500 delegates prisoner for nearly an hour are obviously 
uninterested in aiding the needy Americans for whom they professed to speak,” the 
Times said. r 

The Times editorial described NWRO as a “revolutionary organization” that 
opposes “orderly movement” toward correction of social ills and favors instead “the 
flames of race, or class, warfare.” This is the group now enjoying a $434,930 Labor 
Department contract and under consideration for another $300,000 from the De- 
partment of Health Education and Welfare. ' ■ 

The Black Manifesto contains the following paragraph: 

“To implement these demands we must have a fearless leadership. We must have 
a leadership which is willing to battle the church establishment to implement these 
demands. To win our demands we will have to declare war on the white Christian 
churches and synagogues and this means we may have to fight the total government 
structure of this country. Let no one here think that these demands will be met by our 
mere stating them. For the sake of the churches and synagogues, we hope that they 
have the wisdom to understand that these demands are modest and reasonable. But if 
the white Christians and Jews are not willing to meet our demands through peace and 
good will, then we declare war and we are prepared to fight by whatever means neces- 
sary. We are, therefore, proposing the election of the following Steering Committee: 

There follows in the Manifesto a list of twenty-four persons, a list which 
includes: 

Rev. Lucius Walker 
Luke Tripp 
James Forman 
John Watson 
Dan Aldridge 
Ken Cockrel 

Some background information on these persons follows: 

Rev. Lucius Walker is Executive Director of IFCO, a graduate of Shaw, An- 
dover Newton Theological Seminary, he is an American Baptist clergyman. 

Rev. Walker was present at the May 1969 American Baptist Convention in 
Seattle along with James Forman, where he stated: “I’m not of the opinion that 
$500 million is an appropriate or desirable limit. . .when we get together and work 
out some figures I think they will be staggering.” (Religious News Service— May 
19, 1969) 

Luke Tripp— The following excerpt is from pages 1399-1400 of Riots, Civil and

Muhammed Kenyatta 
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Criminal Disorders, Hearings Before the Permanent Subcommittee On Investi- 
gations of the Committee on Government Operations, U.S. Senate— March 21- 
22, 1968, Part 6. The Subcommittee was hearing the testimony of detective lieuten- 
ant William R. McCoy, Detroit Police Department: 

Senator Mundt. This Luke Samuel Tripp that you are talking about, is he the 
same Luke Samuel Tripp who made a trip to Cuba? 

Lieutenant McCoy. This is the same one; yes sir. 

Senator Mundt. There is a statement appearing in a book called Road to Revolu- 
tion, written by Mr. Phillip Abbott Luce, who had at one time joined the Communists 
in this country and who became entirely disenchanted as did Whittaker Chambers and 
many others. He has written material for various publications showing how the Com- 
munist Party USA operates because he was in it, and he could speak from the inside. 

On page 80, under the heading of “Other RAM Members,” I read the following 
paragraph: 

Luke Tripp, a Negro from Detroit, Michigan, was among the group of young 
Americans that journeyed to Cuba in the summer of 1964. He is a RAM member and 
former member of UHURU, which is Swahili for “freedom,” which is more or less 
synonymous with RAM and functions in Detroit. Tripp once gave an interview to a 
Trotskyist youth newspaper in which he outlined the essence of the then functioning 
UHURU. He said, that “Our orientation is Mau Mau, Maoist.” 

I thought that was interesting because one of the placards stated, “UHURU 
will resort to Mau Mau tactics.” 

This was picked up there, that the orientation is Mau Mau Maoist. 

Continuing, Luce quotes Tripp as saying: 

We are strong supporters of the Chinese. If you’re in doubt on any position we 
have, look it up in the Peking Review. 

Luce then says: 

This Review is the English language weekly news journal from Red China. 

Part 6 of Riots, Civil and Criminal Disorders, also contains, as exhibit No. 81, 
a June 20, 1964 article entitled “UHURU President Sneaks Off To Cuba,” from the 
Detroit Courier which reads as follows: 

Detroit — A militant leader of a Detroit-based civil rights group this week was 
reported among 73 students who out-smarted the U.S. State Department and flew to 
Havana, for the annual tour of Fidel Castro’s Cuba. 

Luke Tripp Jr., of Detroit and president of the UHURU organization, which has 
members at Wayne State University and several Detroit High Schools, reportedly 
called for the destruction of the U.S. Government, in a statement given to the press 
in Havana, upon his arrival from Prague, Czechoslovakia. 

The DAILY WORLD of February 28, 1969 lists Luke Tripp of the Black 
Panther Party; and Mike Hamlin of the Dodge Revolutionary Union Movement 
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(DRUM) ; as speakers at memorial services commemorating the assassination of 
Malcolm X, held at the St. Paul A.M.E. Zion Church in Detroit. 

Human Events of March 8, 1969 in an article by Henry P. Zuidema presents 
more background information on certain members of the NBEDC Steering Com- 
mittee: 


Unlike several other big-city universities that have been hit by student insurrec- 
tionists, Wayne State University, in Detroit, has not been harassed by rioting and the 
seizure of buildings by campus militants and revolutionaries .... 

The university’s militants, on the other hand, have been given no cause for hell- 
raising. They have had it all their way. 

They simply took over the university’s newspaper, the “Collegian,” and trans- 
formed it into an organ dedicated to revolution, frequently spiced with toilet-wall 
phraseology. It is called the “South End,” with reference to its offices at one end of the 
campus, and it is kept going by a $30,000 annual subsidy in public funds, handed out 
by the university. 

Black Panther emblems — two crouching panthers — are carried at the top of page 
1. The slogan of the paper until a few weeks ago was “The Year of the Heroic 
Guerrilla,” the cry of the Communist press in Cuba and also that of the New Left 
publications in the U.S., honoring Che Guevara. The new slogan of the Wayne State 
paper is “One Class-Conscious Worker is Worth 100 Students. ...” 

An announcement that the Michigan National Guard had acquired new riot- 
control equipment brought this comment from “South End’s” managing editor, Mike 
Hamlin: 


“We are making plans ourselves, and they don’t include playing Indian or 
Jew. We clearly recognize that at this juncture in history, it’s time for the hunter 
to become the game . . . . ” 

The editor-in-chief of the “South End,” John Watson, a bearded 26-year-old 
pre-law student, however, is unperturbed. Watson, who calls himself “a revoutionary 
— a Marxist-Leninist sympathetic to the Chinese Communist party,” saw the tradi- 
tional campus paper, the “Collegian,” as a rare find. He had been edtior of the “Inner 
City Voice,” which has had hard times .... 

A campus paper, by contrast, could flourish as an organ of revolution, with its 
readership assured, the “South End” being circulated free, and with facilities financed 
by the University. Staff writers are on university payroll and Watson gets $2,400. . . . 

Last May Watson was placed in charge of the student paper by an 8-to-2 vote 
of the student publications committee of the Student Faculty Council, over the objec- 
tions of Dean of Students Duncan Sells, who questioned Watson’s eligibility on 
academic grounds. Watson said at the time that his academic records were missing 
from the student files .... 

Another “South End” staff member, Luke Tripp, was coordinator of campaign 
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activities for Eldridge Cleaver, Black Panther candidate for President, and conducted 
the campaign from the offices of the newspaper .... 

“We (blacks)” Watson added, “are not interested in the ‘honor’ of running a 
paper. The only validity we can give for being down here running around with college 
students is aiding the revolution.” 

The west coast communist publication PEOPLE’S WORLD of April 26, 1969 
contained news of other Steering Committee members : 

Oakland — Representatives of new black workers’ groups in the Midwest visited 
the San Francisco Bay Area this week and gave a vivid description of a dynamic new 
movement on the rise in basic industry. 

At an unprecedented meeting for this area Saturday (April 19), John Watson, 
of the Detroit-based League of Revolutionary Black Workers, told of the rebellion 
in the auto shops against the companies and union bureaucracy. 

Watson and his associate, Chuck Wooten, were in the area for discussions 
with the Oakland-Berkeley-based Black Panther party. 

According to Panther spokesmen the meeting grew out of Panther efforts to lead 
plant caucuses in this area and increased Panther attention to black production 
workers. . . . 

Watson said the first place to fight racism of the society is at the point of 
production. 

He detailed the efforts of the League and its affiliated groups to build organiza- 
tions of black workers at the rank-and-file level as a core group to begin to challenge 
the corporations over economic matters and conditions on the job. 

The next step, Watson said, must be to relate the struggles in the shops to prob- 
lems in the community. 

Concerning the above mentioned League of Revolutionary Black Workers, 
America’s outstanding labor reporter, Victor Riesel, in the March 8, 1969 issue of 
Human Events writes: 

Youth power apparently is finding the world of the campus too confining. The 
youthful lions of the SDS, the Black Panthers, and an assorted alliance of self-styled 
revolutionists are moving their direct action over into the less esoteric world of work 
— onto the picket lines, into the giant plants of the industrial belts, and even into big 
union headquarters. . . . 

In the Detroit area, which I just toured, the student support springs mainly from 
Wayne State University. There the militants are really up tight and turned on. Their 
publication, the “South End,” recently was characterized by the university president 
as “disturbingly reminiscent of Hitler Germany. ...” 

Their thing is the League of Revolutionary Black Workers, a coalition of three 
caucuses, the Dodge Revolutionary Union Movement (DRUM) , the Ford Revolution- 
ary Union Movement (FRUM), and the Eldon Revolutionary Union Movement 
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(ELRUM). The latter concentrates on a Chrysler gear and axle plant on Eldon 
Avenue, but the boys don’t use the acronym because it would spell CRUM — which is 
what some 95 per cent of the industry’s black workers believe it to be. 

Another Steering Committee member, is lawyer Kenneth Cockrel. The June 
12, 1969 issue of the DAILY WORLD carries the following story: 

Detroit — a young black militant attorney, Ken Cockrel who had hung the tag of 
“lawless, racist rogue, bandit, thief, pirate, honky dog, fool,” on Recorder’s Court 
Judge Joseph Maher, had “contempt” charges against him dismissed here last 
week. . . . 

Speaking to reporters after the dismissal Cockrel said: “This is a vindication of the 
position we took. I have no regrets for what I said. I think my characterizations were 
accurate.” 

It is rumoured that Cockrel will be a candidate of the black militants for mayor 
of Detroit in the coming elections. 

Cockrel’s outburst occurred while he was defending Alfred Hibbitt, Jr., who 
was charged in the shooting of police outside the New Bethel Church on March 
29, 1969. Cockrel is listed as an attorney for the National Black Economic Develop- 
ment Conference (NBEDC) in the July 9, DAILY WORLD. 

On page 1444 of Riots, Civil and Criminal Disorders, Lieutenant McCoy pre- 
sents testimony on Steering Committee member Daniel W. Aldridge: 

Lieutenant McCoy. Next is Daniel W. Aldridge, who resides at 12659 Monica. 
Date of birth, February 23, 1942. Graduated from Tennessee A. & I. with B.D. 
degree in 1966. Presently enrolled at WSU (Wayne State University) as postgraduate 
in urban planning. 

Aldridge is active in the local chapter of SNCC, and reported to be taking over the 
leadership from Dorothy Dewberry. 

Aldridge is active in the CCAC (Citywide Citizens Action Committee), and was 
an investigator and speaker at the CCAC Sponsored people’s tribunal (mentioned 
previously) on August 30, 1967. 

Aldridge was a speaker at the West Central Organization (WCO) fund raising 
benefit on January 7, 1968, at the Teamsters Hall, 2740 Trumbull, Detroit. In this 
speech Aldridge remarked: 

“I would go back to Africa, but I would have to fight there, also. Here is the 
best place to fight. If you have to fight, don’t wait for leftists to bring you arms. Whites 
and blacks cannot get along. Black people had better think about destruction. 

We cannot be by ourselves as long as the Seventh Fleet, the First Cavalry, and the 
101st Airborne exists. 

Third World — Black Nations must unite internationally. Black Revolutionaries, 
don’t depend on white corporations. Self-examination is needed. Form something 
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simiiar to the National Liberation Front in North Vietnam. Recruit specialists in guns 
and demolition from Black G.I.’s returning home from Vietnam. 

America must be destroyed for the sake of the rest of the world.” 

Muhaimned Kenyatta is yet another Steering Committee member. Kenyatta 
teaches Black History to students 10 through 14 years old, at the Black and Proud 
Liberation School in the city of Jackson, Mississippi. The May 1969 issue of the 
Southern Patriot states that: 

Kenyatta has also been active in Black awareness projects all over the city of 
Jackson and at nearby Tougaloo College. Tougaloo College, which has a history of 
white liberal teachers and administrators controlling an all-Black student body, has 
been the scene of frequent protests over recent years .... 

In mid-February, while visiting a friend on campus, Kenyatta was the literal 
target of mysterious gun-fire that blasted through the front windows of his automobile, 
missing his head by inches. 

Later the shooting was explained by Tougaloo’s Negro President, Owens, and 
others as a response to an attempted robbery of the men’s dormitory. Afterwards, a 
college official. Dean Holloway, charged Kenyatta with attempted burglary before a 
white Mississippi Judge in Madison County — a county whose decisions against Black 
people and civil-rights workers since the voter registration movement of the early 
1960’s. 

Tougaloo student activists campaigned to have the case brought before the student 
body and to have Kenyatta judged by other black people. Kenyatta turned himself over 
voluntarily to local authorities as “an expression of my belief that my innocence will be 
proved.” He eventually reached a.settlement, as a result of the student pressure. 

Steering Committee member Mark Comfort’s background, as outlined in the 
August 24, 1966 edition of TOCSIN is as follows: 

One of the most militant “civil rights” leaders ever to agitate in the state (Cali- 
fornia), Comfort (alias Mark Moody) has emerged as the darling of high government 
officials in Washington. Without top-level intervention, he would be serving time on a 
conviction growing out of a racial demonstration in 1964. 

Eugene P. Foley, head of the Commerce Department’s Economic Development 
Administration, made a visit incognito to Comfort at the Alameda County Re- 
habiliation Center at Santa Rita during Comfort’s recent imprisonment. Shortly 
therafter Comfort’s appeal for probation was granted by Supreme Court Justice 
William O. Douglas pending a future decision by the full court. The appeal, forwarded 
by Comfort’s attorney, identified Communist Robert Treuhaft of Oakland, received 
an approving nod from Vice President Hubert H. Humphrey. 

Why all the eagerness to give aid to Comfort? 

Foley described Comfort as the man who “appears to be the emerging Negro 
leader in Oakland . . . . ” 
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Comfort’s background, long a matter of public record, includes: 

— Numerous arrests for battery, burglary and petty theft in the 50s. 

— An early association with the East Bay Civil Rights Congress, cited as a 
Communist front, which championed his hassles with the law, using the “police 
brutality” — “civil rights” themes. 

— Representation by identified Communist attorney Robert Treuhaft during the 
same period. 

— In 1964 Comfort ran amok in a Berkeley drive-in, throwing salt shakers and 
sugar bowls at customers and creating a shambles. 

A defense campaign was again organized for him, this time including stories in 
the Communist People’s World by Carl Bloice and a “gourmet banquet” fund-raiser at 
the home of Communist National Committeeman Roscoe Q. Proctor of Berkeley. 

Comfort later organized his own militant demonstrating group which he called the 
Oakland Direct Action Committee. 

The son of a Cuba-born mechanic, Comfort is wed to the former Gloria Black, 
daughter of identified Oakland Communists Robert Ogg Black and Gladys Black. 

The same issue of TOCSIN contains the following Comfort quotes from Spider 
magazine, Oakland, California May 24, 1965: 

“The capitalists are going to force the issue of violence upon us whether we 
want it or not. They’re not going to give up the big, beautiful thing they’ve had for so 
many years without some type of struggle. Though capitalism is falling — there is no 
doubt it will fall — they are going to fight to the bitter end .... 

“These rebellions are only the footsteps, a move toward the real thing. I’ve been 
through 14 states and I say capitalism can’t last more than ten years. . . .1 was really 
pleased with Harlem. The people there know who their enemies are, they know who 
they have to fight, they don’t think that the black man will be free until imperialism 
is destroyed, and they’re organizing. ... 

“It’s going to take the people to make the revolution. . . .And it doesn’t matter 
what kind of government it is, just so long as it isn’t capitalist, fascist government. 
That’s what counts.” 

The April 19, 1969 issue of PEOPLE’S WORLD contains a picture of Comfort 
at an April 11 press conference of black militants of the San Francisco Bay Area, 
together with Roscoe Proctor, Afro-American Commission, Communist Party. The 
article under the picture states that: “Mark Comfort, ODAC (Oakland Direct 
Action Committee) director and spokesman for the group, said, “It is a known 
fact that agents were sent from Washington, D.C., in 1968, to infiltrate every or- 
ganization in the country. They are trained police agents and receive their pay- 
checks just like people who work.” 

Proctor is quoted as stating that: “We advocate armed self-defense as an in- 
creasingly important part of our ability to defend ourselves and develop our struggle 
for complete liberation.” 
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Concerning the tactic of “armed self-defense/’ Comfort has had previous ex- 
perience. He took part in the May 2, 1967 Black Panther storming of the state 
Legislature in Sacramento. Some forty persons armed with rifles, shotguns, and 
pistols entered the legislature. In 1968, Comfort was a leader of the Oakland con- 
tingent in the Southern Christian Leadership Conference’s Poor People’s March 
on Washington. 

Two Steering Committee members hail from the Deep South, Mrs. Fannie 
Lou Hamer, former SNCC field secretary in Ruleville, Mississippi, who was 
elected vice-chairman of the Mississippi Freedom Democratic Party in January, 
and Julian Bond, another former SNCC official, and now a member of the Georgia 
Legislature. 

Bond was one of the founders of the Communist-dominated National Confer- 
ence for New Politics held in Chicago at the Palmer House August 29— September 
4, 1967, where, as noted previously, a demand for “reparations” was also issued. 

Concerning Bond’s “militant” proclivity, Human Events of February 2, 1969 
states: 

Radical Julian Bond, the youthful Georgia legislator who was put up for the vice 
presidential nomination at the 1968 Democratic National Convention, now says the 
Negro will find out that appeals to justice and fair play are “outmoded and useless.” 
In a recent Richmond, Va., speech, Bond claimed the “new movement is to force 
change through coercion, threats, power or violence.” Bond indicated the method 
would be that of armed rebellion. “After all,” he said, “that was the American way of 
1776.” 

The Southern Patriot of February 1969 states that: “In two recent speeches 
(the last in December at Tougaloo College, near Jackson), Bond has discussed an 
alternative program which he calls community socialism, whereby the people in a 
given community run and control the institutions within that community. 

Representative John Ashbrook of Ohio, read the following excerpt from a June 
2 (1969) UPI dispatch, covering a commencement address given at the University 
of Bridgeport by Bond: “If you think you are faced with militant young people 
today, just see what today’s 7- and 8-year-olds have waiting for you 5 to 10 years 
from now, when they grow up.” 

The June 6, 1969 DAILY WORLD carried the highlights of another Bond 
address: 

Danbury, Conn., June 19 — “Capitalism is a luxury for the rich,” Georgia State 
Representative Julian Bond told an audience here last week. “Socialism benefits the 
poor.” 

The 29-year-old black legislator said he favored “community socialism” whereby 
“profit would be for the many, not for the few.” 

He called American Democracy “cumbersome” and unworkable for black people. 
They have “no way to control the decision-making, have little access to the power 
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centers,” he said, describing them as the “great holdings of private wealth, the corpora- 
tions, the military-industrial-labor complex and the government ” 

“Our job,” he said, “ought to be the gathering together of all people considered 
to be oppressed, the students with no teachers in schools, the workers with no voice 
in their unions, the voters with no choice but an echo,” in order to set “new directions” 
and “new techniques.” 

When oppressed people realize this is not a classless society, he said, and class 
consciousness is realized, violent confrontations will ensue among all the oppressed 
people against the “totalitarian system.” 

Bond spoke at the Danbury High School under the auspices of the Danbury 
Coalition of Conscience. 

The Manifesto closes with the following: 

Our demands are negotiable, but they cannot be minimized, they can only be in- 
creased and the church is asked to come up with larger sums of money than we are 
asking. Our slogans are: 

ALL ROADS MUST LEAD TO REVOLUTION 
UNITE WITH WHOMEVER YOU CAN UNITE 
NEUTRALIZE WHEREVER POSSIBLE 
FIGHT OUR ENEMIES RELENTLESSLY 
VICTORY TO THE PEOPLE 
LIFE AND GOOD HEALTH TO MANKIND 

RESISTANCE TO DOMINATION BY WHITE CHRISTIAN CHURCHES 
AND THE JEWISH SYNAGOGUES 
REVOLUTIONARY BLACK POWER

Rev. Victor E. Sears ^

L iberal, progressive, radical and freedom forces 
i throughout America face a strong challenge from 
an ultra-rightist group which is seeking to go back to 
some of the darkest days of McCarthyism. The group, 
the Church League of America, is at the present time 
offering leading businesses of America a witch-hunting 
and blacklisting service which is aimed at black libera- 
tion fighers, student activists and trade union activists. 

The Church League was formed in 1937 by “top 
church and civic leaders of Chicago.” The League calls 
itself the “fastest growing Conservative organization in 
the United States.” Shortly after its founding, the league 
had more than 6,000 clergymen of all denominations 
supporting its work, along with some 50,000 lay mem- 
bers. 

k> As a “religious organization” the League has 
"enjoyed a tax-exempt status since 1942. Groups 
awarded this status by the Internal Revenue Service are 
enabled to receive contributions which the donor is then 
allowed to deduct from his income. According to Major 
Edgar C. Bundy, the League’s executive director, pay- 
ments received for the purpose of checking out names 
are also classified as contributions. This means that 
corporations are getting free blacklisting service, whose 
cost is being bQrne by the general public. 

Though tax-deductible groups are not permitted to 
engage in political activities, the League has always 
done so. When it was founded, for example, President 
Roosevelt’s plan to increase the size of the Supreme 
Court was a major issue in our country. The League took 
a stand opposed to this measure. In another political 
activity early in the history of the League (1940) it 
actively and openly jcampaigned^against Roosevelt’s 
' third term bid. 

Today it is attempting to capitalize on the fears of the 
^public and especially on the ‘ ‘law and order’ ’ issue. 

The background of this outfit will shed some light 
on the dangers it presents for today’s progressive move- 
mehts. 'Ihe League was the creation of Frank J. Loesch, 
Henry P.‘ Crowell and George Washington Robnett. 

- Loesch was a top church and civic leader of Chi- 
cago, active in the Fourth Presbyterian Church, one of 
, Chicago’s most affluent. Through his involvement in 
religious affairs, Loesch “saw the growing encroach- 
ment of government upon constitutionally guaranteed 
rights of the individual and a consequent threat to the 
constitutional structure itself”. And this was back in 
the 1930’ s, so we can see that the Far Right really hasn’t 
changed much in the past few decades. 

^ His church activities also led him to believe that 
^“socialistic experiments. . .were creeping” into the 
pulpits. 

Loesch became a prominent attorney and was head 
of the Chicago Crime Commission when it prosecuted 
A1 Capone. His prominence brought him to the attention 
of some of America’s largest business interests. Beside 
being counsel for the American Medical Association, 
Loesch helped some of the largest railroads become 
what they are. In 1913 he organized the $80 million Chi- 
cago Union Station Company and was its general coun- 
sel. He soon became the Illinois counsel for the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad System. 

Loesch was also a member of the Chicago Board of 
Education, a special States Attorney (appointed), ac- 
tive in history societies, the Rotary Club and Kiwaiiis. 

Henry P. Crowell,, like Loesch, was a “church and 
civic leader,” but he was somewhat less extended 
than Loesch. Crowell was Charman of the Board of 
Quaker Oats and is referred to in his biography as “The 
ttkristocrat of the Breakfast Table”. It is probably no 
OKnall coincidence that Quaker Oats today is a member 
of the American Security Council. The ASC is a group 
which coordinates affairs for the military-industrial 
complex. Most retired Pentagon brass find employment 
with the council. The ASC has conducted its own black- 
listing program for some time now, but that’s another 
stcry. 

George Washington Robnett, a Chicago advertising 
executive, seems to have been the leading force behind 
the forming of the Church League of America. Robnett 
was a professional news-clipping saver. Beginning in 
1930, when the infamous Hamilton Fish headed the first 
congressional committee to investigate “subversive 
activities,” Robnett kept track of the committee find- 
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ings^TheFishcpmmitteewastheJmmediatepredeces- 

~sbr of the even more infamous snooping committee of 
Martin Dies (who is now a writer for American Opinion 
magazine, the publication of the John Birch Society), 
the House UnAmerican Activities Committee, now the 
House Internal Security Committee. 

Robnett found that his clippings of the Fish commit- 
tee were not enough; he began to accumulate the clip- 
pings and published reports; of House, Senate and even 
state HUACs as they were formed. He also began to col- 
lect a large sampling of “Leftist” publications — or at 
least those which the “expert Mr. Robnett” considered 
“leftist and subversive”. 

.Soon after, the National Laymen’s Council of the 
Church League of America was formed. It sells informa- 
tion about alleged Communists, Socialists, radicals, 
progressives, liberals, trade unionists, civil rights work- 
ers and civil libertarians. Major Bundy has offered (for 
a price) the service of his organization in identifying, 
for the business community, members of the Students 
for a Democratic St>cie ty. By doing so, he hopes to count- 
er the proposed plans of sorpe student radicals- to work 
in factories this year. 

Bundy became Executive Secretary of the League 
as an “expert on Communism.” Stationed in Alaska, he 
served six years in Air Force Intelligence, reaching the 
rank of captain. After 8 years in the Air Force Re serve 
Bundy was promoted to major. In 1948, he became an 
editor of the Wheaton, Illinois, Daily Journal.' A year 
later he came to nationwide prominence when he was 
invited to testify before the Senate Appropriations Sub- 
committee on the “deteriorating Far Eastern situation.” 
He predicted the Chinese Revolution and the Korean 
War. His ’’expert predictions” made him a featured 
speaker on the Right Wing circuit' for the length of the 
Korean War and after. In 1954, Bundy was active in hav- 
ing the American Legion in Illinois condemn the Girl 
Scout handbook for having material “alleged to be un-: 
American,” 

Originally, the League only checked into the back- 
ground of speakers appearing before church groups 
throughout the nation. But it has now entered into the 
highly profitable field of spying and checking on pros- 
pective employees. All of this is done without the indiv- 
idual having any knowledge of the check and no defense 
against slandering and redbaiting. 

. The League’s files contain over “7,000,000 cross- 
indexed cards on individuals, organizations and publica- 
tions which serve the communistic cause in the United 
States”. The files are divided into three categories: 
1) “Communist Party members” ; 2) “fellow travellers, 
party sympathizers or front-joiners” ; 3) “dupes”. In 


the past year the contents of the file were changed to 
include “individuals, -organizations, publications and 
movements which have beer attempting the destruction 
of the United States by way of internal subversion.” 

Beside the files, the League library also includes 
“outright communist data and propaganda” plus “thou- 
sands of files of individuals or organizations who have 
engaged in subversive or fellow-traveler activities/’ 
This magnificent library, which is closed to the public, 
also contains “one whole section built around John 
Dewey, the educator, whose philosophy of pragmatism 
(what works is good and the end justifies the means) 
softened many intellectuals in America for the accept- 
ance of Communism.” 

The League offers three services to its “tax-deduc- 
tible contributors of a $25 gift or more” (last year the 
fee was $10 or more). 

The first service is a free subscription to the 
“monthly documented summary of current subversive 
activity, as frequently as three times a month, known 
as News and Views.” News and Views has. featured 
such writers as Herbert Philbrick, notorious FBI agent 
and spy,. Major Bundy and Dr. Bella Dodd, late FBI 
stool pigeon. * 

The second service is providing “special detailed 
documented reports on organizations, individuals, pub- 
lications and movements resulting from hundreds of 
hours of research. ’’Bundy also offers contributors class- 
ified FBI material. 


The last service is blacklisting itself. The individual 
who gives a gift of $25 or more is entitled to “four name 
checks.” After those four, each name check costs $5. 

Recently the CLA sent out robotyped solicitation 
letters for new customers for its blacklisting business. 
Letters sent to businesses in the midwest went out under 
Bundy’s signature, while those in the New York-Atlan- 
tic Coast area appeared under the signature of Andrew 
W. Hunter. Hunter is presently the CLA’s new field 
director who works out of his home in Gibbsboro, New 
Jersey. 

According to a by-lined story by Jerry DeMuth in 
the Chicago Sun-Times on June 8, Hunter’s hard-sell 
goes something like this: “I think businessmen should 
look into the background (of a prospective employee) and 
see if he has a criminal record and see if he belongs to 
the Black Panthers or SDS or SNCC or any of these 
other groups”. Referring to the projected SDS work-in 
this summer, Hunter continues, “They’re taking a new 
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tactic. They’re going in and dressing up respectable so 
they can do the greatest amount of damage. These kids 
will come in and take these places apart”. 

Bundy’s approach, on the other hand, is less person- 
al and more detailed. The Institute for American Demo- 
cracy, a Washington-based organization that exposes 
ultra-Right groups for what they really are, quotes Bun : 
dy’s solicitation letter: “Our working force includes 
more than a few radicals, socialists, revolutionaries, 
communists and troublemakers of all sorts. The colleges 
and schools are educating thousands more who will soon 
be seeking employment”. 

A glance at literature of the Church League gives 
some idea of who and what Bundy consdiders “trouble- 
some”: the NAACP, the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference, of which the late Dr. Martin Luther King 
was the “fellow-travelling” founder, the National and 
World Council of Churches, the United Nations, 
UNICEF, and, of course, the PTA. 

Some of these “troublemakers”, according to a CLA 
leaflet, Include persons who sign advertisements sup- 
porting liberal causes. The leaflet also boasts that on its 
lists is everyone that has spoken out, either in speech or 
writing, “attacking or ridiculing... the American way of 
life.” 

The League files increased sharply between 1965- 
1966 when it acquired the files of the notorious J.B. Mat- 
thews, who had prided himself on being “the long-time 
self-styled expert on Communism.” In fact he was such 
an “expert” that he became the chief research aide to 
Sen. Joseph McCarthy. Matthews came to the attention 
of McCarthy through his earlier job as a researcher for 
the Dies committee. ; 

When Matthews died in July 1966, the Church League 
assumed possession of his files which Bundy valued at 
$150,000.. In order to insure the safe-keeping of these 
files Bundy erected the J.B. Matthews Memorial Li- 
brary, completed last year at a cost of $82,000. It is con- 
nected to their one-story colonial-style building in subur- 
ban Wheaton, built in 1962 at a cost of $250,000. The files 
in the new wing contain 400 fireproof steel files plus ad- 
ditional space for 50,000 bound volumes. A1 the present' 
time the League is microfilming all of its files for “total 
security.” 



J. B. MATTHEWS 


After Matthews died, his wife, Ruth I. Matthews, 
took over as Research Consultant for the League and 
has moved into the right-wing limelight. On September 
1, 1968, Mrs. Matthews became the Research Editor for 
Combat the newest creation of William F. Buckley of 
the National Review and the New York State Conserva- 
tive Party. Combat says it keeps the patriotic “informed 
about the revolutionary struggle in America today.” 

In addition to the Matthews files, the League has ac- 
quired the files of former FBI agent, John G. Keenan. 
Keenan resigned in 1945 from his position as supervisor 
of the FBI’s,Ihternal Security Activities Division, and 
with two other former FBI agents published Counter- 
attack and Red Channels. During the McCarthy period 
both publications started the wave of blacklisting 
against liberals (“fellow-travellers”) in the radio, TV 
and movie industries. 

Since the Matthews and Keenan files do not con- 
tain current information, Bundy, according to the IAD, 
informs sales “prospects” that “the Church League has 
infiltrated New Left and Black Power organizations.” 

If that weren’t enough, Bundy brags about a “work-

ing relationship” with some of our country’s “leading 
law enforcement agencies.” Among these are the FBI 
and the Chicago Police Department and their Red Squad. 
Bundy refers to. the latter as “our police boys in Chic- 
ago.” 

If a prospective customer wishes, Bundy can arrange 
to have special checks made and an organization infil- 
trated. All of this is for a- price, of course. “Special 
checks,” whatever they are, are made for $150 a day 
plus expenses. The price to infiltrate an organization 
runs as high as $200 a week. 

It should be remembered that all of this is tax-deduc- 
tible. 

The complete Church League library and files are, 
according to Bundy, “the world’s most complete refer- 
ence of leftist individuals and groups,, outside the FBI 
files — which, of course, are not open to the public.” 

Bundy and the League, have shifted their emphasis of 
attack. Previously the National Council of Churches and 
the liberal clergymen received the brunt of their smear 
campaigns. Now the targets are primarily SDS and the 
Black Panthers. It is no coincidence that both of these 
organizations have become deeply rooted in struggle 
and have begun to question the capitalist system itself; 

During the 1964 election, the League aided the Gold- 
water candidacy by issuing a booklet entitled, “How 
the Cdmmunists and Religious Liberals Hate Barry 
Goldwater (By Their Fruits, Ye Shall Know Them).” 

Members of the League’s Board of Directors have 
ties with other groups The Rev. Cameron MacKenzie, 
for example, a member of long standing, and a member 
of Advisory Committee of Clergy, was actively involved 
last year in the right-wing smear campaign against Jus- 
tice Abe Fortas. He was a member oi the National Ad- 
visory Board of un outfit called the Supreme Court Am- 
endment League (SCALE), which was formed exclusively 
for the purpose of curbing the Supreme Court. Its chair- 
man is the racist Congressman John Ra rick of Louisi- 
ana, who wastes taxpayers’ money by constantly filling 
the Congressional Record with right-wing hate material. 

One cf the four members of the League’s Advisory 
Committee of Laymen, Edwin L. Wiegans, was a found- 
er in 1944 of the right-wing smear sheet Human Events. 
Other founders were Cecil B. deMille, the movie produc- 


er; Charles Edison, then governor of New Jersey; Her- 
bert Hoover and Charles A. Lindberg; also present was 
Clarence Manion, now a leading John Bircher. Repre- 
sentatives of the “civic” community were Robert R. 
McCormick, of the Chicago Tribune; Cola Parker, of 
Pepsi-Cola; J. Howard Pew, of the Sunoco oil empire; 
Henry Regnery, of the Chicago publishing house which 
bears his name; and Gen. Robert E. Wood, of Sears, 
Roebuck and Co. 

The Rev. Herman Otten, with MacKenzie and 
another clergyman, the Rev. Victor E. Sears, com : 
prise the three-man Advisory Committee of Clergy. Ot- 
ten has been a speaker at numerous Christian Crusade 
rallies and schools. The Crusade is headed by the robust 
Billy James Hargis. 

The IAD special report on Bundy and the Church 
League of America ends with an appropriate warning: 

“We remember the McCorthyism of the 1950s all 
too well to take the Major (Bundy) lightly. An organ- 
ization with a high-sounding name like the Church 
League ol America and the brass of a Bundy and the 
tics of the interwoven Far Right outlets can do a lot 
of damage." 

The League has done a lot of damage already. 
E. Edgerton Hart, the Executive Vice-President 
of the Illinois Manufacturers’ - Association, has calleiL 
the League’s blacklisting and spying service “a ver^ 
worthwhile thing.” Based on League information, Harr 
mailed a bulletin to all the 5,400 factories and plants that 
belong to the IMA, warning them of SDS’ plans for a 
summer, work-in.

Jay Miller, Executive Director of the Illinois Divi- 
sion of the American Civil Liberties Union, when con- 
tacted by the Chicago Sun-Times, called the “service” 
of the Church League “a morally reprehensible thing in 
a democracy.” 

Exposing Bundy and the Church League for what 
they are is only half the story, now they must be put out 
of business.

The IRS investigation follow- 
ed complaints by U.S. Senators 
and a Sun-Times story that 
described how the organization 
checks into the backgrounds of 
employes and jobseekers for 
businessmen in return for tax- 
, exempt contributions. 

The checkups, according to 
the league executive secretary, 1 
j Edgar C. Bundy, are to deter- 
mine whether such persons are 
* 1 1 r oubiesome individuals/* 
ranging from those who sign 
anti-war ads in newspapers to 
members of the Students for a 
Democratic Society. 

The investigation has been 
undertaken to determine 
whether contributions made 
for the name-checking service 
should remain tax deductible 
and whether the league should 
be required to pay taxes on 
such contributions as business 
income. ' . 

IRS officials would not com- 
ment further on the investiga- 
tion. Bundy said he knew 
nothing of any such investiga- 
tion. “We have had no com- 
munication from the IRS 
regarding this,” he com- 
mented.

Recently an Ad Hoc' group, which included 
two members of SNCC in the. United States, a

BIBLE READING STATUTE UPHELD

. A. group of ’North Dakota, legislators declined 
to tamper with two North 'Dakota'laws which, 
permit Bible reading in public schools .and re- 
quire’ display- of the Ten Commandments in. all 
classrooms. An attempt to get the Legislature to 
wipe ..the laws off the books was overwhelm- 
ingly, defeated on a voice vote. J 

However, officials reported fhat only^a small* 
percentage of public, school teachers read the 
Bible in classrooms and very few schools. display, 
the placards bearing the Ten Commandments.

U. S. COMMUNISTS VISIT NORTH KOREA 

A delegation headed by John Pittman, mem- 
ber of the National Committee of the Commu- 
nist Party U.S;A. and co-editor of the DAILY 
WORLD ? recently met with delegates of the 
North Korean. Communist Party at Pyongyang. 

The United States Communists heard Pak 
Sen Cher, head of the political bureau of the 
Korean Labor Party, state that the visit of the 
United States Communists “was of great signifi- 
cance in strengthening the bonds of friendship 
between two parties struggling against a com- 
mon enemy, U. S. Imperialism.” . 

FEDERAL FUNDS FOR SEX NOVELS 

According to a Newark, New Jersey source 
the federal job corps centers used $10,000.00 
worth of the taxpayers’ money to purchase lurid 
sex novels such as “Orgy at Madame Dracula’s,” 
“Sex Turned On,” “Candy,” “French Art of 
Love,” “Call House Madam,” and “The Nude 
Wore Black.” 

An official of the center described the books 
as “soul material” which would increase the 
reading abilities of second and fourth grade 
level persons and “improve their literary in- 
terests.” ' . 

URPE 

The Union for Radical Political Economics 
held its second annual conference at Camp Sea 
Gull hear Charlevoix, Michigan in September 
and urged a “more extensive classroom study 
of Marxism.” URPE claims that it has doubled 
its membership to 500 in the year, since it was 
organized with many of its members teaching 
economics on the college and university level.* 

One of the features at the meeting was the 
showing of films produced by an underground 
film syndicate known as Newsreel Films Com- 
pany which featured scenes .from Red Cuba 
and a recent student strike at the University 
of California (Berkeley). 

PEACE AND FREEDOM PARTY DISBANDS 

The Peace f and Freedom Party, left wing 
group, with party membership down to 50 peo- 
ple and finances depleted, announced in New 
York City in September that it was disbanding. 

Main, reason for going out of business was 
given as “The party’s failure as an, umbrella 
group seeking to unite radical and left liberals 
around common causes.” 


LEFT WING COMICS FOR KIDS 

The radical publication from San Francisco 
known as THE MOVEMENT, has come up with 
a “Children’s Page,” entitled “Good Things To 
Know,” on which appears four cartoons. 4 

The first attacks the authority of the school 
teacher. The second one attacks the authority 
of the jail warden. The third attacks the author- 
ity of the police and states “Police in General 
are PIGS.” The fourth one is still another attack 
on the police and contains the statement: “PIGS 
are More Dangerous Than Crocodiles.” 

TRAINING THE YOUNG FOR REVOLUTION 

In the Brownsville section of Brooklyn, New 
York is a church in which Black Panther lead- 
ers are instructing children ranging from 4 years 
of age to 14 in a new Panther program known 
as “The Liberation School.” . 1 

Hatred for the Capitalistic system and its 
exponents is being instilled into the young peo- 
ple through question and answer sessions with 
the children being given the answers to shout, 
back in chorus to the leaders. 

For example, the teacher asks: 

“How many types of Pigs are there? 
Students reply: “Four kinds.” 

Teacher: “Name them.” 

Students reply : 

“The avaricious, businessman Pig (who 
may be a landlord or a store owner, the 
teacher interjected). The police Pig, the 
President Pig and the National Guard 
Pig.” .. 

NEW LAW GROUP ASSISTS LEFTISTS 

One of New York City’s newest law firms is 
situated, in a walk-up on 9th Avenue at 42nd 
Street, calling itself the Law Firm for. Consti- 
tutional Rights. This group offers legal council 
to The Movement, the generic term covering 
anti-war protestors, Black Panthers, SDS; the 
Student National Coordinating Committee, 
other left groups and radicals in general. 

* Among the lawyers serving “the cause” are: 
Morton Stavis, 54, corporation lawyer from 
Newark, N.J!; William Kunstler, who has been 
involved in most labor civil rights cases recently 
and who has been legal counsel for radicals of 
the New Left; Professor Arthur Kinoy- of Rut- 
gers University Law School, and partner of 
Kunstler; and Benjamin E. Smith of New Or- 
leans who led what was called the “Mississippi 



Challenge”, an effort to seat a Black Mississippi 
Congressional Delegation three years ago. 

The office' opened : on a budget of $40,000.00 
(provided by other unidentified “lawyer, 
friends”)’ in Newark. Now it has moved to New 
York City with a budget of $120,000.00 received 
from unidentified ’ donors and a staff of five 
young lawyers, three secretaries and a , full time 
administrator. 

The group has a mailing list, of 500 lawyers. 

In recent days Yippie leader Jerry Rubin 
and H. Rap Brown were seen visiting in the 
Headquarters. Most of the visitors to the center 
have been black militants with, a strong aiiti- 
semitic sentiment. 

This is ironical as most of the lawyers making 
up the group are Jewish. , 

Kunstler stated that he could “understand the 
anti-semitic feelings of slum negroes since the 
visible enemy in the ghetto is .often the Jewish 
landlord and shopkeeper.” 

Another lawyer in the group, Peter Weiss, 
said that “I; believe that much of the anti-Israel 
feeling on the Left . and among blacks stems 
from ignorance. They don't realize there's a 
Left in Israel, too.” 

BLACK MANIFESTO RELIGIOUS STORY OF THE YEAR 

— said Dr. A1 Stauderman, associate editor of 
The Lutheran Magazine when he made his 18th 
annual presentation of the Top Ten Religious 
Stories of the Year at the 56th, annual conven- 
tion of the National Lutheran Editors and Man- 
agers Association. He admitted that the stories 
he lists as Top Ten are not necessarily the most 
important or constructive since news space often 
goes to the, spectacular, . the outrageous . or the 
bizarre. 

The Black Manifesto, he said, is a good ex- 
ample of how a minority within a minority can 
control a large movement and secure a large 
share of public attention. 

HISC FACING “TRIAL” 

A federal court of appeals in Chicago recently 
handed down a decision which will, in effect, 
place the House Internal Security Committee 
(formerly House Committee on Un-American 
Activities) on trial. The appellate court was 
unanimous in overruling a lower court decision 
that the investigative committee was immune 
from suit under Article I of the Constitution. 

Seven “civil liberties” lawyers headed by Ar- 
thur Kinoy, noted for his tilts with the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities, b v egan 


the campaign in 1965. Kinoy said that he would 
call as witnesses many of the committee’s “vic- 
tims” in order to show that “the only purpose, 
of HISC over the years has been to pillory peo- 
ple and still dissent.” He claimed that the com- 
mittee has conducted a “30-year witch hunt.” 

U S. RADICALS BUSY TRAVELING 

According to a recent issue of the Communist 
publication GUARDIAN (August 30, 1969) 
youthful American leftists are very* busy meet- 
ing with the enemies of the United States in 
foreign countries. 

An outstanding example of this is the trip^ 
made early in July, 1969 by about 30 young 
American radicals to Havana where they met 
with representatives of the so-called Provisional., 
Revolutionary Government oLSouth Viet Nam 
and representatives of the Communist Govern- 
ment of North Viet Nam. — , 

The meeting lasted for a full 8 days. The 
American Delegation was said to be composed 
mainly of local and regional organizers from 
groups at the hard core of the New Left, most- 
ly SDS. . 

Upon return to the United States, spokesman 
for the American Delegation said: ; * 

“It is obvious to all of us that the United 
- States has lost the war and is in the same 
position the French were in after Diem- 
bienphu. The French left Viet Nam but 
the U.S. refuses to leave. Most Americans 
do not know what is happening in Viet 
Nam. We feel it is our responsibility to 
. tell everyone what we know by talking 
to groups, through posters and pamphlets 
and through demonstrations.” 

The group then gave two New York City 
telephone numbers and the headquarters ad- 
dress of the New York SDS. They offer speakers 
or material about the meeting in Havana and 
the situation in Viet Nani. 

NEW MARXIST TRAINING SCHOOL 

The latest center for indoctrinating American 
citizens with Marxist propaganda is located at 
29 West 15th Street in New York City and is 
known as “Center for Marxist Education.” 

It was organized by people who were involved 
in the old Jefferson School for Social Science, 
“who got together and decided it was more than 
time to establish a place where people could 
get together to learn and teach about Marxism”, 
to use the words of John Gallo, a young man 
who was interviewed by the DAILY WORLD,

The curriculum has started off with 18 differ- 
ent courses. v Students will be shown “how to 
apply.

The courses are going to be led by 
people who are playing active, roles in day-to- 
day. struggles,” ‘ ‘ ./ 

Gallo^ declared that, “these needs- are not being 
met by the existing universities,, by the schools 
in ; general, by the internal classes;-, of various 
organizations or by an individual reading some- 
thing on his own.” . = . 

The school plans to set; up eventually a day- 
care, center with children’s classes. ' . 

^ Herbert Aptheker, theoretician of the Com- 
munist Party, is scheduled to lead off a forum 
series at the school, beginning on October 22, 

1969. . •> . u -,V. ■ 1 • 

Perhaps Marxist Aptheker will* be commuting 
between* Bryn Mawr College an Pennsylvania 
and the new Marxist Center in New, York since 
he has already been appointed as a lecturer at 
one of those universities '.which, 'according to 
Gallo, has. not met the > “needs” of the radical 
Left. - * * * *
